Yacht Burns 


On Bay Trip 


Less than an hour after it was 
auctioned in Sausalito for $40,- 
000, the 92-foot yacht Princess 
Mary was heavily damaged by 
fire yesterday near Alcatraz 
Island. 
None of the six persons 
aboard was injured and all 
were removed by a passing 
ferry and a Coast Guard cutter. 
After battling the blaze for 
three hours, the Coast Guard 
towed the damaged 53-year-old 
yacht to the Alameda Yacht 
Harbor. 
John Maddex, an automobile 
dealer from Piedmont, had just 
purchased the boat from the 
Internal Revenue Service. It 
was auctioned by IRS to cover 
a tax lien against the craft’s 
former owners, Guy O. and 
Beverly Foss of Seattle. 
Mddex, who had outbid about 
a dozen prospective buyers, 
watched his yacht burn from 
the deck of a nearby Coast 
Guard cutter. Five friends were 
with him on the voyage when 
the fire broke out about 4 p.m. 
“ I ’ve had boats for 20 years,” 
he said. “ It’s not the nicest boat 
I’ve ever had, but it was the 
most classic. I was going to use 
it opening day of the yachting 
season.” 
According to Maddex, the fire 
began in the exhaust system 
and spread to the exhaust 
pipes.

AN LOC, Vietnam (UPI)— 
The lead helicopter swooped 
down for the landing pad at the 
south end of town, still held by 
South Vietnamese forces but 
under intense Communist fire. 
Just before it was hit by 
antiaircraft fire, the pilots and 
eight tense South Vietnamese 
infantrymen spotted the 200 sol­ 
diers, many of them wounded, 
crowding the edge of the pad. 
Standing, and on bended 
knees, (hey clasped their hands 
in front of them, begging the 
pilot to land anti carry them out 
of An Loc. 
To call An Loc “ the battered 
provincial capital, 60 miles 
north of Saigon” is the under­ 
statement of the war. To its 
besieged defenders, holding the 
city on direct orders from Pres­ 
ident Nguyen Van Thieu, it is 
quite simply hell. 
The Communists control all 
of the northern half of the town 
—or what remains after 
hundreds of air strikes—part of 
the southern half and most of 
the surrounding rubber planta­ 
tion. 
South Vietnamese troops con­ 
trol two small military com­ 
pounds and the ground they 
stand on atop a few rolling hills 
overlooking An Loc. 
Both sides claim their flag 
flies over An Loc and both are 
right. 
Since April 7, the South Viet­ 
namese have held their tiny 
plot of ground on An Loc’s 
southern edge against tank, hu­ 
man wave and shelling as­ 
saults. 
The troops have been unable 
to get out. Reinforcements are 
landed miles away and some­ 
times fight their way through to 
the town to take the places of

South Vietnamese troops 
were reported fleeing in the 
face of the Communist ad­ 
vance, some clinging to the 
skids of U. S. helicopters mov­ 
ing wounded and supplies. 
North Vietnamese forces 
moved into Bong Son 300 miles 
north of Saigon, during the day 
as its battalion of regional mili­ 
tia force defenders fled. Bong 
Son was the 12th district capital 
captured in the offensive. 
In Quang Tri, the country’s 
northernmost provincial capi­ 
tal, South Vietnamese field offi­ 
cers said government troops 
had killed at least 150 Commu­ 
nists and knocked out seven 
tanks in fighting today. 
U. S. Air Force and Marine 
F4 Phantom jets struck Com­ 
munist positions around Quang 
Tri, 18 miles south of the De­ 
militarized Zone (DMZ), during 
the day but heavy ground fire 
prevented helicopters from 
landing at the city. 
UPI reporter Edward Bas­ 
sett, reporting from Qui Nhon, 
250 miles north of Saigon, said 
Bong Son was defended by a 
battalion of regional militiamen 
—about 500 men—and were at­ 
tacked by two battalions of 
North Vietnamese regulars, 1,- 
000 to 1,200 men. 
At Bong Son, five South Viet­ 
namese soldiers jumped aboard 
a U.S. helicopter that had come 
to pick up a wounded American 
adviser. The pilot took off with 
the five men aboard, but was 
ordered to drop them off at the 
South Vietnamese base at Phu 
Cat. There, the soldiers were 
placed under arrest. 
One

adviser, 
Maj. 
Goerge Watson, was bitter 
about the Bong Son loss. “ They 
(the South Vietnamese) had dai­ 
sy chains of helicopter gun- 
ships, jet fighters and FAC’s

WASHINGTON - Senator 
Edmund S. Muskie is now out 
of contention in the primaries. 
But his withdrawal does little to 
change what already was shap­ 
ing up as primarily a two-man, 
Humphrey-McGovern battle, 
with George W’allace providing 
a certain amount of harassing 
action. 
In fact, Muskie already had 
receded from the scene before 
he admitted it formally. 
In a new assessment of key 
primary states — from Monitor 
writers stationed there — it 
comes through vividly that Wal­ 
lace could well do some more 
spoiling in the very near future. 
Wallace, who helped send 
Muskie on the decline in Flori­ 
da, Wisconsin, and Pennsylvan­ 
ia, seems set to give Sen. Hu­ 
bert Humphrey all kinds of 
trouble in Indiana, W’est Virgin­ 
ia, Michigan, Nebraska. 
And in North Carolina, Wal­ 
lace is running neck and neck 
with former Gov. Terry San­ 
ford, seen by some to be a 
stand-in for Humphrey. 
Sen. George McGovern, too, 


might be hurt by Wallace, in 
Nebraska and Michigan. 


But up to now the Wallace 
damage has been mainly to the 
more conservative or centrist 
candidate. 


Thus Humphrey, who has tak­ 
en the center position previous­ 
ly occupied by Muskie, stands 
to be the more likely loser from 
strong Wallace performances. 


All this, it appears, means 
that McGovern has the easier 
road between now and the final 
big primaries in Oregon, Cali­ 
fornia and New York. 
And in two of these — Oregon 
and New York — Monitor writ­ 
ers see McGovern already in 
the lead. In California Hubert 
Humphrey is given the current 
edge, but McGovern appears to 
be coming up fast. 
All this means, too, that 
McGovern, as of now, seems to 
have the best chance of going

BLOOD DRAINED 


ABOARD USS TICONDERO- 
GA (UPI)—Apollo 16 astronauts 
John W. Young, Charles M. 
Duke and Thomas K. (Ken) 
Mattingly return to United 
States soil today after a 1.4 
million mile voyage they hope 
unlocked the secrets of the 
moon. 
The astronauts were to leave 
the prime recovery ship USS 
Ticonderoga by helicopter 
about noon today EST for Hono­ 
lulu w-here they and part of the 
245 pounds of rock samples 
collected during man’s only 
scheduled visit to the moon’s 
mysterious highlands are trans­ 
ferred to a C141 Air Force jet 
transport for the return to 
Houston. 
The space pilots, the next-to- 
last Apollo moon flight crew, 
were scheduled to arrive at 
Ellington Air Force Base on the 
edge of the Manned Spacecraft 
Center about 9:45 p.m. EST. 
ROCKS FLIGHT 
Another portion of the rocks 
which scientists think may con­ 
tain traces of the original lunar 
crust and give them leads to 
the formation of both the Earth 
and the moon will arrive at the 
space center about 4:30 p.m. 
EST today aboard a separate 
aircraft. 
The astronauts returned from 
an 11-day mission in apparently 
better physical shape than any 
past team of lunar explorers, 
Dr. Charles Berry, the space 
agency’s medical director, said 
Friday in Houston. 
Young, Mattingly and Duke 
splashed down almost precisely 
on target 1,519 miles south of 
Hawaii Thursday and Young 
said the recovery operation was 
“ super.” 
MEDICAL TESTS 
The astronauts underwent ex­ 
tensive medical tests and had 
to skip the traditional Navy 
feast for returning spacemen 
because doctors want to keep 
their diet similar to the food 
they ate in space until the 
medical tests are completed. 
The astronauts were having 
less difficulty in readjusting to 
the gravity of earth than the 
Apollo 15 crew did last sum­ 
mer. Their only apparent post­ 
flight medical problems came 
from skin irritations where 
medical sensors were attached 
during the mission and a minor 
plugging of Young’s ears during 
re-entry.

The procedure differs from 
blood transfusions frequently 
given new-born babies in that 
those transfusions essentially 
dilute the toxic factors in the 
bloodstream, Klebanoff said. 
“ In a very real sense, the 
patient 
was in suspended ani­ 
mation — totally bloodless and 
cooled to approximately 85 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit," Klebanoff 
said. “The refrigeration of the 
body was necessary to protect 
his brain and vital organs from 
deterioration in the bloodless 
state.” 
The doctor said six quarts of 
fresh, undiseased blood was 
then pumped back into the pa­ 
tient. The use of the saline 
solution also allowed the liver 
to regenerate enough to resume 
its blood filtering job, doctors 
said. 
The surgeons described the 
procedure as a relatively sim­ 
ple technique but that it had not 
been used before because there 
had been little laboratory expe­ 
rience with it and that it was 
still experimental. The proce­ 
dure takes about 15 minutes in 
its entirety, doctors said. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (UPD- 
For 10 minutes last month S. 
Sgt. Tors Olson lay on a surgi­ 
cal table without a heartbeat 
and without a drop of blood in 
his body. 
Yesterday the 20-year-old 
Laurens, N.Y., native explained 
to newsmen what it was like to 
have six quarts of blood—none 
of it his own—circulating 
through his body. 
“ I feel pretty good now,” 
Olson said. “ I feel thankful to 
the Lord and closer to God.” 
According to Air Force doc­ 
tors, Olson is the first person to 
have undergone successfully 
“ total body perfusion” —total 
replacement of a patient’s dis­ 
eased blood with fresh donor 
blood after washing out his er 
wcirculatory system with a 
cleansing solution. 
The procedure was per­ 
formed at Wilford Hall Air 
Force Medical Center in San 
Antonio March 31 under a sur­ 
gical team headed by Dr. (Col.) 
Gerald Klebanoff. Klebanoff de­ 
scribed the total exchange of 
blood as a “ last ditch” effort to 
save the sergeant’s life. 
In the procedure he used, all 
the blood is removed and re­ 
placed by a saline solution 
which washes the blood vessels 
clean after eight to 10 minutes 
in what Klebanoff called “sus­ 
pended animation” —without 
any blood and with the heart 
stopped completely. 
Olson had lapsed into a deep 
hepatitis-induced coma several 
days prior to the operation. He 
underwent the operation on 
Good Friday and on Easter 
Sunday he was awake and rela­ 
tively clearheaded. 
“ I recognized my mother and 
father and I sang a couple of 
hymns,” he said. 
Dr. David Langdon, chief of 
the gastro-enterology section at 
the medical center, said the 
procedure used on Olson was 
applicable in cases of “dire 
liver coma of a great variety of 
cases.” 
“ We have not cured the liver 
disease,” he cautioned. “ We 
have only given a patient a

Brandt Says Pacts 
Hold Wall's Future 


BERLIN (UPI)—West Ger­ 
man Chancellor Willy Brandt, 
seeking public support for his 
threatened regime, told an esti­ 
mated 50,000 persons at a rally 
today that if his nonaggression 
pacts with Russia and Poland 
are not ratified, East Germany 
would dose the Berlin Wall 
again. 
“ There is an inseparable con­ 
nection between the pacts and 
Berlin,” Brandt told the crowd 


outside City Hall. “ You cannot 
have the one without the other. 
The Bundestag (Parliament) 
will have to consider this in all 
seriousness. No one will be able 
to ignore the connection.” 


The East Germans have al­ 
ready said they will lessen re­ 
strictions on traffic between the 
divided Berlins but warned 
such a move would be contin­ 
gent on ratification of the 1970 
accords.

The chancellor ran into more 
trouble Friday when he lost a 
crucial vote in Parliament on 
the proposed budget for his own 
office. Brandt went to the peo­ 
ple today in the first of a series 
of May Day weekend appear­ 
ances to muster support for his 
troubled government. 


At a news conference in Ber­ 
lin today, both Brandt and For­ 
eign Minister Walter Scheel ex­ 
pressed confidence the pacts 
would be ratified. They said 
they saw prospects of the op­ 
position breaking party ranks 
and voting with the coalition. 


The 58-year-old chancellor al­ 
so planned 
an appearance 
in the heavily populated Ruhr 
industrial area tomorrow and 
another on Monday, Europe’s 
May Day holiday.

island. I his is considerably larger than the 188 86 8 
squ are feet in the Sears store on Geary Street in 
San francisco. 
The Geary store has 740 parking spaces to 700 
for Northgate Sears. Howev er, this is not a fair 
com parison, Holland ex plained, becau se the 
Northgate Shopping Center will hav e a total of 
3,023 stalls inclu ding the Sears area. Total parking 
capacity is therefore mu ch bigger than at the 
Geary Street store. 
Unlike most of the other Sears stores, which 
hav e flat walls and the squ are look, the Northgate 
Sears bu ilding has been designed with angled 
walls and indentations to break u p the massiv e 
brick wall with ceramic tile trim. The roof will be 
of concrete tile. 
The main bu ilding will hav e two stories and a 
basement. To the east (near Los Ranchitos Road) 
will be the au tomotiv e center and the gasoline 
island. To the west will be another bu ilding for 
seasonal sales of items like garden and nu rsery 
su pplies. 
M and T Inc., of San Francisco, owners of the 
45-acre Northgate Shopping Center, leased the last 
10 acres at the sou th end of the Mall to Sears 
Roebu ck. Sears is pu tting u p its own bu ildings. 
General contractor is Williams and Bu rrows of 
Belmont, and the architects are Parkin Archi­ 
tects, Engineers, and Planners of Los Angeles. 
Project engineers are Simpson, Stratta and Asso­ 
ciates of San Francisco. Constru ction, which 
started last Ju ne, is on schedu le and is abou t 70 
per cent complete. 
Sears' first retail ou tlet into Marin Cou nty is 
ex pected to draw other sm aller retail shops into 
The Mall at Northgate. In the past few months, 
abou t ten new shops hav e leased space in two new 
bu ildings that are u nder constru ction between the 
Sears bu ildings and the form er City of Paris 
bu ilding. 
The Mall, which inclu des the Emporiu m, Roos- 
Atkins and abou t 40 other stores, has gross sales 
of abou t $20 million annu ally . This is ex pected to 
increase by at least another 50 per cent when 
Sears and the other stores open u p this fall.

One o f Jerry Jo hnso n’s friends to ld him la st 
y ea r tha t if he fell o ut o f a six th flo o r windo w his 
fa ll pro ba bly wo uld be cushio ned by $2 0 bills. 
“ Tha t’s ho w g o o d y o ur luck is,” sa id the friend 
a nd Jo hnso n chuckled. 
The No. 1 bullpen man of the 
Giants was a lucky fellow in 
several relief assignments last 
season, particularly on one 
balmy June night in Candle­ 
stick Park. Bob Barton belted 
one of Johnson’s fast balls for a 
ninth inning grand slam homer 
that established a 9-5 lead for 
the Padres over the Giants.

NEW YORK (U PI)—Stock 
prices retreated sharply for a 
variety of reasons on the New 
York Stock Exchange this 
week, although there was late 
bargain-hunting. 


Most indices showed a weak­ 
ening in the overall market 
position. 


The Dow Jones industrial av­ 
erage of 30 selected stocks fell 
9.63 to 954.17. Aside from a 
small gain Wednesday and a 
blue chip-paced advance of 8.20 
Friday, the Dow suffered losses 
as investors exhibited caution. 


Standard & Poor’s 500 stock 
index dropped 1.22 to 107.67 and 
the New York Stock Exchange 
common stock index closed 0.72 
lower at 60.00. 
With the initial impact of 
favorable first quarter earnings 
having worn off, analysts said 
overall news led to the decline. 
Stocks are overbought and ov­ 
erpriced and ready for a cor­ 
rection, many said. 
Perhaps the chief contribut­ 
ing factor in the selling spree 
was the record redemption of 
mutual funds for March, ana­ 
lysts said.

TOMORROW WILL SEE the 
op ening of y achting season. 
Each su ccessiv e op ening d ay 
brings forth more y achts on 
p arad e. 
Boat bu ild ing ind u stry statis­ 
tics ind icate that California is 
becoming a state of boat own­ 
ers. 
Tomorrow 
the 
sight of 
innu merable small craft on the 
bay will conv ey the same infor­ 
mation mu ch more forcefu lly 
than old statistics. 
Boating grows in p op u larity 
for a v ariety of reasons. Chief 
among them are the p rosp erity 
of ou r times and u rban and 
su bu rban congestion which lead 
many to seek solitu d e on the 
water. 
When safely and intelligently 
engaged in. boating is a healthy 
ou td oor recreational activ ity . 
In short, the growth in y acht­ 
ing is highly d esirable and 
shou ld be encou raged . 
THE BAY CONSERVATION 
and Dev leop ment Commission 
has p rop erly ad op ted regu la­ 
tions aimed at conserv ing and 
p rotecting ou r bay . Mu ch tid e- 
iand has been filled and bu ilt 
u p on 
as p op u lation d ensities 
hav e risen arou nd the p erime­ 
ter of the bay . Had not BCDC 
been formed , the rate of d isap ­ 
p earance of tid eland s was su re 
to hav e accelerated . The bay 
wou ld hav e shru nk before ou r 
ey es. 
BCDC regu lations p rop erly 
restrict and control the d u mp ­ 
ing of d red ged 
material on 
ad joining tid eland area. In one 
sense, this is p rop er. It p u ts the 
brakes 
on 
d ev elop ers 
who 
wou ld d red ge a few channels 
and 
u se the m ateria l thu s 
brou ght u p from the bottom to 
fill ad joining shallows so as to 
p rod u ce more u sable, saleable 
land . 
In another sense, howev er, 
d red ging restrictions 
p ose 
a 
threat. Many of ou r waterway s 
—like San Rafael Canal, Peta­ 
lu ma Riv er, Richard son Bay — 
re q u ire p eriod ic d red ging if 
they are not to fill themselv es 
with silt carried in by tribu tary 
streams in the rainy season. 
Ev en in a bod y as broad as 
San Pablo Bay , constant d red g­ 
ing is necessary to keep the 
ship channel op en as Sacra­ 
mento and San Joaq u in Riv er 
silt along with bottom mu d and 
sand swep t by tid al cu rrents 
continu ally raise the bottom. 
Su p p orters of ov erly strict 
BCDC regu lations are fond of 


d isp lay ing map s showing the 
shru nken p erimeter of the bay 
tod ay comp ared with 100 y ears 
ago. They erroneou sly attribu te 
a ll the shrink to the works of 
man. 
If man had not y et arriv ed 
here, the bay wou ld be measu r­ 
ably smaller tod ay than 100 
y ears ago, from natu ral ero­ 
sion. 
IF WE TRULY WISH to sav e 
the bay , then, we mu st act also 
against certain natu ral forces, 
inclu d ing silting and shoaling. 
We must permit the dredg ing 
necessa ry to sa v e a nd pro tect 
o ur ex isting wa terwa y s. 
Until recently , d red gers were 
encou raged to carry sp oil m a­ 
terial to some remote, d eep 
area of the bay or Gold en Gate 
ocean ap p roach and d u mp it 
beneath the wav es. 
Comes now the Regional Wa­ 
ter Qu ality Control Board with 
strict new p rohibitions on su ch 
d u mp ing of d red ged material, 
esp ecially that tained by heav y 
metals or strong chemicals, as 
some bay bottom mu d is. 
Su ch regu lations may be p ro­ 
p er in some circu mstances. 
Howev er, Army Corp s of En­ 
gineers officers — charged with 
the resp onsibility for maintain­ 
ing nav igability of ou r water­ 
way s — hav e testified , along 
with recreational boating rep ­ 
resentativ es, that the new regu ­ 
lations will m ake d red ging 
costs p rohibitiv e. Dred ged sp oil 
mu st be hau led a great d is­ 
tance ou t to sea or a great 
d istance ov erland to su itable 
d u mp areas. 
The pra ctica l result o f BCDC 
restrictio ns plus Wa ter Qua lity 
Co ntro l restrictio ns ha s been to 
ma ke it well nig h impo ssible to 
co ntinue necessa ry m a inte­ 
na nce dredg ing . Sa n Ra fa el 
Ca na l is a lrea dy feeling the 
pinch, a s is do wnto wn Peta lu­ 
ma 's turning ba sin, which is so 
sho a led a s to disco ura g e v isits 
by y a chtsmen. 
If we are to av oid what the 
old say ing d escribed as “ throw- 
ing ou t the baby with the bath 
water." 
d red ging restrictions 
by both BCDC and the Water 
Qu ality Control Board mu st be 
mad e v iable. 
As p r e s e n t l y c o ns ti t u t e d 
those restrictions p ose a threat 
to the continu ed ex istence of 
ou r bay as we know it.

20th Centu ry means to rid u s of 
ou r mod ern mess.

Commission has attacked the ad v ertising 
claims of the nation’s lead ing nonp res­ 
crip tion p ainkillers. In a strongly word ed 
comp laint, the FTC accu sed the m ajor 
d ru g comp anies of making mislead ing 
and false claims abou t the effectiv eness 
of their p rod u cts. The main thru st of the 
comp laint is that while most of the 
p ainkillers work, the d ru g comp anies, 
throu gh ad v ertising, giv e the false im­ 
p ression 
that 
there is a “ significant 
d ifference between the p rod u cts.” 


My friend , Prof. Heinrich Ap p lebau m, 
believ es that the FTC has gone too far. 
While he is an ad v ocate of tru th in 
ad v ertising, 
he feels 
the gov ernment 
cou ld d o more d am age than good by 
making the d ru g comp anies go honest. 


•WHAT THEY HAVE NOT taken into 
consid eration is the p sy chological effect 
that p ainkilling ad v ertising can hav e on a 
head ache," Ap p lebau m told me in his 
Head ache Research Laboratory located 
at the end of the ru nway at National 
Airp ort. 


“ In my stu d ies, I hav e d iscov ered that 
p eop le are d ep end ent on ou trageo u s 
claim s for p ainkillers to rid themselv es 
of head aches. Let me show y ou .’’ Ap p le­ 
bau m took two v olu nteers and mad e 
them stand nex t to a p lane taking off. 


“ This is the fastest way we hav e of 
giv ing p eop le head aches.” he ex p lained . 
After the p lane took off. he said to one 
v olu nteer who was hold ing his head . “ I 
am going to giv e y ou two asp irin.” To the 
other v olu nteer he said . “ I’m going to 
giv e two Bu fferin which reliev es p ain 
‘twice as fast as asp irin.’ Now tell me 
when y ou r head ache is gone.” 
The p erson who took the Bu fferin said 
in three m inu tes, “ My head ache is 
gone.” The p erson who took the asp irin 
waited six minu tes and then said , “ My 
head ache is gone.” 


“ YOU S E E ,” A p lebau m beam ed . 
“ The p sy chological factor worked !” 
“ Bu t how can y ou be su re?” I asked . 
“ Becau se the p erson who thou ght he 
had taken the Bu fferin really took asp i­ 
rin. And the p erson who believ ed he had 
taken asp irin was really on Bu fferin.” 
“ You ’re a sneaky gu y . p rofessor,” I 
said with great ad m iration. 
“ Now. watch this ex p erim ent.” The 
p ro fesso r took a scho o lteacher and 
p laced her on a school bu s with 45 
gram m ar school child ren. Her face be­ 
cam e strained and irritable and she 
started to scream at the child ren. 
“ I d on’t know w hat’s wrong with m e,” 
she cried . 
Dav id Janssen, the actor, got on the 
bu s and gav e her two Ex ced rin tablets

and a glass of water. “ A hosp ital stu d y .” 
Janssen told the teacher, “ has rev ealed 
that it takes more than twice as many 
asp irin tablets to giv e the sam e p ain 
relief as two Ex ced rin.” 
In ju st two minu tes the teacher was 
smiling and climbing all ov er the school 
bu s seats and shou ting. “ I hop e this trip 
nev er comes to an end !” 
“ F antastic!” I ex claimed . 


“NOW. I’LL SHOW y ou another ex p eri­ 
m ent.’’ Ap p lebau m had two of his lab 
assistants wheel a p iano onto the ru nway . 
He then brou ght ov er a p ianist whose 
fingers were wracked with arthritis. The 
p ianist cou ld not p lay a note. A man in a 
white coat came ou t and said : “ Anacin 
starts reliev ing p ain 22 second s after it 
enters y ou r blood stream. That is why 
more d octors recommend Anacin than 
any other p ain reliev er.” He gav e the 
p ianist two Anacin and a stop watch. 
Ex actly 22 second s later the p ianist 
started to hit the key s of the p iano and 
p lay ed a Chop in sonata like it had nev er 
been p lay ed before. 
P ro fesso r A p p lebau m said . “ If he 
hand ’t known how long Anacin wou ld - 
take to work, that m an cou ld be sitting 
on his p iano stool for the rest of the d ay 
wracked with p ain.” 
“ You ’v e p rov ed that p sy chology cer­ 
tainly p lay s its role, p rofessor.” I said . 
“ As far as I’m concerned , ad v ertising 
is the most im p ortant ingred ient in a 
p ainkiller. In the p ast, the only thing that 
sav ed the p eop le in this cou ntry was the 
knowled ge that no m atter how bad things 
got. they cou ld alway s go d own to the 
d ru gstore and get fast, fast relief.’ Now 
the gov ernment ev en wants to take the 
fu n ou t of hav ing a head ache."

Does Violence On Screen Add 
To Violence In The Streets? 


WASHINGTON — The story of the 
m u rd er of the Mafia figu re, Joe Gallo, 
was carried on the front p ages of p racti­ 
cally ev ery newsp ap er in Italy . Althou gh 
Italy is in the mid d le of an election 
camp aign in which v iolence is p lay ing a 
p art, the gang slau ghter in fu ll v iew of a 
d ozen or more witnesses in a New York 
restau rant was consid ered su fficiently 
im p ortant to rep lace p olitics. 
This has a wry twist, since the Mafia is 
a transp lant from its home base in Sicily , 
where in sp ite of stern m easu res by the 
gov ernment in Rome it continu es with an 
u nd ergrou nd au tonomy . As thou gh to 
riv al the mov ie, “ The God father," the 
Mafia families are on a killing kick that 
leav es the p olice mu lling ov er clu es 
lead ing nowhere. 
One of the biggest commercial su ccess­ 
es in recent y ears and almost u niv ersally 
p raised by the critics, “ The God father” 
sp ills more blood and gore than a Viet­ 
nam battle scene. Block-long lines wait 
for ad mission. One can only sp ecu late on 
what au d iences take away from what is 
alm o st a d o cu m entary of organized 
crime intersp ersed with the p itifu l social 
p retensions of the wealthy Mafioso. 


THE VIOLENCE in mov ies and on 
telev ision has become so p erv asiv e as to 
raise a seriou s q u estion abou t cau se and 
effect. Does the rising crime rate, p artic­ 
u larly among ju v eniles, reflect what is 
seen on almost ev ery screen? A mov ie 
su ch as “ A Clockwork Orange.” with its 
rap es, 
stomp ings and m u rd ers, is a 
celebration of v iolence and a grim tore- 
cast of a time when all v alu es hav e been 
erod e away . 
Sop histicated 
v iewers see in a “ A 
Clockwork Orange” an ex amp le of Stan­ 
ley Ku brick’s cinematograp hic skill. Bu t 
the mass au d iences in the big theaters 
hav e no su ch sop histication; they see 
m u rd er and rap e treated with a hu mor­ 
ou s casu alness d rained of all hu man 
comp assion. The westerns on TV and in 
the mov ies often treat killing with the 
sam e casu alness as the good gu y s wip e 
ou t the bad gu y s. 
This d rew seriou s stu d y in rep ort by a 
commission ap p ointed by Su rgeon Gen. 
Jesse L. Steinfeld on the ex tent of TV 
v iolence and its effect on child ren. The 
rep o rt stirre d im m ed iate controv ersy 
with the charge that it was load ed to 
shield the TV networks. Ex p ressed in the 


jargon of the social sciences, the conclu ­ 
sion was that only some child ren alread y 
“ p red isp osed ” to v iolence were likely to 
be influ enced by the v iolence they wit­ 
nessed . Bu t in testify ing before Sen. John 
Pastu re’s su bcommittee on commu nica­ 
tions, Dr. Steinfeld said that the research 
showed “ a significant nu mber . . . of 
child ren can be ad v ersely affected and , 
therefore, it req u ires that we d o some­ 
thing.” 
“We are talking abou t v iolence for the 
sake of v iolence,” Senator Pastore said 
in q u estioning Dr. Steinfeld . “ v iolence in 
ord er to get more ad v ertising, v iolence in 
ord er to get more v iewers. There is one 
significant statem ent in the rep ort — that 
ap p arently the v iolence increases accord ­ 
ing to the rating, which is a v ery 
significant thing, too. So. if we are 
getting v iolence for the sake of p rofit, 
greed , that is something that shou ld be 
entirely elim inated .” 


THE REPORT ALSO d ev elop ed that 
v iolence is often u sed to hold au d iences 
throu gh the commercials. The gu n is 
p ointed ju st as the commercial is to go 
on. The v iewers wait on ed ge throu gh the 
sell to see who gets killed . 
With the hearings comp leted , the Pas­ 
tore committee laid d own instru ctions for 
a v iolence m easu rem ent. The su rgeon 
general, the Dep artm ent of Health, Ed u ­ 
cation and 
Welfare and the Fed eral 
Commu nications Commission were in­ 
stru cted 
to come u p with stand ard s 
whereby ap p reciable d ifferences in the 
v olu me of v iolence can be d etermined 
from y ear to y ear. This is consid ered 
esp ecially imp ortant for child ren’s p ro­ 
gram s, since in most of the cartoon 
seq u ences ev ery bod y gets zap p ed ev ery 
other minu te. Consid eration is also to be 
giv en to the content of the commercials. 
The theory is that with a v iolence 
m easu rem ent the networks can be moni­ 
tored and there will be no q u estion of 
censorship or infringement of the right to 
p u blish and show. A recent rep ort told of 
the marked increase in crim es of v io­ 
lence committed by y ou ng girls. Parents’ 
grou p s throu ghou t the cou ntry are in­ 
creasingly concerned ov er the cau se-and - 
effect relationship between v iolence on 
the screen and v iolence in the streets and 
on the p lay grou nd s. It is a warning that 
censorship will come nex t if v olu ntary 
restraints are not ap p lied .

The trou ble abou t the whole ITT case is 
that it’s so hard to be su re of the 
p rop ortions. 


ON THE ONE HAND there is nothing 
new abou t a big bu siness interest or 
corp oration taking its case for sp ecial 
treatm ent to the White Hou se and comin- 
gaway with what it wants. This has been 
going on in Washington since the d ay s of 
Alex and er Hamilton. It hap p ens in ev ery 
ad m inistration. 
The biggest single activ ity in Washing­ 
ton is try ing to influ ence gov ernment to 
one’s own ad v antage. The city is jam m ed 
with lawy ers and p u blic relations artists 
whose liv elihood is mad e from help ing 
p eop le who liv e and work elsewhere to 
get something from Washington.

The label u su ally p u t on su ch activ ities 
i> “ lobby ing.” The word is freq u ently 
u sed p ejorativ ely . It need not hav e an 
u nsav ory imp lication. After all, the p u r­ 
p ose of gov ernment is to help the ind iv id ­ 
u al citizen in his “p u rsu it of hap p iness.” 
A corp oration, ev en if v ery big, is still a 
legal p erson. It is not inherently imm oral 
(althou gh some of its actions can be). 
There is nothing necessarily imp rop er 
abou t the search for fav ors in Washing­ 
ton. Yet sometimes imp rop er things are 
d one in that search. 


THE QUESTION alway s was and still 
is to be d rawn between the p rop er and 
the imp rop er. 


Take the case, for ex amp le, of the so- 
called “highway lobby .” It consists of 
enterp rises interested in selling au tomo­ 
biles. tru cks, gasoline, tires, concrete 
and highway steel; all the p eop le who 
make money ou t of a p roliferation of 
highway s and the u se thereof. They d o 
not make as mu ch money ou t of bu ild ing 
railway lines either on the su rface or 
u nd ergrou nd . 


The “highway lobby ” has d one ev ery ­ 
thing in its p ower for y ears to block the 
bu ild ing of an u nd ergrou nd rap id transit 
sy stem for Washington. It d elay ed that 
sy stem by a q u arter of a centu ry . It 
cu rrently is waging a d efensiv e action to 
try to p rev ent the fu nd s bu ilt u p from 
gasoline tax es being u sed for other than 
highway bu ild ing. 


This is self-interest lobby ing. Those 
who engage in it argu e that their welfare 
is in the general p u blic interest. Some­ 
times it p robably is, bu t not as often as 
the lobby ists for some sp ecial cau se like 
to contend . We su sp ect that d u e to the 
“ highway lobby ” the bu ild ing of high­ 
way s in the United States has enjoy ed a 
higher p riority than serv es the general 
interest. 


WHERE THE WHOLE bu siness gets 
ou t of line is when too mu ch is p aid for 
something of d u biou s v alu e to the p u blic 
interest. 


Was it in the p u blic interest for ITT to 
be let ou t of an antitru st su it0 We d on’t 
know becau se the case nev er came to 
trial for a test. 


Was there a consciou s connection be­ 
tween that loop hole for ITT and the fu nd s 
granted , and more p romised , for p u tting 
the Rep u blican conv ention into San Die­ 
go? We d on’t know. The circu m stances 
are highly su sp iciou s, bu t the ev id ence is 
not d ecisiv e. 
The trou ble with the whole thing is tha t 
it looks bad . It looks like Rep u blicans are 
being too consid erate of corp orate inter­ 
ests of d u biou s v alu e to the p u blic 
welfare. 
The whole thing leav es u s with a wish 
that somehow cou ld and finance them ­ 
selv es withou t being q u ita so d ep end ent 
on big money from big corp orations, ju st 
as we wish Democrats cou ld get along 
withou t q u ite so mu ch big money from 
big labor u nions. 
The ITT case is not p rov ably (y et) o ne 
of selling big fav ors for big money . But it 
leav es an u np leasant taste in the mou th 
and is too u ncomfortably rem iniscent o f 
how things were d one in the d ay s o f 
W arren Hard ing.

WARSAW — On e o f Po lan d's b est- 
kn o wn Co mmu n ist “lib erals” o p en s the 
do o r o f his o ffice to esco rt u s to the lift. 
He has ju st b een elected to Parliam en t. 
Fo u r in telligen t lo o k in g y o u n gsters are 
waitin g fo r him. On e, a p retty b lo n de 
girl, thro ws an arm aro u n d his sho u lders 
an d k isses him o n the cheek . 
“ Ko n gratu lacije!” she ex claims w arm ­ 
ly , an d the b o y s b eam ap p ro v al an d 
shak e his han d. 
He lo o k s v ery p leased. 
As a can didate o f the Natio n al Un ity 
Fro n t — which mak es all the n o min a­ 
tio n s, leav in g the v o ters n o altern ativ e 
cho ices —■ he wo u ld hav e b een elected 
whatev er. 
Bu t he had b een listed third o f the 
three can didates o n the b allo t. Yet he, 
the y o u n gest, mo st lib eral min ded o n e, 
gain ed a b igger v o te than his two co l­ 
leagu es. To his y o u n g frien ds, this is a 
m atter fo r w arm co n gratu latio n s. 
So methin g sim ilar has hap p en ed in 
man y o ther Po lish co n stitu en cies. 


WE ENTER a can dle-lit restau ran t 
p o p u lar with y o u n g p eo p le. It is v ery fu ll, 
an d we mu st share a tab le. 
At o n e, a b earded y o u th an d his girl 
are sin gin g so ftly to tap ed mu sic fro m 
the b ar. “ May we sit do wn ?” we ask , an d 
they assen t. The b o y ask s, “ Do y o u min d 
if we go o n sin gin g?” 
We n o tice that the co u p le — lik e the 
o thers aro u n d — is sip p in g o n ly glasses 
o f light win e o r Western so ft drin k s. Mo st 
East Eu ro p ean regim es n o w hav e allo ­ 
cated co n siderab le hard cu rren cy fo r 
in v estmen t in so ft drin k p ro du ctio n in 
their effo rts to check y o u thfu l u se o f hard 
liq u o r. 
It was n o t lik e that in the last fru strat­ 
ed y ears o f the u n imagin ativ e regime the 
Po les threw o u t in Decemb er, 197 0. 
Alco ho lism is still an acu te Po lish 
p ro b lem. (Visitin g scho o ls an d lo cal halls 
that were u sed as p o llin g statio n s, o n e 
saw that each an d ev ery o n e has p icto rial 
disp lay s p o in tin g o u t the ev ils o f alco ho l 
an d dam age to p erso n ality .) 


BUT WHEN MAKING a ro u n d o f so me 
o f their fav o rite n ight sp o ts here, o n e 
gets an imp ressio n that amo n g y o u th, at 
least, the camp aign , co mb in ed with less 
fru stratin g p o litical co n ditio n s, has b egu n 
to b rin g ab o u t a chan ge o f hab it. 
'There is a stro n g ap p eal to y o u th — all, 


rem em b er b o m sin ce the last w ar — in 
the n ew regim e's p ro gram. Yo u th p o sters 
p ro claim: “Yo u are a citizen o f Po lan d, 
mak e go o d u se o f y o u r rights!”

A W'arsaw edito r who has b een lectu r­ 
in g stu den t gro u p s ab o u t ratificatio n o f

o u tlo o k fo r East-West deten te say s: “ In ­ 
v ariab ly so me y o u n g p erso n ask s if 
deten te will mean the b u ildin g o f p an - 
Eu ro p ean highway s” in clu din g Po lan d. 


Wider ho rizo n s. Freedo m o f trav el. 
These are a y o u n ger gen eratio n 's p rio ri­ 
ties. 
Already they hav e had their ho p es 
b o o sted b y the b egin n in g o f p assp o rt — 
an d v isa-free trav el — with ju st their 
ev ery day iden tity card — in mo st o f 
Eastern Eu ro p e, an d b y the “ o p en fro n ­ 
tier” b etween East German y an d Po lan d 
in stitu ted last Jan . 1. 
Nearly two millio n Po les an d E ast 
German s hav e sin ce av ailed them ­ 
selv es o f this o p p o rtu n ity o f “ in stan t” 
sho p ffin g trip s an d p leasu re jau n ts at 
will. 


“BEFORE,” SAYS a ho u sewife, “if I 
n eeded a do zen thin gs I wo u ld hav e to go 
to as man y sho p s.

Remo v al o f fru stratio n s lik e this ho u se­ 
wife's hav e do n e as mu ch as an y thin g to 
b rin g ab o u t the immen se chan ge o f 
atmo sp here v isib le to this writer after 
three y ears’ ab sen ce fro m Po lan d. 
Chan ge, ho wev er, is n o t o n ly in higher 
wages, o r stab ilized eco n o my , an d fin e 
n ew self-serv ice sto res. Or the v irtu al 
ab o litio n o f the waitin g list fo r cars, with 
the Po lish Fiat n o w ro llin g o ff the assem ­ 
b ly lin e — an o ther 5 0,000 this y ear — an d 
av ailab le fo r cash with immediate deliv ­ 
ery .

That is 
a go o d thin g. Thro u gho u t o u r histo ry we 
Po les hav e so o ften b een u n real, o v erly 
ro man tic. 


“ What we hav e n o w is a mo re so lidly 
fo u n ded mo v emen t, o n e that sees the 
p o ssib ilities b u t reco gn izes also the reali­ 
ties.” 


No o n e, then , is wildly o p timistic. 
Man y are sk ep tical still. Bu t there are 
also widesp read sign s o f a n ew sp irit in 
p lace o f the b lan k desp air an d alien atio n 
that grip p ed Po lan d thro u gh the 1960s. 


“ REFORM” is n o t fo rseen as sweep ­ 
in g, radical chan ges. The m ajo r chan ge 
is q u alitativ e, an d the regim e’s ajo r 
achiev emen t is a resto ratio n o f cmmu n i- 
catio n b etween go v ern men t an d p eo p le. 


In p arty leader Edward Gierek ’s lan ­ 
gu age this mean s rem o v al o f the “p ain fu l 
disp ro p o rtio n s” o f the p rev io u s decade: a 
“ gro wth o f tru st b etween ru lers an d 
ru led” ; an d the resto ratio n o f “ w o rk ers’ 
rights.” 
In co n crete term s it mean s wage in cen ­ 
tiv es, in clu din g a b etter b o n u s sy stem 
already y ieldin g resu lts in b etter p ro du c­ 
tio n , an d a reco rd ho u sin g driv e, n o t o n ly 
fo r 160,000 n ew ho mes this y ear an d a 
millio n b y 197 5, b u t also fo r mo re p er 
cap ita liv in g sp ace an d mo re co n cern fo r 
go o d b u ildin g an d in terio r co n v en ien ce as 
well.

The co n su mer o mb u dsman o r KO fu n c­ 
tio n s u n der the 1971 Un fair Co mp etitio n 
Act an d his main activ ity is to gu ard 
again st false o r misleadin g adv ertisin g in 
an y mediu m. 
In o n e o f the first cases, the KO mo v ed 
again st a co mp an y which, in an ad, 
sho wed a glass fu ll o f o ran ge ju ice p laced 
b etween a sp lit o ran ge. The ju ice was 
co mp letely sy n thetic in co n ten t. The o m­ 
b u dsman to o k the co mp an y to M ark et 
Co u rt, estab lished to b ack u p the KO, an d 
it ru led the ad misleadin g. The co mp an y 
withdrew it. 


ACCORDING TO Sv en Heu rgren , who 
is the co n su mer o mb u dsman , this is a 
p ertin en t ex amp le o f what his o ffice is 
su p p o sed to do . 
“ Tru th in adv e.disin g is v ery mu ch 
so ciety s b u sin ess,*’ he said in an in ter­ 
v iew, “ an d we are p ro tectin g the co n ­ 
su m er.” 
By callin g, the 4 0-y ear-o ld, fair-haired

VALLEJO (UPI) — The “ fightin gest 
ship ’’ o f Wo rld W ar II sits idle in a lo n g 
lin e o f mo thb alled v essels, her deck s 
littered with ru sty p ain t chip s as she 
awaits her fate. 
Fo r the U.S.A. O'Bran n o n , ho lder o f 20 
b attle stars, it lo o ks lik e the scrap heap . 
The O'Ban n o n , du b b ed the “fightin gest 
ship ” b y the Nav y itself, is o n e o f 4 0 
in activ e v essels at the Mare Islan d Nav al 
Ship y ard n o rth o f San Fran cisco . An o ther 
4 2 ship s are lo cated two ho u rs driv e 
away at the su b o rdin ate in activ e fleet at 
Sto ck to n . 
There are o ther famo u s n am es amo n g 
the v essels, su ch as the su b m arin e Pam- 
p an ito an d the gu ided missile heav y 
cru iser Can b erra, b u t few Wo rld War II 
ship s still aflo at b o ast histo ries eq u allin g 
the little 37 6 fo o t destro y er O'Ban n o n , 
who se men n ick n amed her “ Fightin g 
Irish.” 
Lt. Jo hn Bry an , 4 1, ex ecu tiv e o fficer in 
charge o f the v essels at the two facilities, 
say s in May he will rep o rt to the Nav y 
that the O’Ban n o n can b e p u t u p fo r sale 
as scrap . 


BRYAN, WHOSE o ffice o v erlo o k s the 
su b m arin e Bashaw, o n which he o n ce 
serv ed as en gin eerin g o fficer, said men 
who serv ed o n the ship s o ften co me with 
their families to sho w them the v essels. 
“ We hav e to warn them that the ship s 
are n o t in the same co n ditio n they were 
when they were last ab o ard.’’ he said. 


So me o f the ship s are b ein g strip p ed o f 
an y thin g u sefu l, b u t o thers, su ch as the 
destro y er Sco tt, are what the lay man 
calls “ m o thb alled.” 


“So me o f these ship s co u ld b e ready in 
v ery little tim e if the Nav y n eeded 
them, Bry an said. “Dry air is circu lated 
thro u gh them all the time. This k eep s the 
m achin ery an d electrical gear in the 
sam e shap e as when the air co n ditio n in g 
sy stem was p u t in .” 


HE SAID IT u su ally tak es ab o u t 60 
day s to “ get a ship co mp letely dry an d 
seal u p the leak s.” 


The O'Ban n o n has n o n e o f the eleb o rate 
sealin g co co o n s that m ark the p reserv ed 
“ dry air” ship s. 


“ I thin k it is a shame to see all this 
histo ry ju st ro ttin g aw ay ,” said Pat 
Smith o f Seattle, a p etty o fficer third 
class who so m etim es tak es v isito rs 
thro u gh the ship s. “ I gu ess I’v e tak en 12 
men thro u gh the O’Ban n o n last y ear. 
Mo st o f them are really sho ck ed.” 
The O'Ban n o n ’s wheel, b ell an d b attle 
rib b o n s that o n ce were attached to her 
b ridge all hav e b een sen t to Washin gto n 
fo r sto rage. There’s little to sho w she 
was the ship o f which Adm. William F. 
Halsey said: 
“ The histo ry o f the Pacific w ar can 
n ev er b e written witho u t tellin g the sto ry 
o f the U.S.S. O’Ban n o n .” 


A TABLE IN the ro o m where the 


o fficer o f the day sto o d du ty still carries 
the sham ro ck sy mb o l o f the O’Ban n o n , 
an d her mo tto , “Seco n d to No n e,” is 
emb lazo n ed o n her fu n n el co v ers. Other­ 
wise she has b een p ick ed clean . 


The O’Ban n o n , n amed after a Marin e 
hero o f the war with the Trip o li p irates, 
has a lo n g list o f sin k in gs to her credit. 
Her fin est ho u r cam e du rin g the b attle o f 
Gu adalcan al when she to o k o n the Jap a­ 
n ese b attleship Hiy ei in the stru ggle to 
p rev en t fresh en em y rein fo rcem en ts 
fro m lan din g to fight em b attled U.S. 
Marin es. 
The destro y er go t so clo se to her hu ge 
fo e that the Jap an ese v essel was u n ab le 
to dep ress her gu n s en o u gh to hit the 
American . The O'Ban n o n fired away as 
14 -in ch shells p assed harmlessly o v er her 
crewm en 's heads. 
In the midst o f the fight the Jap an ese 
heav y weight su dden ly was en v elo p ed in a 
sheet o f in can descen t flame.

This time it 
was the O’Ban n o n who co u ldn ’t dep ress 
her gu n at su ch clo se ran ge, an d the 
American sailo rs were u n armed.

How A Ì 02-Year Old Church Maintains Its Vitality

SAN DIEGO - How can a 
big-city, downtown church with 
3,500 members continue strong 
and on the move in these days 
of denominational decline? 


The 
First 
Presbyterian 
Church of San Diego has every 
outward reason to be otherwise. 
It is 102-years-old. 
The 
city 
around 
it 
has 
changed from horse-and-buggy 
streets to swirling freewnys, 
crowded parking lots, and a 
mixture of bypassed small busi­ 
nesses and diehard old houses. 
Why wasn’t First Church demo­ 
lished long ago to make way for 
“ progress” ? 
Unlike 
most 
old, 
city 
churches, First Presbyterian of 


San Diego is alive and dynam­ 
ic. Exciting things are happen­ 
ing here. One visit with the 
people, and a few minutes with 
their pastor, the Rev. Robert 
Hall Mayo, shows you why. 
Although the sanctuary seats 
1,600 and three worship serv­ 
ices are held each Sunday, 
large continuing membership is 
not counted a measure of suc­ 
cess; it is a result of something 
good 
The real power in this congre­ 
gation comes from their Christ- 
centered attitude and approach 
to each other, to the local 
community, and to the world. 
The 
congregation 
and 
community are ministered to 
by nine pastors, 45 elders and 
trustees, 28 deacons and 54 
deaconesses. While their faith 


is firmly rooted in the Scrip­ 
tures. it is evident that their 
eyes and hearts are open to the 
rest of the human race. 
“ The God of heaven, he will 
prosper us; therefore we his 
servants will arise and build” 
(Neh. 2:20). This verse could be 
First Presbyterian’s motto; 
while they are building, it is 
evident tpat God is prospenng. 
Westminster Manor, a long- 
range project to provide hous­ 
ing for the elderly was complet­ 
ed last year. 
The 16-story, 158-apartment 
building across the street from 
the church is now home for 105 
single women, 16 single men 
and 34 couples who can attend 
Golden Hours, Family Night 
events and other church serv­ 
ices and meetings. 


Rancho Del Cielo (Sky Ranch) 
is a 440-acre retreat center in 
the mountains where all in the 
church can “ go forth under the 
open sky and list to nature's 
teachings.” A permanent loca­ 
tion for retreats and outings, it 
also is another church-owned 
building project. Many of the 
facilities have been built by 
members of the congregation. 


Christian Education in 1971 
was marked 
by consistent 
growth in Sunday school attend­ 
ance, plus keen interest in new 
ideas. In a month-long “ Focus 
on Family” program, a “ Fami­ 
ly Experiment” program and a 
family retreat, adults studied 
and struggled with issues in­ 
volving the Christian home. 


A June Family Daily Vaca­ 


tion Bible School surpassed all 
attendance expectations. Jun­ 
iors held their own worship 
services regularly in a large 
chapel. Twelve hundred young 
people participated in a “ Street 
Christian Music” meeting con­ 
ducted by Larry Normen, a 
member of the United Presby­ 
terian Liberation Front. He 
sang his owm song, “ Wait ‘Til It 
Happens to You” at last year’s 
General Assembly. Twenty- 
three hundred jammed the 
sanctuary to hear Nicky Cruz, 
former New York gang mem­ 
ber turned crusade evangelist, 
after which 130 committed their 
lives to Christ/ 
Denny Rydberg, Christian 
Education Youth Minister, was 
leader of the Jesus People 
evangelistic thrust at the 183rd 


General Assembly. This faith is 
placed in the integrity and hon­ 
esty of our fellowman. 


But what has happened to our 
faith in our all-sufficient God? 
On a Sunday evening three 
years ago, we received a call 
from the dean of the college in 
which our son, David, was a 
student. He told us that David 
had been killed that afternoon 
in a rock climbing accident on 
Mt. Cannon in New Hampshire. 


We were stunned. Shock gave 
way to feelings of terrible hurt 
and the heartbreaking realiza­ 
tion that we would never see 
David again on this earth. 
Suddenly we w’ere face to 
face with the very big question: 
Would the faith in our Lord 
which we all professed prove 


too intangible and unseen to fill 
our desperate need? Would it 
be inadequate for this crisis? 
Would our only comfort come 
from our friends and family? 
In the face of overwhelming 
grief it is easy to see why so 
many young people, particular­ 
ly, are drawn into groups which 
claim outward manifestations 
and signs proving the power 
and reality of God. 


For many years First Church 
volunteers have staffed a large 
canteen for servicemen one 
Sunday each month. In 28 
years, 116,000 servicemen have 
committed their lives to Chirst 
after hearing gospel messages 
at this center.

At Christmas 
time a $100 bill was slipped 
under the church office door. 


“ Remarkable!” responded 
Dr. Mayo. “ God has prospered 
us. .And building on faith, we 
optimistically look to the fu­ 
ture.”

It 
is made of reinforced concrete 
and the dome will be covered 
with mosaic tiles. The design on 
the exterior star points is pre- 
Columbian. 
The National Spiritual As­ 
sembly of the Baha’is of Uie 
Republic of Panama is host for 
the dedication and conference. 
The Baha’i Faith is a world 
religion that originated in Per­ 
sia in 1844, and is presently 
established in over 317 coun­ 
tries and territories. 
The National Baha’i Center is 
in Wilmette, and the Baha’i 
World Center is located on 
Mount Carmel in the Holy 
Land.

Catholic Scholars 
Join Bible Group 


NEW YORK (UPD-Two Ro­ 
man Catholic scholars have be­ 
come the first of their faith to 
become members of the Joint 
Committee 
which 
sponsors 
“ The New English Bible” in 
Great Britain, says the Oxford 
University Press. 
They are Bishop B. C. Butler, 
auxiliary Bishop to the Cardinal 
Archbishop of Westminster and 
President of St. Edmund’s Col­ 
lege at Ware, and Father 
James Foley of St. Peter’s Col­ 
lege. Cardross. Bishop Butler 
represents the Catholic Church 
in England and Father Foley 
the Church in Scotland. Hither­ 
to, Catholics have been observ­ 
ers of the work of the “ New 
English Bible” translation but 
not full members of the com­ 
mittee. 


ST. LOUIS (LC) - The facul­ 
ty of Concordia Seminary here, 
firmly rejecting “ guidelines” 
for scriptural interpretation 
aid down by Dr. J.A.O. Preus, 
president of the 
Lutheran 
Church-Missouri Synod, has is­ 
sued a statement sharply criti­ 
cizing the church leader for not 
discussing his concerns with 
them. 


A statement which received 
“ virtually unanimous” approv­ 
al from the 48 faculty members 
declared that the guidelines are 
“ invalid both as an assessment 
and a solution of the presumed 
problems at the seminary.” 


The faculty declaration 
scored Dr. Preus for not “ shar­ 
ing his concerns with us,” and 
stated that “ for more than a 
year” the synod president de­ 
clined “ repeated invitations to 
meet with us about concerns we 
have had about his dealings 
with us.” 
“ We do not consider the posi­ 
tions rejected in President 
Preus’ statement to be descrip­ 
tive of our teaching,” the facul­ 
ty members said. 
. The synod president had pre­ 
pared a lengthy statement de­ 
fining principles for interpret­ 
ing scripture an distributed 
the statement throughout the 
2.8 million member denomina­ 
tion. Dr. Preus’ statement con­ 
tained a catalog of positions 
which he said synod doctrine 
“ rejected.” 
“ It is a gross injustice to us,” 
the faculty paper said,- “ to per­ 
mit anyone to infer that the 
faculty of this seminary holds 
the views rejected” in Dr. 
Preus’ document. 
Dr. Preus said he was “ deep­ 
ly disappointed” in the faculty 
response, and added that in 
raising “ procedural” questions, 
“ the faculty has once again 
evaded the basic theological ’ 
issue.” 
“ Perhaps there are so many 
varying viewpoints wdthin the 
faculty that the faculty is com­ 
pletely ineffective to address 
itself as a group to the theologi­ 
cal issues as I have requested,” 
the synod president stated. 
The issue of doctrinal ortho­ 
doxy at Concordia, the largest 
Lutheran seminary in the Unit­ 
ed States has been smoldering 
for several years. A fact-finding 
committee made an intensive 
investigation into teaching at 
the school, and has made its 
report to the synod president. 
Presumably, Dr. Preus’ state­ 
ment is based on the report of 
the fact-finding committee. 
That same report was given 
to the seminary’s board of con­ 
trol, and the faculty complained 
that President Preus “ should 
not have reported to the synod 
on a matter that is in the hanas 
of the seminary’s board of eon- 
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trol before presented a report 
to him.” 
The faculty statement said it 
feared that President Preus 
“ on his own initiative is now 
endeavoring to set up a stan­ 
dard for the Board of Control to 
follow.” 
Early this year, the synod 
president, the board, and semi­ 
nary president Dr. John Tietjen 
clashed over the rehiring of Dr. 
Arlis Ehlcn, a professor of Old 
Testament. Dr. Preus contend­ 
ed that the professor’s views 
were in conflict with synodical 
teaching and demanded that he 
be dropped from the faculty. 
The board, however, rehired 
Dr. Ehlen for one year, and Dr. 
Tietjen declined to obey a di­ 
rective from President Preus 
ordering him to see that Dr. 
Ehlen did not teach any classes 
in scripture. 
Dr. 
Preus then issued his 
“ guidelines” which call for a 
strictly literal interpretation of 
the Bible, and requested a fac­ 
ulty response. 
Besides asserting that the 
president’s “ guidelines” do not 
accurately reflect the teaching 
at the school, the faculty con­ 
tended that the synod’s presi­ 
dent's statement is unneces­ 
sary, the procedure he used in 
making it improper, and that 
the “ guidelines” make “ binding 
dogma out of mere theological 
opinion.” 
That last allegation may lead 
to further conflicts between Dr. 
Preus and the faculty, since the 
synod president contended that 
“ every sentence in these theses 
is derived directly from the 
Scriptures and the Lutheran 
Confessions.” 
The faculty statement disa­ 
greed, arguing that Dr. Preus’ 
declaration contains views on 
which neither Scripture nor the 
Lutheran Confessions have spo­ 
ken definitively. They also sug­ 
gested that Dr. Preus was una­ 
ble to provide a biblical or 
confessional basis for some as­ 
sertions in his “ guidelines.” 
At the close of their state­ 
ment, the faculty asserted that 
distributing the synod presi­ 
dent’s “ guidelines” throughout 
the synod was a divisive tactic, 
and that the distribution “ has 
caused disturbances in congre­ 
gations and in the synod at 
large.” 
The faculty added that the 
Lutheran Church-Missouri Syn­ 
od has been marked throughout 
125 years of history, for its 
“ unqualified acknowledgement 
of the primacy of the Gospel.”

The dictionary defines pa­ 
tience as “ calm endurance of a 
trying situation or person.” 
It is a virtue we readily 
commend to others. But some 
of us find it exceedingly diffi­ 
cult to practice. 
The Bible describes at least 
three types of patience. 
One is putting up with people 
who annoy us, bore us, inter­ 
rupt our work, make unreason­ 
able demands, talk too much or 
otherwise grate on our nerves. 
The Apostle Paul, who recog­ 
nized that he personally had 
only a tenuous grip on this 
virtue, spoke of patience as a 
form of love. 
“ Love is patient and kind,” 
he said. “ It is not irritable or 
resentful* ... Love bears all 
things, endures all things.” 
Impatient people sometimes 
seek to justify their irritable 


responses by pointing out they 
were subjected to severe pro­ 
vocation. But the Bible does not 
regard this ever as a sufficient 
excuse. It is precisely the most 
trying people, the scriptures 
insist, to whom we owe the 
greatest patience. 
“ Be patient toward ALL 
men,” Paul admonished the 
early Christians at Thessaloni- 
ca. 
But patience means more 
than maintaining a kindly toler­ 
ance toward difficult people. 
Both in dictionary definitions 
and scriptural usage, the word 
also denotes a cheerfully re­ 
signed acceptance of situations. 


This kind of patience is espe­ 
cially important to people who 
are chronically or incurably ill, 
crippled or otherwise burdened 
with physical handicaps. A 
prayer for the sick written 
more than 400 years ago and

Many of the Psalms of the Old 
Testament are cries of impati­ 
ence to a God who seems to 
tarry overlong in coming to the 
rescue of those w-ho trust in 
Him.

“ I am worn out, Lord, wait­ 
ing for you to save me,” com­ 
plains the writer of the 119th 
Psalm. And the 141st Psalm 
says peremptorily: 
“ I call to you, Lord; help me 
NOW.” 
But another psalmist warns 
that men who would know God 
and w-alk in His wrays must 
learn to “ wait patiently” for 
Him to reveal Himself and His 
will. 
And the prophet Jeremiah, 
speaking to the children of Is­ 
rael during a bitter hour of 
military defeat, put it even 
more bluntly: 
“ The Lord is all that I have; 
therefore I will wait for him 
patiently. It is good to wait in 
patience and sigh for deliver­ 
ance by the Lord.” 
Characteristically, Biblical 
writers never try to explain, 
much less to justify, God’s re­ 
fusal to intervene instantly in 
every situation where His help 
is sought. They might have 
pointed out that if He did so, 
human beings w’ould lose the 
dignity of free choice which is 
theirs by virtue of living in a 
relatively stable natural world 
where “ the rain falls on the just 
and the unjust alike.” 
But they never tried to offer 
excuses for God as modern 
theologians so often feel im­ 
pelled to do. It was suffient for 
them that He was the Lord God 
Almighty, creator, sustainer 
and sovereign ruler of the uni­ 
verse. 


Lutheran Seminary 
Enrollments Drop 
NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
Lutheran Council in the USA 
reports that enrollment in Lu­ 
theran seminaries in the United 
States and Canada declined 
slightly in 1971 while enrollment 
in Lutheran four-year colleges 
increased about 2 per cent. 
A total of 4,290 students are 
enrolled at 20 Lutheran semi­ 
naries in both countries, com­ 
pared with 4,598 in 1970.

Terminal Plan For 
Sausalito Supported 


A master plan envisioning 
two Sausalito ferry terminals 
and parking facilities costing 
up to $5.7 million was endorsed 
unanimously but “ tentatively” 
yesterday by Golden Gate 
Bridge District directors. 
Several directors objected 
that almost half of the cost 
would be for parking facilities 
that the city should build, not 
the district. Some also ques­ 
tioned whether the terminals 
still would not be too costly for 
the district. 
The unanimous vote, howev­ 
er, was on the basis that the 
endorsement only was to get 
the plan before Sausalito city 
officials for their comment. 
San Rafael Mayor C. Paul 
Bettini, who led objections to 
the plan, also questioned wheth- 


er the city would be willing to 
sell the district the anticipated 
downtown waterfront terminal 
site. He cited the terminals as 
“ a luxury program rather than 
.being practical.” 
Bettini also challenged the 
necessity of a second terminal 
in northern Sausalito and the 
propriety of joining with pri­ 
vate property owners in com­ 
mercial development of the Ma- 
rinship area. 
The plan, reported in detail in 
Wednesday's Independent-Jour­ 
nal. was drawn by Environmen­ 
tal Planning and Design Asso­ 
ciates 
of 
Sausalito. 
The 
downtown terminal would dis­ 
place both the Sausalito Yacht 
Club and the old ferry Berkeley 
with new fill covering about 
14.000 square feet.

ELGIN, 111. — “ If anybody 
had told me two years ago that 
I'd be living in a mobile home 
today. I would have told them 
they were crazy ,” d eclares 
John Krohn, a retired electri­ 
cian from Chicago. 
Almost as a dare, he and his 
wife responeded to an ad about 
a mobile-home park: “ I just 
didn't believe it could be as 
good as it said it said it w as,” 
he recalls, taking a short break 
from the pool table in a plush, 
$3 4 0,000 re c re a tio n cen ter 
where he spends many hours in 
his newly adopted retirement 
community. 
But it was not just any trailer 
park that made him change his 
mind. Willow Lake Estates, a 
planned, adult community be­ 
side the Fox River here west of 
Chicago, is one of 26 9 such 
superior-rated m obile home 
parks with landscaped lawns, 
heated swimming pools, and 
extensive recreational facilities 
that are beginning to spring up 
in the American countryside. 
Despite the continuing devel­ 
opment and upgrading of mo­ 
bile home parks, the supply can 
hardly keep astride of demand, 
particularly in m ajor metropol­ 
itan areas in the North. This 
leads to a restrictive market in 
m any ca se s, where mobile- 
home owners are at the mercy 
of their landlords: Rents can be 
raised, eviction threats bandied 
about, and excessive entrance 
or moving fees charged. 
“ Parks are closed in many 
states unless the party buys 
their mobile home from the 
park operator,” charges Mrs. 
Marge Dixon, secretary of the 
Michigan Mobile Horne Owners 
Association. 
“ Once they’ve bought it, 
th ey’re stuck with it,” she 


maintains, noting that owners 
are forced to take their homes 
with them when they move, 
which can be prohibitively ex­ 
pensive even if they can find a 
new park, or else pay an exor­ 
bitant fee to leave the unit 
behind. 
Since entrance fees to most 
parks can run into hundreds of 
dollars, ‘‘the mobile-home own­ 
er doesn’t have a chance,” she 
contends, paying whether they 
come, or go, or move their 
home. 
This problem is compounded 
by the fact that not enough land 
is being zoned for mobile home 
parks — “ and what is available 
is usually ghetto zoning,” as­ 
serts Mrs. Jane Conrad, con­ 
sumer director of the American 
Mobile Home Association, an 
owners group in Denver. She 
cautions prospective buyers to 
make sure they have a guaran­ 
teed space to put their home 
before they buy. 
Howard Seyller, sales manag­ 
er for the Willow Lake Estates 
in Elgin, says that it took a two- 
year battle with the zoning 
board and the planning com­ 
mission before promoters got 
the city council to approve the 
park. That was eight years ago. 
“ Today everybody knows it’s 
an asset to the community,” he 
proudly announces. 
The park, which pays the 
normal real estate tax, also 
paid to have its sewerage sys­ 
tem and utilities put in, and 
paved its own streets. Resi­ 
dents of the park also pay a 
personal property tax on their 
mobile homes. Most of these 
tax monies go to support the 
local school system. Yet none of 
the 6 00 families has any school- 
aged child to add to the crowd­ 
ed schools. 
“ We’ve brought a good clien­ 
tele to this area,” SeyLler de­ 
clares about the semi-retire­ 
ment park, which boasts five 


millionaires and has its own 
social director. “ Still, if some­ 
body came in here with a pro­ 
posal for another park and 
guaranteed that it would be as 
good as ours, I’m certain the 
council would vote against it.” 
It is estimated that 40 per 
cent of the three million mobile 
homes in this country are locat­ 
ed in parks (the majority are 
still situated on privately owned 
plots in rural areas). The Wood­ 
all Publishing Co., which puts 
out the mobile-home-park direc­ 
tory each year, rates 12,3 81 of 
the estimated 22,000 parks in 
this country in its 1972 edition. 
Among these more up-to-date, 
rated parks there are more 
than one million spaces fo 
mobile homes, yet the parks 
average only a 5 per cent va­ 
cancy rate. 
“ Many of the new parks are 


spoken for before they’ve even 
started construction,” says Cur­ 
tis Fuller, president of Woodall 
Publishing. 
“ We’ve been rating mobile- 
home parks for 25 years. There 
is a continual up grading of our 
standard, 
and 
parks 
are 
dropped from our directory be­ 
cause they don’t meet our im­ 
proving standard. Nothing has 
done more to obsolete some 
parks than the changes in the 
mobile-home 
m odels 
them ­ 
selves,” he declares. 
The prejudices against mo­ 
bile homes are breaking down 
increasingly, he maintains, as 
better parks are being built. 
“ But it’s a longtime proposi­ 
tion.” 
In the long run. the mobile 
home is likely to find even 
g r e a te r a c c e p ta n c e am on g 
those segments of the popula­ 


tion with whom it already 
scores heavily — young and 
retired couples — and it may 
well develop popularity among 
two potential markets — minor­ 
ity families and second-home 
buyers. 
But experts see this continu­ 
ing boom prefaced by suitable 
protection for home-owners 
through stricter regulation and 
legislation and — perhaps most 
important — opening up ade­ 
quate zoning.

INSIDE RUSSIA 


The Seeds Of Discontent

MOSCOW — A tense uncer­ 
tainty hangs over the Soviet 
protest movement. The mood is 
reflected in the above words 
from a recent letter to the 
Times of London by five Soviet 
dissenters expressing anxiety 
over the plight of their nation’s 
dissident intellectuals. 
The letter warns that a new 
campaign 
is 
being fueled 
against banned writer Alexan­ 
der Solzhenitsyn, that nuclear 
physicist Andrie D. Sakharov, 
the civil-rights champion, is 
“ no longer permitted gracious­ 
ly to attend court cases,” that 
many intellectuals have been 
interrogated, and that an ill 
fate awaits Pyotr Yakir, the 49- 
year-old historian regarded as 
leader of the dissident commu­ 
nity. 
It notes, too, that such promi­ 
nent dissenters as writers An­ 
drie Sinyavsky and Yuli Daniel 
and poetess Natalya Gorbanv- 
skaya are coming out of labor 
camps now. But while these 
and others are being returned 
to society, the authorities are 
attacking other “ sources of 
likely trouble.” 
How far the regime’s current 
assault on dissent will go re­ 
mains to be seen. But it is 
causing deep reflection in dissi­ 
dent circles and again focuses 
attention on their bold struggle 
for human rights. 
For the outside world this 
struggle is a subject for unend­ 
ing fascination. Hardly a day 
goes by but the Western press 
reports some event in the 
movement, be it the trial of a 
Moscow dissident, the arrest of 
a Ukrainian intellectual, or an 
appeal of the unofficial Human 
Rights Committee. 
So much attention is in fact 
paid to the topic that the im­ 
pression is sometimes conveyed 
that the Soviet Union is seeth­ 
ing with political discontent. 
Nothing could be more mislead­ 
ing. 
The plain truth is that the 
great mass of Russians hear of 
dissident activities, if at all, 
only from W’estern broadcasts. 
And the political influence of 
the dissenters is negligible. 
Indeed, there was far more 
effective political dissent in 
prerevolutionary Czarist Russia 
than there is in the totalitarian 
Soviet state. 
Yet the very fact that dissent 
exists in so highly controlled a 
society —and it has developed 
largely since the Khrushchev 
era —gives it a significance 
beyond 
its 
present 
small 
strength. 
Kremlin authority is not chal­ 
lenged by the protest move­ 
ment. But it is bothered by it, 
and it could well be a fear of its 
potential damage, as well as 
the growing irritation over it, 
that is behind the determination 
to move more forcefully against 
it. 
What, exactly, is the “ demo­ 
cratic movement” ? 
The term itself is misleading, 
for it implies an organized po­ 
litical opposition. That does not 
exist. 
The “ movement” is an amor­ 
phous agglomeration of individ­ 
uals (mostly writers, scientists, 
and other members of the intel­ 
ligentsia), tiny political circles, 
and small national minorities 
and religioss groups that have 
been persecuted by the regime 
and that seek a restitution of 
grievances or, in a broader 
sense, greater individual free­ 
dom and the administration of 
justice under Soviet law. 
They circulate clandestine pe­ 
riodicals, sign letters and peti­ 
tions, and occasionally stage a 
brief public demonstration. But 
their activities are uncoordinat­ 
ed, their objectives often differ, 
and their members can even be 
at loggerheads as to means and 
methods of protest. 
How many people are in­ 
volved in or touched by the 
movement is impossible to 
know (and this discussion ex­ 
cludes Soviet Jews seeking to 
emigrate to Israel). 
One dissident spokesman esti­ 
mates that the activists — those 
individuals who, for the sake of 
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civil rights, are willing to risk 
their jobs and face terms in 
labor camps or psychiatric hos­ 
pitals — number perhaps 200 or 
so. Many of these, like the 
writer Vladimir I. Bukovsky, 
now are imprisoned. 
Another 1,000 or 1,500, the 
spokesman believes, help out in 
some way, although they do not 
'‘put themselves on the line.” 
Still another 5,000 may be 
“ sympathetic.” 
One evening a group of dissi­ 
dents gathered at the home of 
Valery Chalidze, a co-founder 
of the Human Rights Commit­ 
tee, to celebrate the Georgian 
physicist’s birthday. For the 
occasion, a table in the middle 
of the one-room apartment was 
laden with platefuls of cheese 
and fish sandwiches. 
As the dissidents mingled 
with the few Western journal­ 
ists present, several carloads of 
KGB (secret police) sat waiting 
and watching outside the apart­ 
ment building. The atmosphere 
bristled with that unpleasant 
tension that always surrounds 
such encounters. 
In quiet conversation one 
quickly learned that these dis­ 
senters have no hope of chang­ 
ing the Soviet system; they 
know that, given the country’s 
centuries-old tradition of au­ 
thoritarianism, liberalization of 
the regime will take place only 
slowly. 
But they see themselves as 
spearheading the struggle for 
liberal reform. 
What may not always be real­ 
ized abroad is the large role 
played by the western press in 
keeping the dissidents’ cause 
alive. Protesters have no legal 
means through which to report 
abuses of the law. They rely on 
Moscow based journalists to 
make these known abroad and 
thus indirectly to Soviet radio 
listeners. 
Apart from the rare —and 
quickly dispersed —public 
street demonstration by a hand­ 
ful of dissidents and their sup­ 
porters, there is no overt politi­ 
cal action. (The sit-ins last year 
by Soviet Jews were an excep­ 
tion.) 


At one time it was the prac­ 
tice for dissident intellectuals to 
send their signed protests or 
appeals to such persons of au­ 
thority as Premier Alexei N. 
Kosygin, President Nikolai V. 
Podgomy, or the U.S.S.R. pros­ 
ecutor-general, or to the United 
Nations. 
But it was seldom known 
whether such communications 
ever reached their destination. 
In the more recent past, the 
tactic has been to address 


“ open” protests and to circu­ 
late copies to Western journal­ 
ists for transmission abroad. 
Such appeals might concern, 
for instance, a political trial 
that denied an individual due 
process, conditions in a labor 
camp, or the use cf drugs to 
force political prisoners to 
change their beliefs. 
One of the most significant 
developments in the protest 
movement has been the Human 
Rights Committee, an organiza­ 
tion founded daringly more 
than a year ago by academi­ 
cian Sakharov and two other 
Moscow scientists. 
Dedicated to the study of 
human rights problems and to 
“ advising” the regime on the 
subject, the committee is not 
officially recognized. And it has 
only four full members. 
But, insisting on operating 
openly, it has communicated 
with the International League 
for the Rights of Man in New 
York and other world groups 
and has acquired considerable 
symbolic value if no real au­ 
thority. 
That Soviet authorities have 
so far found it awkward to put 
down the Human Rights Com­ 
mittee is undoubtedly due to its 
distinguished membership. 
They have interrogated its 
members and confiscated some 
of its documents. But why they 
have not suppressed the opera­ 
tions of the small band of lesser 
known dissidents has been har­ 
der to explain. 
Until now, the KGB has acted 
with relative restraint, largely, 
it is thought, because certain 
party leaders have been unwill­ 
ing to give it a free hand. 
Dissidents themselves sug­ 
gest that the regime has not 
wanted to create an atmos­ 
phere of fear in the country by 
a return to mass arrests, that it 
is more sensitive to world opin­ 
ion these days, and that it can 
keep better track of political 
“ misfits” by allowing them a 
measure of freedom. 


However, the active protest 
movement now appears to face 
a severe challenge. Since the 
beginning of the year there has 
been a visible crackdown on 
dissent, as epidenced in the 
severe prison sentence meted 
out to Vladimir Bukovsky, ar­ 
rests in the Ukraine, and raids 
on the homes of Moscow and 
Leningrad dissidents. 


Among the apartments thor­ 
oughly searched was that of 
Yakir. So far, this active civil 
rights campaigner, a man with 
a thick graying beard who 
spent many years in prison 
camps under Stalin, has been 


spared 
K G B repression, pre­ 
sumably because of his family 
connections. (His father was a 
respected military commander 
shot during the Stalin purges.) 
But he is currently under heavy 
surveillance. 
Another straw in the wind is 
the regime’s reported decision 
to suppress the Chronicle of 
Current Events, an extraordi­ 
nary underground newssheet 
that has been published clan­ 
destinely every two months 
since the spring of 1968. 
It now is believed the regime 
is trying to silence the hard­ 
core protesters either by jailing 
them or inducing them to emi­ 
grate. 
Meanwhile, to what extent 
Soviet citizens morally support 
the nonconformists in their so­ 
ciety is a relevant but difficult 
question to answer. The broad 
masses, certainly, are political­ 
ly apathetic and even resent 
any disturbance of a rebellious 
nature. 
But there is a growing body 
of well-educated, sophisticated 
intellectuals who would wel­ 
come democratization of the 
system. 
These are people who, al­ 
though they would never risk 
their careers to defy the author­ 
ities, listen avidly to foreign 
broadcasts, read typewritten 
manuscripts of Solzhenitsyn’s 
works, and silently cheer when 
an eminent figure like Dr. Sak­ 
harov or cellist Mstislav Ros­ 
tropovich boldly speaks out 
against an injustice. 
“ How important are people 
like Vladimir Bukovsky?” I 
asked a university scholar. 


The Russian, who has not so 
much as seen a copy of the 
underground Chronicle, was 
thoughtful. 


“ Extremely important,” he 
replied, “ They won’t change 
things here, but they do add to 
that overall pressure on the 
government that will gradually 
force it to become more liber­ 
al.”

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Carrying Tips 
For Safety Sake 


There comes a time in every 
do-it-yourselfer's life when he 
finds it necessary' to transport 
lumber or the like in his pas­ 
senger vehicle in order to get 
home to finish his project. 
The following is offered in 
order that it may be done 
safely and legally. Section 35111 
of the California Vehicle Code 
states, “ no passenger vehicle 
shall be operated on any high­ 
way with any load carried 
thereon extending beyond the 


line of the fenders on the left 
side or more than six inches 
beyond the line of the fenders 
on its right side” . When you are 
considering putting that piece 
of lumber in such a position 
that it hangs out the window 
remember this article. 


For those that prefer to put 
the projecting items in the 
trunk of a car. the back of a 
stationwagon. or in the back of 
a truck section 24604 of the 
California Vehicle Code reads 
as follows: “ Whenever the load 
upon any vehicle extends, or 
whenever any integral part of 
any vehicle projects, to the rear 


four feet or more beyond the 
bed or body of the vehicle, 
there shall be displayed at the 
extreme end of the load a red 
flag or cloth not less than 16 
inches square. 
During the hours of darkness 
or when visibility is reduced 
two red lights of an approved 
type must be mounted in place 


of the red flag or cloth. 
vSection 35410 of the California 
Vehicle code advises that “ the 
load upon any motor vehicle 
shall not extend to the rear 
beyond the last point of support 
for a greater distance than that 
equal to two-thirds of the length- 
of the wheel base of the vehicle 
carrying such load.

“ Since the last meeting of 
this committee 60 days ago, we 
have initiated eight prosecu­ 
tions,” Bell testified. “ Not all 
will be brought to a successful 
prosecution because that de­ 
pends on the city attorney or 
the district attorney. But we 
have requested eight prosecu­ 
tions.” 


The committee was appointed 
by Assembly Speaker Bob Mor- 


etti, D-Van Nuys, to investigate 
charges that the division was 
“ employer-oriented” and top- 
level officials tended to look the 
other way when violations of 
safety orders were issued by 
field engineers. 


The charges arose in the 
wake of the Sylmar Tunnel 
disaster last June 24 in which 17 
workmen were killed. 
Bell detailed for the commit­ 


tee actions he is taking to 
reorganize the division to make 
it more effective. He was ap­ 
pointed acting chief by Gov. 
Ronald Reagan when Jack Hat­ 
ton abruptly resigned under 
committee and labor fire. 


Among other things, Bell 
said, 31 new employes have 
been hired in the last two 
months, including 20 engineers, 
one attorney, a senior investi­ 


gator, a graphic artist and 
eight clerks.

Mother, Child

FREEPORT. N.Y. — Moth­ 
ers need models. They may 
copy their own mother's stv le 
when play ing with their chil­ 
dren. or the sty le of a fav orite 
aunt. 
The Mother-Child Home Pro­ 
gram, operating here and in 
Glen Cov e, sends toy demon­ 
stra tors into the homes of 
y oung mothers twice a week to 
show them how to read or 
“ picture-read" a book and how 
to play with a child ov er a new 
toy in the way most beneficial 
to the child’s intellect. The 
demonstrators use a range of 
techniques which they encour­ 
age the mother to adopt when 
she takes ov er the play session. 
The program is designed by 
Dr. Phy llis Lev enstein, spon­ 
sored by the Family Serv ice 
Association of Nassau County , 
and directed toward families in 
the low-income bracket. 
DURING THE first home ses­ 
sion with a liv ely 2-y ear-old girl 
named Gloria, the toy demon­ 
strator told her mother, “ Gloria 
spent most of the time racing 
around the room. But later in 
the y ear a film (prepared for 
trainees) shows Gloria scram­ 
bling ea gerly up onto the 
couneh between the toy demon­ 
strator and her mother. When 
the demonstrator hands her a 
book 
Gloria 
sa y s 
happily , 
“ That’s my book!” Which it is. 
Carefully chosen toy s and books 
are giv en to the T.milies be­ 
cause their presence in the 
home continues to promote the 
interchange of conv ersation be­ 
tween mother and children. 
At the half-hour session Glo­ 
ria's mother and the demon­ 
strator take turns reading “ Are 
You My Mother?” But the book 
is not just read through. At 
ev ery page one of the adults 
pauses to ask Gloria a question, 
get her to point to something, 
or relate the picture to an ev ent 
or object in her own ex peri­ 
ence. Her mother has obv iously 
profited from the sessions be­ 
cause she and Gloria talk their 
way through the book. 
“ She’s getting ready to hatch. 
Watch. . .,” say s the mother. 
When asked what came out of 
the 
egg, 
Gloria 
a nswers, 
“ Cake." Without depreca ting 
her mother simply corrects, “ A 
bird.” 
The toy demonstrator takes 
off on the book's theme. “ Glo­ 
ria. where’s y our mother?” 
Gloria echoes the question 
with a twinkle in her ey e, and 
then looks smilingly up at her 
mother. 
A picture of the mother bird 
with a wing around the baby 
bird prompts the toy demon­ 
strator to say to Gloria, “ See, 
like y our mother puts her arm 
around y ou occasional!v .” 
TESTING DISCLOSED that 
this child made a gain of 25 
points in her IQ. Dr. Lev en- 
stein’s v iew is plain. “ It does 
not take a college or a high 
school degree to know how to 
talk profitably to a child of 2 or 
3. It has been said that talking 
itself is the ‘origina l word 
game.' Scientific research has 
indicated that success in school 
is attributed in part to plenty of 
v erbal interaction between par­ 
ent and child in early child­ 
hood.” 
Dr. Lev enstein reasons that 
enrichm ent of the disa dv a n­ 
taged “ must contain a conspic­ 
uous language thrust and would 
be most effectiv e at the period 
of early speech dev elopment.” 
She ex pla ins, “ Intellect is 
based on the building of con­ 
cepts. Ideas or concepts are 
fostered 
through la ngua ge. 
Words fix images. If chilren 
from low-income homes are to 


mov e ahead in the world they 
must first hav e enough pre­ 
school cognitiv e enrichment to 
be able to utilize the equal 
educational opportunities av ail­ 
able to them.” 
In the first y ear of the project 
children tested gained an av er­ 
age of 17 IQ points. Then non­ 
professionals were assigned to 
be toy demonstrators. The gain 
was not as great in one y ear, 
but when the nonprofessionals 
continued with their children a 
second y ear it was found the 
children made the same av er­ 
age gain. So it was turned into 
a two-y ear program using v ol­ 
unteers and paid aides who are 
not professionals. 
The first small participants 
now 
are in second gra de, 
achiev ing at grade lev el and 
getting good behav ior marks. 
The success of the program can 
be measured in other way s. 
Almost all the mothers stay in 
the program, which is com­ 
pletely v oluntary , all the way 
through the y ear, rarely miss­ 
ing teir prearranged da tes 
with the toy demonstrator. Sat­ 
isfied mothers hav e spread the 
word and now there is a long 
waiting list of applicants, unlike 
the first y ear when a large 
proportion of families turned 
down the idea. 
IN HER OFFICE, Dr. Lev en­ 
stein described the start in 1987 
of the project. 
“ We wanted to see if it would 
work,” she said. “ It did work, 
dramatically . Now we forget 
how radical then was the idea 
tha t IQs could be changed 
through learning ex periences. 
It was important to add to the 
ev idence.” 
The v alue of this unusual 
program is that instead of tak­ 
ing the child out of the home 
and thus perhaps making the 
mother feel ina dequa te, 
it 
strengthens the mother's effec­ 
tiv eness and dignity . She is 
considered her child's main 
tea cher. Dr. Lev enstein be­ 
liev es that “ cognitiv e enrich­ 
ment should be embedded in 
the child's relationships with 
belov ed family figures, espe­ 
cially the mother.” With the 
mother as the prime focus, the 
child’s adv ancement later on in 
school will probably be rein­ 
forced by the wiser mother at 
home. 
In a study made for the U.S. 
Office of Education last y ear by 
the American Institutes for Re­ 
search, Dr. Lev enstein’s pro­ 
gram was one of only 10 
projects out of 326 “ compensa­ 
tory educa tiona l progra m s” 
across the nation labeled “ suc­ 
cessful.” This spring the feder­ 
al gov ernment will circulate in 
all school districts a description 
of the Mother-Child Home Pro­ 
gram. 
Eight other agencies are al­ 
ready using the program. They 
are family counseling agencies 
in Pa terson, N .J ., Newton, 
Mass., Norristown, Pa., Nor­ 
walk and Danbury , Conn., and 
Utica, N.Y. The Bureau of Indi­ 
an Affairs has three tribes par­ 
ticipating.

PRINTED PATTERN

DEAR EUNICE, 
Once again I am faced with 
the problem of a permanent 
crease in summer fabrics. Nat­ 
urally, the ugly crease always 
appears at the center front of 
my dresses. What can be done 
* to remove it? 
MRS. S. S. 
DEAR MRS. S.S., 
The fold line in fabrics contin­ 
ues to annoy retailers as well 
as customers. One expert opin­ 
ion that works most of the time, 
in fact if it doesn’t, there is 
probably no solution, is the 
following. Incidentally, the 
crease has no relation to the 
age of the fabric, but instead, 
with the finish. 
Permanent press fabrics are 
the worst offenders. Always 
test your experiments on the 
end of the fabric in case it 
doesn’t work. The crease must 
always be removed before the 
garment is cut because if it 
can’t be removed, you will have 
to re-fold the fabric and create 
a new fold line which avoids the 
original fold. 
Try mixing an equal amount 
of water and white distilled 
vinegar. Soak and squeeze out a 
man’s handkerchief or any 
lightweight underlining fabric. 
Use this as a press cloth over 
the line and press with a fairly 
warm iron, not hot. Pressing 
should be done on the wrong 
side of the fabric. Any vinegar 
odor will disappear after fabric 
dries. 
We must always remember 
that with each new miracle in 
fabrics, we must face a few 
liabilities. Permanent press and 
no iron fabrics are much more 
difficult to change once a 
crease has been folded or 
pressed. 


DEAR EUNICE, 
In a recent column you ment- 


ed a “ caftan” which could be 
made by following simple in­ 
structions. I guess I’m not very 
sophisticated because I have no 
idea what you are talking about 
and what a caftan looks like. I 
am very intrigued by the whole 
thing and would like more in­ 
formation.

N.D., 
Technically, a caftan refers

back neck facing, until I discov­ 
ered the following solution. 
First, apply the zipper (if one is 
used) and then machine stitch 
across the center back a dis­ 
tance of about one inch each 
side of the center back exactly 
on the 5/8 inch seamline. After 
sewing this guideline, clip the 
center back apart. Use this 
machine-stitched line as a 
guide in sewing on the back 
facings and they will come out 
even every time. This method 
also works perfectly w'hen 
stitching the waistband on to 
skirts or slacks.” 


DEAR EUNICE, Do you be­ 
lieve in taping seams of knit­ 
ting garments to prevent 
stretching? 
MRS. N.R. 
DEAR MRS. N.R., 
There is a difference of opin­ 
ion. I have found that by insert­ 
ing tape in seams, the seamline 
often becomes too rigid and 
actually loses it’s flexibility 
that is compatible with the way 
knits should look. 


At a recent seminar I attend­ 
ed, it was suggested that before 
stitching the shoulder seams 
together (the most important 
area to keep in shape), you pull 
out the bobbin and top thread 
together, the length of the 
shoulder seam. 


Next, place the seam to be 
stitched in your machine, place 
these tw'o threads directly over 
the seamline, and machine 
stitch over them with a small 
zig-zag or stretch stitch. This 
will give you the lightest weight 
“ stay” for your seam that is 
possible, and you won’t lose any 
of the flexibility of the knit.

Connect Charge Hike 
Shelved By Directors 


North Marin County Water 
Dsitrict directors have put 
aside a proposal to raise the 
connection cha rg e for new 
homes as a means of bolstering 
reserve funds for long -rang e 
improvements. 
Dist Mg r. Eug ene S. Church­ 
ill said a series of motions on 
the porposed increase, $300 to 
$425 , failed Thursday nig ht and 
no action was taken. 
Director Patrick Heffernan 
proposed that revenue from a 
hig her charg e be used to reduce 
the ta x 
ra te and director 
Georg e A. Amaroli sug g ested 
spreading the charg e over a 
two-year period, Churchill re­ 
ported. 
Evely n J ohnson, a director of 
the North Marin Federation of 
Homeowners, spoke in favor of 
increasing the charg e, he said. 
Directors also received a re­ 
port that the Sonoma County 
Water Ag ency is considering 
increasing its rate for Russian 
River $10 an acre foot. 
The cost to the district, which 
has a contract with the ag ency , 
would be an additional $42,000 a 
y ear, Churchill said. 
One $5 increase would be for 
repayment of the g eneral obli­ 
g ation bonds for the Petaluma 
aqueduct, and the levy would 
be a g a inst Peta lum a , North 
Marin County Water District, 
Cotati 
and 
Rohnert 
Park, 
Churchill said. 
The second proposed $5 in­ 
crease would be charg ed “ to all 
users of Russian River water” 
and would be used to provide 
reserv e 
funds 
for 
m a jor 
projects, he said. 
Directors expressed concern 
about the use of the reserve 
fund and Heffernan didn’t want 
the money to be used to serve 
new developm ents, Churchill 
said. 
The North Marin County Wa- 
ter District board also:

CHICAGO, ILL. — Po licemen 
p erman en tly assig n ed to p u blic 
scho o ls? The issu e, is co min g to 
a head in sco res o f cities 
thro u g ho u t the U.S.. the resu lt 
o f in creasin g in stan ces o f v an ­ 
dalism an d assau lt in the 
scho o ls. 
Here in Chicag o , an in q u est is 
u n der way in to the fatal sho o t­ 
in g o f a black Vietn am v eteran 
in a scho o l hallway by a p u blic 
scho o l secu rity o fficer. The o ffi­ 
cer. an o ff-du ty armed Chicag o 
p o liceman , alleg es that the v et­ 
eran first p u lled a rev o lv er 
fro m a hip p o cket. 
As seen by Chicag o ’s massiv e 
black co mmu n ity where criti­ 
cism o f the in ciden t has been 
in ten se, the issu e is critical. 
The g ian t Chicag o scho o l sy s­ 
tem main tain s a secu rity fo rce 
o f so me 4 90 o ff-du ty (an d 
armed) Chicag o p o licemen , p lu s 
an o ther 4 0 u n armed civ ilian s. 
Mo reo v er, the p o lice dep art­ 
men t itself has 4 « o fficers as­ 
sig n ed to main tain in g o rder in 
schmo ls when called. 
That p o lice an d secu rity 
fo rces are in creasin g ly activ e 
in scho o l sy stems, ho wev er, is 
n o lo n g er in q u estio n . In mid 
1970 the In tern atio n al City Man ­ 
ag emen t Asso ciatio n sen t q u es­ 
tio n n aires to so me 2,000 cities 
an d fo u n d that 91 p er cen t o f 
the p o lice dep artm en ts had 
so me ty p e o f sp ecial p ro g rams 
fo r scho o ls. In 94 o f the cities —■ 
in clu din g so me o f the n atio n ’s 
larg est — p o lice had co n tin u ­ 
o u s, fu lltime p atro llin g at se­ 
lected o r all p u blic scho o ls. 
Hie co n tro v ersy o v er u se o f 
secu rity fo rces, it is widely 
reco g n ized, is u su ally lin ked to 
the m atter o f g u idelin es. 
In far to o man y cases, critics 
g ru mble, there are n o p recise 
p o licy g u idelin es reg ardin g u se 
o f fo rce, sp ecial train in g fo r the 
o fficers, an d in so me in stan ces 
— the m atter o f civ ilian v s. 
p o lice co n tro l o f the o fficers. 
In Chicag o , the sp ecial scho o l 
secu rity fo rce is co n tro lled by 
scho o l admin istrato rs. Bu t the 
hig hly reg arded Tu cso n , Ariz., 
p ro g ram u ses fu lltime p o lice­ 
men at selected ju n io r hig h 
scho o ls an d o n e hig h scho o l. 
Related is the v ery q u estio n 
o f p u rp o se. Sho u ld the p o lice 
p resen ce be a sho rt-ran g e .situ a­ 
tio n — o ccasio n ally p atro llin g a 
scho o l, o r as n eed arises — o r 
mo re p erman en t, p erhap s day - 
by -day p atro l? 
An d when the secu rity men 
are fu lltim e p o licem en , ho w 
mu ch latitu de sho u ld the p o lice 
dep artmen ts themselv es hav e? 
In Philadelp hia, fo llo win g a 
p o lice-black stu den t clash in 
1 967 , P o lice C o m m issio n er 
Fran k L. Rizzo (who was elect­ 
ed may o r last y ear) in sisted o n 
the rig ht to p lace p o lice in 
scho o ls at his discretio n . The 
scho o l bo ard balked, ho wev er, 
an d in 1968 a p o licy was ag reed 
u p o n whereby p o lice were p u t 
u n der co n tro l o f the scho o l p rin ­ 
cip als. 
So me critics arg u e that a 
p erman en t “p o lice p resen ce” 
ten ds to o v erex p o se stu den ts to 
p o lice co n tro l at an imp ressio n ­ 
able ag e — an d thu s u n derlin e 
a “p o lice state men tality .” 
“ The idea o f p o lice in the 
academic co mmu n ity is p lain ly 
rep u g n an t,” 
arg u es Jam es 
Pray , asso ciate directo r o f the 
So u thern chap ter o f the Arizo n a 
Civ il Liberties Un io n . “In addi­ 
tio n to leadin g to a p o lice men ­ 
tality with stu den ts, it p u ts a 
p remiu m o n in fidelity to o n e’s 
frien ds.” 


The Tu cso n p o lice dep art­ 
m en t’s “scho o l reso u rce p ro ­ 
g ra m ,” in which so me 12 
arm ed 
o fficers 
wo rk with 
scho o ls, is p rimarily a “p rev en ­ 
tiv e” p ro g ram aimed at thwart­ 
in g ju v en ile delin q u en cy , an d 
n o t really a “secu rity ” p atro l, 
say s Lt. Do n ald Lo we, co m­ 
m an der o f the Co mmu n ity 
Yo u th Crime Prev en tio n Fo rce.

Industry 's Signs Point 


To A Prosperous Season 


A prosperous new season is anticipated by the recrea tio na l 


boating industry as 1972 begins with all economic indicators pointing 
the way out of recession and into a year which many industry 
figures toresee as the best in boating's history. 


Sales of boats, engines, equipment and marine services during 


the 1970-71 model year were significantly higher than figures for 
1909-70, and the upward trend is certain to continue as consumer 
dollars, hoarded during the recession and loosened by the federal 
wage-price freeze, are spent on recreation in general and boating in 
particular this spring and summer. 


Boat dealers placed larger than muai order* earlier than usual 


last fall in anticipation of spring's customers, and the industry is 
showing confidence in a year certain to Ik* good, and just liable to 
be the best ever. 


A survey of leading fiberglas boatbuilder* by the Reinforced 


Plastics-Composites Institute reveals that heav\ investments in new 
and impro\ed plants*and facilities have been made in anticipation 
of a 19.1-72 model year which is hoped will show increases of 10 per 
cent to 12 per cent in sales. More than half of the builders surveyed 
expected 1972 sales increases of more than 2", per cent, a few were 
preparing for 50 per cent higher sales. 


The industry’s 1971 increase began in February when dollar 


volume figures were up 22 per cent over the previous February. In 
June, the increase was a heartening 47 per cent. During August, the 
Dual month of the model year, outboard motor shipments were 74.3 
per cent higher in units and 71.8 per cent highei in dollar value than 
comparable figures for the previous August 


During the past model year — September. 1970, to the end of 


August, 1971 — the dollar value of boating goods sold rose 11 8 per 
cent over the dollar-value total for the previous year. Boats were up 
2.4 per cent in units shipped and 2.7 per cent in dollar value 
outboard motors were up a substantial 21 4 per cent in units shipped 
and 33.3 per cent in dollar value. There were 495.000 outboard 


motors sold in 1971, compared with 430.00o the previous year. 


Industry sources estimate that $3.f»lo,uoojioo was spent at the retail 
le\el during 19,1 for boats, engines, marine equipment, used boats 
fuel and such services as dockage and club fees, storage and 
repairs.

How To Go About Selecting A 
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Like a swimmer t est ing t he 
wat er t emperat ure wit h his t oe, 
t he novice boat man of t en busy 
a used rig. 


If he doesn’ t like t he sport , 
his f inancial loss isn’ t t oo great . 
If he does like it , he’ s apt t o 
t rade up t o a new model bef ore 
t oo long. 


The best way f or t he used 
boat buyer t o avoid disenchant ­ 
ment wit h t he sport is t o choose 
a good rig t he f irst t ime, advis­ 
es t he Boat ing Indust ry Assn. 
Det ermining t he t rue condi­ 
t ion of a used boat usually is a 
j ob f or prof essionals. If you are 
planning t o lay out big money 
f or a large cruiser, you should 
have a marine surveyor check 
it out f or you. He will charge a 
f airly st if f f ee — but it ’ s usually 
wort h it in t he long run, BIA 
point s out . 


IF YOU HAPE your eye on a 
more modest craf t , your only 
recourse is t o depend on t he 
int egrit y of t he seller — and 
your own abilit y t o spot possi­ 
ble f laws. 
A t ip- of f on how t he boat has 
been maint ained and serviced 
is t he general condit ion of t he 
building or boat yard in which it 
is st ored. If it is neat , clean and 
well- organized, chances are t he 
boat has received sim ilar t reat ­ 
ment . 
B e f o r e c h e c k in g d e t a ils , 
t and of f a f ew f eet and st udy 
t he overall appearance of t he 
hull. Are t hare any bad spot s 
which indicat e excessive wear? 


Are t here any signs of leakage? 
Are t here any indicat ions t hat 
repair work has been done — 
and, if so, was t he repair work 
done properly? Is t he paint in 
good condit ion? Are t here any 
signs of rust , corrosion or dam ­ 
age 
f rom 
pollut ed 
wat er or 
aquat ic plant lif e? 


GO AHEAD, t hump it ! ( You 
probably will anyway.) As you 
do, be on t he lookout f or exces­ 
sive sof t ness ( if it ’ s a wood 
hull) , or f or a “ t hin skin” ( if it ’ s 
f iberglass or met al) . 
Bet t er st ill, 
bring a small 
hammer wit h you t o do your 
t humping. It will save wear and 
t ear on your knuckles and t ell 
you more about t he condit ion of 
t he hull. 
Peeled, cracked or discolored 
paint or varnish on a wood hull 
is a t ip- of f t hat w at er has 
seeped bet ween t he f inish and 
t he wood. 
While t his is not 
necessarily serious, be sure by 
checking f or damaged planking 
or dry rot . 
Poke t he suspect ed area wit h 
t he t ip of a small pen knif e. If it 
punct ures easily, somewhat like 
cardboard, it ’ s dry rot . This 
means you will probably f ace 
ext ensive repair work. 


AFTER YOU'RE convinced 
t hat t he basic hull is sound, it ’ s 
t ime t o t urn your at t ent ion t o 
t he power unit . If it ’ s an out ­ 
board, check t o see if it ’ s under 
or over- powered. Most manu­ 
f act urers af f ix a plat e t o t he 
hull indicat ing t he boat ’ s m axi­ 


mum saf e horsepower capacit y. 
If it ’ s an inboard, look closely 
at t he propeller, shaf t and shaf t 
bearing or st uf f ing box. Propel­ 
ler blades f requent ly are nicked 
or bent and serious harm can 
be done t o t he shaf t and engine 
if t he boat has been operat ed 
any lengt h of t ime wit h a dam ­ 
aged prop. Also check t he shaf t 
f or signs of wear or excessive 
slack. 


Now, walk around t he boat 
and inspect t he accessories — 
light s, st eering and f uel sys­ 
t em s, f lot at ion, et c. St at ist ics 
indicat e t hat t his is t he area 
where you can expect t rouble t o 
develop f irst . Indust ry- w ide 
st andards f or most of t hese 
component s have been est ab­ 
lished by BIA, and t here are 
f ederal and st at e regulat ions 
regarding such it ems as light s, 
f uelsyst em s and vent ilat ion. 


IF YOU’ RE NOT a naval 
archit ect or marine surveyor, 
t he best way t o insure t hat t he 
boat complies wit h t hese st an­ 
dards and regulat ions is t o look 
f or t he BIA cert if icat ion plat e. 
This plat e cert if ies t hat it has 
been inspect ed by an independ­ 
ent 
t est in g laborat ory 
and 
f ound t o be in com pliance wit h 
indust ry pract ices and applica­ 
ble regulat ions when il lef t t he 
f act ory. 
Finally, 
look closely inside 
t he hull and cabin f or possible 
rot . This usually shows up on 
t he underside of decks, out ­ 
board ends of beams, f rames.

All three of Crestliner’s 1972 
fiberglass runabouts were co­ 
designed by Jim Wynne, the 
ocean racer, and Fred Hudson, 
a well-known marine engineer. 
The Crusader 19 is a cuddy- 
cabin model with two berths, 
deep-vee hull and either out­ 
board or stern drive power. The 
Crusader 17 bowrider seats at 
least eight, and the Muskie 18 
bowrider also is surprisingly 
roomy. 


SEA RAY BOATS has four 
different versions of its SRV 240

SMALL SAILBOATS provide 
their share of what’s new for 
1972. As is the case with their 
larger sisters, the daysailers 
and smaller fun boats mostly 
are made of fiberglass or some 
form of plastic composition. 
A surprising number of the 
little craft are unsinkable, a 
trend begun several years ago 
and continuing stronger. T heir 
popularity also continues una­ 
bated. because of their versatil­ 
ity, modest cost, ease of trans­ 
port, and the many hours of 
genuine delight they provide for 
young and old in sheltered wa­ 
ters. 
Some examples of new small 
daysailers come from Cape Cod 
Shipbuilding, AM F Alcort and 
Chrysler Corp., for 1972. 


THE NEW Cape Cod Cat, 
designed by Charles Wittholz, a 
well-known naval architect, of­ 
fers either the traditional gaff 
or a Marconi masthead rig, 
with a further option of a fixed 
keel or a centerboard.

M o re Ho rse s 


T he average outboard motor 
purchased in 1971 was 35.6 
horsepower, according to a sur­ 
vey conducted by the Boating 
Industry Associations. T hat’s 
an increase of 5.6 horsepower 
from 1970.

T he Cape Cod Cat also is a 
roomy cruiser for two, boasting 
berths, lockers, shelves, sink 
and room for a head.

If the Cat is somewhat typical 
of the heavy end of the new 
daysailers, the A M F Alcort 
Hilu could be on the lighter end. 
She is an outrigger with a 14- 
foot main hull and a 10-foot 
float that can be mounted port 
or starboard. She hangs 65 
square feet of sail, weighs 75 
pounds and provides fun for 
two. Both hulls have foam flota­ 
tion material, and there’s a 
kick-up rudder for easy beach­ 
ing. Her low price is $445 with 
sails, 
Chrysler’s daysailer is called 
Mutineer, and the builder be­ 
lieves she is an ideal trainer for 
the young sailor. A self-bailer, 
the 15-footer has room for four 
in addition to providing stowage 
space fore and aft. Her sail 
area is 145 square feet in main 
and jib. T he latter has self- 
furling gear and see-through 
window. 
She is tagged at $1,585. 
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T HE N E W COLUM BIA 45 Motorsailor beats to the 
windward on San Francisco Bay. W ith a Perkins 4- 
107 diesel, she has a 1,200-mile cruising range. 
And spaciousness is the key to the craft with a 


skipper's cabin that aione measures 13 feet fore 
and aft. T he first of the new 45 -foot Motorsailors

If y o u 
fin d th is to be th e case, p u lfth e 
bo at o u t o f th e water an d clean 
it immediately . If th e marin e 
life is allo wed to dry an d h ard­ 
en , th e jo b will be twice as 
h ard. 
ONE OTHER p ro blem th at a 
bo atman migh t co me acro ss is 
ex cessiv e v ibratio n wh ile th e 
bo at is ru n n in g. Th is is o ften 
du e to a ben t o r bro k en p ro p el­ 
ler. If th e p ro p is in go o d sh ap e, 
ch eck to be su re weeds h av en ’t 
cau gh t o n th e lo wrer u n it. 


Th ese co mmo n p ro blems can 
p o ssibly beco me larger if th ey 
aren 't h an dled co rrectly . 


All bo atm en sh o u ld h av e, 
k n o wledge o f th ese o ccu rren ces 
an d k n o w h o w to search fo r th e 
p ro blem. Ju st to p lay safe, h o w­ 
ev er, all rigs sh o u ld be bro u gh t 
to a lo cal m arin e dealer fo r 
p erio dic in sp ectio n s.

Shown by more than two 
score manufacturers, some new 
at the game, there were more 
models of inboard marine en­ 
gines presented for 1972 at the 
National Boat Show in New 
York than ever before. 


The 1972 scope is wider, too. 
The machines range from a 
baby one-lung sailboat auxilia­ 
ry, up to a V-8 of over 500 
horsepower; and the spread of 
diesel power is greater than 
ever. 


E V E N M O K E impressive 
than the sheer number of en­ 
gines, is the manner in which 
they are adapted to specific 
jobs: most of the gas engines 
and many diesels are offered 
with outdrives. Many are mar­ 
ried to V-drives, and there are 
some engine-jet drive combos 
available. 


Most startling of all: the tur­ 
bine engine has made its debut 
at the show, not just as an 
attention-getter, but as an hon­ 
est workhorse marine engine, 
complete with accessories and 
ready to get going. Matter of 
fact, the turbine model in the 
New York show has already 
been applied to Chris-Craft and 
Pacemaker boats. Its future 
looks bright. 
There’s a pattern to the wide 
sweep of power on the show 
floor: sailboat auxiliaries from 
about 15 to 50 horsepower, both 
gas and diesel, are four cylin­ 
der mills, often having equip­ 
ment making them especially 
suitable for sailboat service. 


C O N S E R V A T I V E “ w ork­ 
horse’’ engines from roughly 70 


to 1«¡0 hp are usually straight 
sixes of ample displacement, 
moderate 
revolutions-per-min- 
ute, single carburetor, and ac­ 
cessible fittings. In this power 
class there are also several V-6 
power plants. 
\hove the 175 horsepower lev­ 
el. the Y-<8 engine all but sweeps 
the board in the gasoline mod­ 
els, w hile diesels break up into 
types such as straights, V ’s, 
and horizontals; the biggest 
diesels even become twin-Vs. 
But engineering refinements 
are even more apparent than 
diversity of models. 
Many engines, including 
some of the diesels, have been 
re-vamped to offer lower pro­ 
files, allowing them to be in­ 
stalled in tighter quarters. Also, 
smaller transmissions, most of 
them 
hydraulically shifted, 
haw* been fitted to these en­ 
gines to still further reduce 
their bulk. 


AS V M ATTER of fact, on 
most marine pow'erplants above 
about KM) horsepower, the light­ 
weight hydraulic marine trans­ 
mission has pretty much swept 
the board, contributing substan­ 
tially to the minaturization of 
the pleasure-boat engine. 
The turbocharger, an ex­ 
haust gas-driven ultra-speed 
turbine air compressor for su­ 
percharging, is proliferating. 
By 
increasing inlet manifold 
pressure, the charger helps the 
engine breath deeply, thus it 
increases out-put power with 
little increase in overall weight. 
Because they enjoy increased 
effective cylinder pressures, 
turbocharged engines can de­ 


velop high horsepower at lower 
revolutions. Therefore, the tur­ 
bine not only adds to power, but 
can also increase engine’lon­ 
gevity. surprising as that may 
seem. 


NT M ERO l s other engineer- 
ing advances are in store this 
season: 


Electronic ignition systems 
some with breaker points en­ 
tirely eliminated, are seen on 
many Y-Ss. 


Marine alternators with ca­ 
pacities from 30 to 100 amperes 
are found in place of the older 
conventional generator. Small 
sailboat auxiliaries are offered 
with optional oversize alterna­ 
tors, making the little engine a 
double-duty source of pow’er for 
both propulsion and electricity. 
Neat, well engineered wiring 
harnesses replace less formal 
w iring. 


F RE S H W ATER cooling is 
standard on just about all the 


diesels, 
and is an option on 
most «»I the gas power plants. 
Transmission and crankcase 
oil cooling is built into most of 
the larger engines. 
Improved flame arrestors 
and dual diaphragm fuel pumps 
make the gaolinc engines safer 
than ever. In this safety engi­ 
neered pump, if the primary 
diaphragm should spring a 
leak, tin* secondary one takes 
over, and the operator is sig­ 
naled that it s time to replace 
the pump In the meantime the 
pump continues to function, and 
no gasoline drips into the 
crankcase or bilge.

It’s no matter whether your 
boat is heavy or light, long or 
short or old or new — your boat 
needs a good anchor. 
The selction of a good work­ 
ing anchor is a necessity for 
safety in boating, explains the 
Evinrude News Service. It’s 
merely an old tale that a bucket 


filled with cement or a concrete 
block will do a sufficient job. 
simply because of their lack of 
holding power. On a stormy 
day, these homemade anchors 
will not keep a boat from drift­ 
ing. 
Instead, Evinrude recom­ 
mends two types of anchors. 


Th e re 's Ne w De a l In 
Sh ip -To -Sh o re Ra d io 


Medium frequency ship-to- 
shore AM radio-telephone units 
are no longer to be found at 
sales counters. 
In accordance with Federal 
Communications Commission 
decree, the deadline for install­ 
ing and licensing the old-type 
radio-telephones for marine 
communications 
came and 
passed on Dec. 31, 1971. 
Now manufacturers are push­ 
ing new VHF-FM ship to-shore 
and ship-to-ship units. 


BUYERS WILL find the new 
sets lower in output power than 
the old ones, since the FCC 
limits them to 25 watts to avoid 
the interference that plagued 
the conventional channels. 
Owners of the medium fre­ 
quency sets, however, can con­ 
tinue to use them for another 
five years. 
In the very high VHF fre­ 


quencies, radio waves travel in 
a line of sight pattern and do 
not follow the curvature of the 
earth over the horizon. Hence, 
excessive power would be wast­ 
ed anyway. Their frequency 
modulated (FM) transmission 
produces clear, static-free com­ 
munications that will be wel­ 
comed by boatmen fam iliar 
with the snap, crackle and pop 
common to AM radios. 


FO R THOSE who have in­ 
stalled VHF-FM radiotele­ 
phones and who will be cruising 
beyond their range — ,more 
than 20 miles offshore — the 
FCC has authorized single side­ 
band radiotelephones. More ex­ 
pensive than VHF-FM, these 
radios can reach up to thou­ 
sands of miles. 
Budget shoppers can com­ 
pare citizens band two-way ra­ 
dios. 


the mushroom and the Dan- 
forth. 
The mushroom is particularly 
suited for permanent mooring 
where there’s a soft or mud 
bottom. The Danforth style set­ 
tles quickly and has good hold­ 
ing power, even on hard sand 
or rocky bottom. A short, stock- 
less anchor might do the job, 
but be sure to first check with a 
marine dealer for recommenda­ 
tions. The type of anchor you 
need will depend on the size of 
your boat and the kind of bot­ 
tom you most often encounter. 
Anchors are rated by “ hold­ 
ing power,” so that the heavier 
your boat or the rougher the 
water, the more holding power 
is required from your anchor. 
Another thing to keep in mind 
when preparing to throw out 
the anchor is the safe ratio of 
length of anchor line to depth of 
water. In moderate weather, 
the ratio stands at six to one. If 
you anchor in 10 feet of water, 
for example, sixty feet of line is 
needed. On the other hand, if 
there is neither breeze nor cur­ 
rent, only half of that is suffi­ 
cient. 
The six-to-one ratio, however, 
is still better for an overnight 
anchoring or unattended boat. 
Here are just a few other 
important things to remember 
when anchoring: examine the 
anchor, checking that the line is

secured properly; don’t try to 
be a star shotputter with the 
anchor, just slowly lower it 
alongside the boat; have the 


anchor line coiled clear for- 
running; never stand on or in 
the coil when letting the anchor 
drop.

With the help of a partner, 
preferably one who is an expe­ 
rienced skier, one can actually 
learn the 
basic anywhere, 
whether it bo on the beach or 
even in someone’s living room. 
All that’s needed is a pair of 
skis and a tow line. 


Before actual instruction be­ 
gins, deep knee bonds should bo 
practiced to loosen the leg mus­ 
cles and improve your sense of 
balance. Then, grasp the tow 
line and have your partner low­ 
er you to a crouched, sitting 
position until the tow bar is just 
in front of the knees. 


WI1H ARMS straight and el­ 
bows between the knees, your 
partner should pull you to a 
standing position. Let him do 
the pulling; don't try to stand 
up yourself. Repeat this proce­ 
dure several times. This action 
generally simulates the pulling 
action of the outboard-powered 
boat pulling you to the water’s 
surface. 


While the legs should remain 
rigid enough to keep the skis 
parallel, maintain some flexi­ 
bility with the knees bent to 
react to waves or turns. 


All skiers, whether they are 
good swimmers or not. should 
wear a life jacket or ski belt. 
Even the best of swimmers can 
be momentarily placed in shock 
by a tumble into the water. 
Skis can be obtained in any 
price range and also from a 
variety of types, including con­ 
ventional, slalom , trick and 
jumping. The length depends on 
the weight of the skier. 


F R O M T H E aspect of fun and 
uafetv, however, the teamwork 
between the tow boat driver 
and skier is most important. 
The driver must keep the tow 
line taut and know exactly how 
much power is needed to keep 
the skier on top of the water. 
I he addition of an observer in 
the boat with the driver is also 
important to the safety of all. 
Water skiing is not only chal­ 
lenging and easy to learn, but is 
also lots of fun if the basic 
skills are understood and some 
common sense in safety is used. 


IT IS IMPORTANT always to have an observer 
ptesent with the driver in the boat towing water 
skiers. 
While the driver can remain alert for 


obstructions or congestion ahead of his boat, the 
observer can keep a close watch on the skiers and 
relay their messages to the driver.

Skiing dema nds insta nt thrust 
to pull a skier to the wa ter’s 
surfa ce, a nd a dditio na l thrust is 
needed to pull a s ma ny a s two 
o r three skiers a t o ne time. 
Ma ny sta nda rd pro ps, ho wev ­ 
er, a re no t desig ned to ha ndle 
such a n o rder, a nd a discussio n 
with a ma rine denies sho uld be 
co nsidered essentia l befo re 
finding the pro per pro peller. 
It is a lso po ssible, ho wev er, 
to cho o se two o r three pro ps 
a nd run tests to find the o ne 
tha t a llo ws the eng ine to turn in 
its ra ted rev o lutio ns-per-minute 
(rpm) ra ng e while pulling the 
skiers. This rpm ra ng e is usua l­ 
ly between 4 ,500 a nd 5,500. 
Checking the eng ine rpm with 
a ta cho meter is a no ther ma n­ 
ner in which to find the co rrect 
pro peller to use. Yo ur ma rine 
dea ler ca n run this test, a nd 
ca n a lso a dv ise y o u if a cha ng e 
is needed. 
Remember tha t if y o ur mo to r 
isn’t g iv ing y o u the kind o f 
perfo rma nce tha t wa s ex pect­ 
ed, sta rt by checking the pro ­ 
peller. With medium a nd hig h 
ho rsepo wer eng ines, the cha ng e 
in pro ps ca n ma ke a g rea t 
difference. 


it is just a s impo rta nt to ha v e a 
co mpetent driv er a s it is to be 
pro perly tra ined in the a rt o f 
wa ter skiing . 


Tea mwo rk is the determining 
fa cto r in the skier’s sa fety . The 
driv er a nd skier sho uld be a ble 
to understa nd ea ch o ther’s sig ­ 
na ls, a nd o n o bserv er sho uld be 
in the bea t to rela y a ll mes­ 
sa g es. 


THE DRIVER'S mo st impo r­ 
ta nt jo b is simply to rema in 
a lert a t a ll times. During the 
ride, ex perienced skiers mig ht 
ex ecute tricks a nd turns, a nd 
this will ca use him to miss 
seeing o bstructio ns o r co ng est­ 
ed a rea s in fro nt o f him. 


The sta rting po sitio n is o ne o f 
the mo st impo rta nt pa rts o f the 
entire ski run. As a result, the 
driv er must be sure to ha v e the 
bo a t po sitio ned in such a wa y 
a s to fo llo w a stra ig ht co urse. 
This will help the skier g a in his 


ba la nce befo re ha v ing to ex e­ 
cute a turn. 
In a dditio n, the line must be 
kept ta ut a nd rea dy fo r ta ke-o ff 
until the skier g iv es the “ hit it" 
sig na l, which mea ns tha t he’s 
rea dy fo r the ride. The driv er 
must a lso be prepa red fo r a ny 
stro ng winds o r currents which 
ca n fo rce the bo a t o ff the 
co urse befo re sta rting . 


THE TOW BOAT driv er ha s 
the respo nsibility o f a v o iding 
m a ny thing s thro ug ho ut the 
co urse o f a no rma l ski run. He 
must sta y a wa y fro m piers, 
swimming bea ches, sha llo w wa ­ 
ter a nd weed-cho ked a nd co ng ­ 
ested a rea s in o rder to insure 
the sa fety o f the skier, a s well 
a s the sa fety o f o thers. 
Respect fo r the rig hts o f o th­ 
ers is a sig n o f a co mpetent 
driv er. He sho uld g iv e bo a ts a 
wide berth a nd keep his dis­ 
ta nce fro m fishermen a nd skin- 
div ers.

GADGETS PLENTY 
PLEASE BOATMEN 


Most men like gadgets and the boat accessory manufacturers 
are more than happy to supply boatmen with every conceivable 
electronic device possible. 
Here’s a list, from the Outboard Boating Club of America, of some 
of the equipment available to the boater: 
Depth sounder: This instrument gauges the distance between thé 
boat and any destruction to the water’s bottom, a wreck or school of 
fish. This enables the fisherman to know just how far to drop his 
line. Selecting the right device depends on the depths of waters to be 
used, the size of the boat and budget and how you plan to use it. 
Prices start at $85 for a flasher which measures up to 100 feet to 
$1.000 for a recorder which features variable speed charts. 
intercom: Even if you don’t have one in your home, you can get 
one aboard your boat. You can get these as low as $100 for 
intercom, hailer, microphone, speaker and all the necessary 
hardware for installation. 
Marine alarms: Different units warn of engine over-heating, low 
oil pressure, gas fumes, bilge flooding, etc. Prices vary according to 
the “ sense” wanted. 
Radio Telephone: A unit for everyone. Some units include full 
service communications, such as megaphone, intercom, foghorn, 
and alarm as well as all transistor radio receiver. Or you can get 
VHF radiotelephones operated on 25-watt power; or a three-band 
radio for tuning in weather reports. 
Depth trollers: For those fishermen who don’t want to sit and wait 
for the fish to bite, this device lets you move bait to where they’re 
“ biting good.” 
Barometer. Measures the pressure exerted by the atmosphere — 
it gives the weather conditions. An aneroid barometer can be as 
small as a pocket watch, but for ease of reading and greater 
accuracy, something the size of a clock is better for the boatman 
^ ou don t have to spend vast sums of money to get adequate 
precision —pay what you would for a reliable clock. 
Radar: Some units are as small as a breadbox, but costs are a bit 
high. Radar is almost a necessity on larger boats at night or in fog. 
All these don’t include the normal range of gadgets boatmen 
want, such as tachometer, speedometer, fuel gauge, foghorn, etc. 
It you have lots of money, there’s no limit to how manv 
instruments you can get.

Around this time of year, 
many handymen are thinking 
about building their own boats. 
Some want to own a “ differ­ 
ent’ boat, one uniquely adapted 
to special purposes.

IF Y O U R objective is to save 
money, look before you leap. 
Modern mass boat production 
makes use of elaborate machin­ 
ery and material is purchased 
by the carload, if you build a 
boat, you'll pay retail prices for 
wood, hardware and paint — 
and it can add up. 


A small pram can contain $75 
worth of material bought at 
retail. You can buy an alumi­ 
num john boat for about the 
same price. 


Before deciding to build, shop 
the used boat market. You 
might find a suitable used craft 
that needs reconditioning, 
which you can buy and fix up 
with less expenditure of time, 
sweat and money. Its resale 
value could be higher, too. 


IF Y O U R plans do list mate­ 
rials, visit lumber and hard­ 
ware outlets to get prices and 
an idea of what the boat might 
cost. Allow for breakage, re­ 
working and incidentals when 
figuring out the total. 
Kit boats are not nearly as 
common as they once were. 
Kits enjoyed a spurt of popular­ 
ity some years ago when the 
boating boom began and there 
were not as many boat dealers.

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It's Easy 
To Catch 
Sailing 
F2 ver 


The world of sailing can be 
Jours for as little as the price 
of renting a sailboat on a small 
sheltered lake. 
But watch it — you might get 
hooked on this growing sport 
and buy a boat yourself. You’ll 
join the estimated 043,0(H) other 
people who sail. 
All sailboats have four basic 
parts in common — the hull, 
sails, centerboard (keeli and 
rudder. Sailboat hulls are de­ 
signed differently than motor­ 
boat hulls. They're designed to 
slip through the water and to 
resist the tipping effect of the 
wind, rather than to skim over 
the surface as a motorboat 
does. 


THE SAIL, of course, catches 
the wind to-move the boat. To 
prevent the boat from sliding 
sideways, all boats need a cen­ 
terboard or keel which also acts 
as a pivot when turning the 
boat. And the rudder steers the 
boat, often with a tiller. 
There’s a sailboat model to fit 
every purse and a sailing board 
or dinghy is perfect for the 
beginning sailor. Sailboat 
lengths range from 8 feet to 50 
feet. You can buy an eight-foot 
model to hold one or two people 
often for less than $500. Larger 
craft can cost $1,000 per foot! 
Daysailcrs are relatively sim­ 
ple to set up — most models 
have only one sail (the main­ 
sail), no winches and the rudder 
might even be removeable. 


SCHEDULED FOR early 1972 delivery is this new sailing craft from 
Fold-A-Bout of 100 Hegenberger Road, Oakland. !t is being built in 
12 and 14-foot lengths, constructed of marine aluminum. Its makers 
say it is the first folding sailboat to be constructed of that material. 


These boats are lightweight and 
portable (some can easily be 
lifted atop a car by one person). 
Models are also built for easy 
righting if capsized. 


DIAGRAMS, step-by-step pro­ 
cedures and photos in “ how-to" 
books will provide the novice 
sailor with the basics before he 
tries the boat in the water. 
Also, before venturing out. the 
boating rules of the road should 
be learned. A life jacket should 
be donned for the initial ven­ 
tures. 
After learning to rig your 
boat, learn to handle your boat 
in relation to the wind. This 


does take some practice. How­ 
ever, there are rewards — 
when you’ve learned how to sail 
with the wind (running), against 
the wind (tacking), and across 
the wind (reaching), you can 
graduate to a larger boat or a 
bigger body of water. 


A 16-foot sloop can comforta­ 
bly seat a family of four for a 
day of sailing. Or if you plan to 
weekend cruise, you can buy a 
sailboat with cabin, galley and 
head. Running lights are Coast 
Guard requirements for any 
night-time nagivation.

ONE OF the cardinal rules of 
the road for boatmen is that 
when two boats cross at right 
ongles, 
the boat approaching 
from the right, or starboard, 
side, has the right-of-way. The 
larger boat in the background 
here is respecting the right-of- 
way of the smoller bcx t crossing 
in front of him. 


Today’s boat instruments are 
remarkably dependable and ac­ 
curate. 
Nevertheless, some instru­ 
ment knowledge is useful to any 
boater. Being mechanical de­ 
vices, instruments cannot think 
for themselves. I'hey obey the 
laws of physics. 
Sometimes things happen 
that make it seem as if instru­ 
ments are wrong. Usually it 
turns out to be something that 
is happening outside the instru­ 
ment itself that is causing an 
erroneous reading. 
Boat speedometers are a 
good e.xample, say the boating 
experts at Mercury outboards. 
It you’re a good swimmer and 
have, done some diving, you’re 
aware of how water pressure 
increases the deeper you go. 


VVHE.N A BOAT is launched, 
its speedometer pressure pick­ 
up tube is placed several inches 
below the water’s surface. 
Slight pressure is built up in the 
flexible line that connects the 
tut)e to the speedometer. A 
g(X)d speedometer is sensitive 
enough for even this slight 
amount of pressure to affect it, 
and so it may read two or three 
miles an hour the moment the 
boat is launched. 


boat speedometer ip. 
slallalions include a "bleeder 
valve 
which can be opened 
momentarily after launchine to 
release unwanted pressure 
from the hne and make the 
needle go back to zero. 


At lower speeds, water flows 
around a boat differently than 
it does at high speed. Some­ 
times this affects water pres­ 
sure in Ihe vicinity of the pick­ 
up tubi* so thataccuracy is 
affected. At speeds under 10 
miles an hour even a quality 
speedometer can be thrown 
slightly off for this reason. 


A HULL’S K E E L strips and 
the motor’s lower unit disturb 
the water and push it aside at 
higher speeds. If a pick-up tube 
happens to be located on the 
tran.som where it can “ feel” 
some of this pressure, again its 
accuracy may be affected 


Install your pickup tube ac­ 
cording to directions which 
come with the instrument. 
Expectsome time-lag be­ 
tween opening the throttle and 
achieving full and steady read­ 
ing on the speedometer. Be­ 
cause of propeller slippage, 
boat acceleration lags slightly 
behind motor acceleration.

Recreational boating is rapid­ 
ly becoming the nation’s top 
family sport, and Marin is no 
exception. 


Because the county is sur­ 
rounded by water, and dotted 
with inlets and coves that are 
conducive to recreational boat­ 
ing, the percentage of Marin 
residents who will head for the 
water to sail, cruise, ski and 
fish at every opportunity proba­ 
bly ranks among the highest in 
the nation. 


During this 1971-72 fiscal 
year, the office of Marin County 
Assessor Bert Broemmel esti­ 
mates that the county has 5,380 
pleasure boats of all kinds, (not 
including boats in the inventory 
of dealers) with a market value 
of $17,445,000. During the 1970- 
71 fiscal year, Marin had an 
estimated 5,213 boats valued at 
$15,781,900. 


BOAT O W N ERSH IP in Marin 
runs about one craft per 12 
households. 


Assistant Assessor Herschel 
Johnson said that the number 
of boats has risen steadily dur­ 
ing the past 10 years hut com­ 
parable figures are not avail­ 
able because houseboats and 
store inventory were lumped 
together with privately owned 
pleasurecraft a decade ago. 


County records show that in 
1962-63 there were 5,291 boats in 
Marin County with a total mar­ 
ket value of $12,470,130. These 
figures included both house­ 
boats and dealer inventory. 
Marin boat dealers and ma­ 
rine suppliers foresee a boom in 
sales this year because of the 
mild weather and the general 
uptrend in economic conditions. 


Their annual year-end report 
says that boats and motors sold 
in 1971 tended to be bigger than, 
ever. The average length of 
outboard boats sold during the 
year was 15.6 feet compared 
with 15.4 feet the previous year. 
Outboard motors sold in 1971 
averaged 35.6 horsepower, com­ 
pared with 31 horsepower in 
1970. 
Other figures compiled in the 
year-end report show that an 
estimated 41,905.000 Americans 
went boating more than once or 
twice during 1971. The nation’s 
recreational fleet Js pegged at 
$8,981,000 boats of all types, 
more than double the total of 20 
years ago. 


OUTBOARD BOATS total 5,- 
31 a.000, followed by row'boats, 
canoes and dinghies estimated 
at 2,384,000. Sailboats and in­ 
board boats (including sailboats 
with auxiliary power) are about 
e.en. The national estimate is 
639,000 inboard boats as com­ 
pared with 643,000 sailboats.

That’s the jo y o f a new bo at 
. . . ev ery thing wo rks. 


Want to keep it that way ? It’s 
easy if y o u use co mmo n sense 
and spend a litle time and 
effo rt o n it. The Marine Serv ice 
C o m m ittee o f the N atio nal 
Assn. o f Engine and Bo at Man­ 
ufacturers, has co me up with 
so me o bserv atio ns and reco m ­ 
mendatio ns fo r no v ice and sea­ 
so ned sailo r alike. 


FIRST, AND mo st impo rtant, 
do n’t let the wo rk pile up. It’s 
awfully easy to co me in o ff a 
day o n the water and say that 
y o u’ll clean the bo at up to mo r­ 
ro w’, because y o u’re to o tired to 
do it right away . But the nex t 
thing y o u kno w it's two weeks 
later, y o u decide to go bo ating 
and y o ur bo at’s still a m ess 
fro m last time. If y o u take a 
few minutes at the end o f the 
^ 
day to wash her do wn, flush the 
en gin e, and put ev ery th in g 
ship-shape, y o u’ll be ready the 
nex t time y o u go o ut in spite o f 
unex pected relativ es. 


The secret o f keeping a bo at 
in pro ud co nditio n is to treat it 
like a member o f the fam ily . Be 
kind , to it and attend to its 
needs. If it’s dirty , wash it up. 
If it gets sick, see a specialist 
right away . When y o u leav e it 
alo ne fo r awhile, make sure it’s 
well attended and in go o d co n­ 
ditio n. 
Bo ats seem s to hav e 
d efin ite p erso n alities, and if 
y o u treat them nicely , they ’ll 
treat y o u well in return. 


There’s really no thing sadder 
than to see a o nce pro ud craft, 
neglected and dispirited, falling 
apart and bro ken. 


BOAT MAINTENANCE need 
no t be co stly , but if y o u let 
things go , o ne pro blem co m ­ 
po unds ano ther until y o u may 
be faced with majo r repairs. 
Mo dern 
materials 
hav e 
sub­ 
stantially reduced the need fo r 
repeated scraping and painting, 
and marine engines o perate re­ 
liably with v ery little care. But 
so me upkeep will be necessary 
to keep ev ery thing o perating 
perfectly and lo o king new. 


It’s a go o d fam ily pastim e, 
wo rking o n y o ur bo at. The chil­ 
dren, acco rding to age and abil­ 
ity , can be assigned v ario us 
tasks fo r which they will be 
respo nsible. Since a bo at is a 
fun. fam ily thing, the kids will 
take pride in do ing their part. 
I nless y o u are a co mpetent 
m echanic, tho ugh, leav e the en­ 
gine wo rk fo r the pro fessio nals. 


In sho rt, y o ur bo at will be as 
welco me o r as bo therso me as 
y o u permit it to be. But y o u ’ll 
find that y o u can keep it lo o k­ 
ing like new* with an am azingly 
sm all amo unt o f effo rt. This 
will pay o ff in many mo re 
enjo y able ho urs aflo at. It’ll pay 
o ff at resale tim e, to o .

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Fish Where The Sunlight Isn't Striking 
Look For 


Sun g lasses 
may 
bring co mfo rt to 
fishermen o n brig ht day s, but what can 
fish do abo ut brilliant lig ht? 


Unlike mamm als and birds, fish lack 
ey elids to clo se, and they certainly do n’t 
hav e sun g lasses. No r can they co ntract 
o r ex pand the irises o f their ey es to 
co mpensate fo r lig ht co nditio ns. 


rIhe fact that fish usually prefer shade 
is an indicatio n that direct sunlig ht bo th­ 
ers them. This helps ex plain why during 


summer, when the sun’s ray s strike 
water at a mo re direct ang le, the best 
fishing usually o ccurs in early mo rning , 
late ev ening s, o r at nig ht. 
Studies by fishing ex perts at Mercury 
o utbo ards indicate there is a relatio nship 
between the amo unt o f sunlig ht penetrat­ 
ing the water, and the way fish behav e. 
By understanding ho w fish react to sun­ 
lig ht, ang lers can chang e their metho ds 
to suit co nditio ns and hav e mo re success. 
Early in the y ear fish seek shade under 


do cks, 
bridg es, o v erhang ing banks, 
aro und larg e ro cks and in sim ilar places, 
all g enerally in shallo w water. As a 
lake’s water warms fish will mo v e deep­ 
er where sunlig ht is diffused. Ho w far 
do wn depends in part upo n o x y g en co n­ 
tent. Remember that bass scho o l in deep 
ho les during the ho ttest part o f day in 
summer. 


Ano ther facto r the Mercury fishing 
department fo und impo rtant in selecting 


where to fish 011 brig ht day s is the wind. 
Wav e-cho pped water breaks up the sun’s 
penetratio n, scattering and diffusing the 
brilliant lig h t. F ish , ev en m inno w s, 
cho o se tim es such as this to co m e nearer 
the surface. Clo udy , windy sum m er day s 
are o ften g o o d tim es to fish in shallo w 
water. 
Remember that when y o u seek relief 
fro m the sun, fish are pro bably do ing the 
sam e thing . Lo o k fo r them where the 
sun’s lig ht can’t reach. 


Fishing is g reat fam ily fun. 
Ev ery o ne, fro m adult to the 
sm a llest y o u n g ster who can 
ho ld a ro d o r cane po le, can g et 
in 
o n 
the actio n 
and enjo y 
who leso me o utdo o r spo rt. And 
children, eso pcially , like to fish 
fo r this is o ne fo rm o f recrea­ 
tio n where they can be indiv idu­ 
als, participating 011 the same 
lev el as adults. 
But hat abo ut the family 
that hasn't y et disco v ered the 
enjo y ment ang ling o ffers? Ho w 
can they learn abo ut fishing , 
and the ty pes o f equipment best 
suited to their desires? 


TO BEGIN, IT’S best to o b­ 
tain so me help. This can be 
fro m a friend who fishes, o r it 
can be in the fo rm o f bo o ks, 
fishing interest m ag azines, and 
pamphlets av ailable fro m fish­ 
ing tackle manufacturers. Mo st 
established firms publish mate­ 
rials to aid the no v ice ang ler; 
sim ply write and ask fo r help. 
The nex t step is to g o fishing , 
and the Mercury o utbo ard an­ 
g ling ex perts sug g est that care­ 
ful co nsideratio n be g iv en to 
this impo rtant mo v e. 
If y o u 
cho o se a place and tim e when 
fishing is po o r, it’s po ssible to 
end the fam ily ’s interest at 
o nce. 
Unco mfo rtable 
weather 
and insects that g et mo re bites 
than y o u do spo il the fun. 
Plan the first fishing trip fo r 
a tim e when pro spects are g o o d 
(ask lo cal ang lers) and the 
weather is ag reeable. 


OBTAIN SIMPLE fishing tac­ 
kle initially , and learn what 
ty pes o f g ear y o u like the best. 
With ex perience y o u’ll find that 
o ne o r two metho ds o f ang ling 
suit y o u best, and then is the 
tim e to buy quality tackle. 
Vary y o ur fam ily ’s fishing 
ex p erien ces. V isit la k e s and 
stream s; try fly fishing , bait 
casting and spinning . Ex peri­ 
ment with o ther metho ds such 
as limb-lining and tro t lines. 
Seine so me bait and spend a 
nig ht ang ling fo r catfish. 
A g o o d w ay to keep fishing 
interest hig h during winter is to 
m ake y o ur o wn lures and ro ds. 
Kits are av ailable fro m a num­ 
ber o f so urces, and this is an 
ex cellent w ay to add to y o ur 
kno wledg e o f the spo rt.

He is Walter R. Co sdo n o f 
Burbank, Calif., new chief co m ­ 
mander o f the USPS, who se 40 7 
squadro ns stretch fro m Bo sto n 
to Okinawa and bo ast a m em ­ 
bership o f clo se to 8 3 ,0 0 0 recre­ 
atio nal bo atmen. 


As chief co mmander o f the 
5 8 -y ear-o ld no npro fit, no n-g o v ­ 
ernment US PS, it is o ne o f 
( o sdo n’s many cho res to see 
that the o rg an izatio n ’s new 
fr e e -o f-c h a r g e 
in str u c tio n 
co urse in safety aflo at attracts 
as many beg inning bo atmen as 
po ssible. 


The basic co urse was rev ised

‘‘In o ther wo rds, it’s an all­ 
purpo se pro g ram and then to 
that we hav e added m aterial 
fo r bo at trailering , including 
ev en care and use o f the trailer 
itself.”

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Tips For Buying A Fiberglass Boat 


By STAN DAVIES 
Do you know what to look for 
in buying a fiberglass boat to 
be sure of getting your money’ s 
worth? 
From the letters I have re­ 
ceived I feel that many would- 
be boat buyers are quite daz­ 
zled 
and 
bewildered 
by those 
gleaming plastic hulls. 
First 
. . . 
all 
the materials 
which 
go 
into a fiberglass or 
reinforced plastic boat (whatev­ 


er you want to call them) are in 
many 
respects similar. 
The 
glass fiber is made by only a 
couple of firms and each prod­ 
uct is very similar. A dozen or 
so chemical firms which supply 
the 
plastic 
bonding 
material, 
polyester resin, are in furious 
competition, 
but 
their 
polyes­ 
ters are practically the same. 


SINCE THE raw materials of 
plastic boats are so similar the

only real differences can be in 
design and workmanship. Apart 
from the design which includes 
such 
things 
as shape, length, 
beam, flare, sheer, etc. . plastic 
boats fall into two classes of 
construction. 


One type employs a combina­ 
tion of non-woven glass fibers 
in its two forms . . . chopped or 
mat . . . together with woven 
glass 
fabric. 
The 
other 
type 
uses non-woven materials only. 
Remember, a reinforced plas 
tic boat is much like reinforced 
concrete. The glass fibers are 
like the reinforcing steel rods, 
but 
it 
is 
the 
polyester 
resin 
which 
is 
the 
cement 
. . . 
the 
actual building material of the 
boat. 


MOST TYPES of construction 
give satisfactory results when 
properly made, 
but there are 
some basic differences in the 
finished product. 
Boats which 
use the woven material as part 
of 
the 
reinforcing 
frequently 
have the familiar basket weave 
pattern in the laminate. They 
are definitely stronger for equal 
thickness than the ones using 
non-woven materials only. 
Now 
before you 
buy, 
these 


are 
some 
of 
the 
things 
to 
check: Sloppy workmanship, 
rough 
edges 
which 
could 
cut 
your hands in an emergency, 
unfastened parts, scratches, 
patches and repairs. 


H ERE ARE a few questions I 
have been asked by people who 
have 
wondered 
about 
rein­ 
forced plastic boats: 
Q. There is a strong aromatic 
odor under the forward deck of 
my fiberglass boat. What is it? 
A. This is likely an indication 
that the resin is not cured or 
hardened properly. However, 
time will probably take care of 
it and if the weakness does not 
show up 
in some 
other way, 
don’ t worry about it. 


Q. I was looking at a boat in a 
showroom 
and some areas in 
the hull seem to have different 
light 
reflecting qualities. 
A 
faint pattern showed 
in some 
places. What does that mean? 
A. 
It 
could 
mean 
that 
the 
pattern of the fiberglass mat is 
showing through 
the gel 
coat 
merely indicating a sloppy job. 
On 
the 
other 
hand, 
it 
could 
mean that there are areas in 
the hull where the ratio of glass 
particles to resin is off. Resin- 


starved areas are usually weak 
spots. Be sure to have an ex­ 
pert to look at it before you buy 
this boat. 


Q. I am thinking of buying a 
new plastic boat and there ap­ 
pears to be no bracing in it. 
Should there be? 


A. 
Perhaps 
the 
bracing 
is 
molded 
right 
into 
the hull. 
Curves for instance provide 
their 
own 
bracing. 
The 
most 
important area to check is the 
transom. Is it solid'. ’ 
In large 
boats 
there 
should 
be 
knees 
between 
transom 
and 
keel. 
However, in smaller boats the 
bracing is often merely a thick­ 
ening of the fiberglass and res­ 
in material where the transom 
joins the sides and bottom. Feel 
it yourself and see if you can 
twist or turn the transom. 


Q. How do you fasten a cleat 
or other piece of hardware to a 
slick fiberglass hull? 
A. There are two ways. You 
can drill holes and use through 
bolts with a hardwood backing 
block. Or you can laminate the 
cleat mounted on a small block 
right 
into the hull 
itself with 
fiberglass cloth and resin.

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Float Plan 


Is Wise 
Precaution 


Planning a long cruise for the 
»lay, week, or longer? 
T he Coast Guard urges the 
boatman who plans to be on the 
water for any long period to file 
a "float plan,” just like a pilot 
preparing for a cross-country 
flight files a flight plan with the 
Federal Aviation Administra­ 
tion. 
All that’s involved in filing 
such a f l o a t plan is to give 
someone ashore a schedule of 
the events p l a n n e d for the 
cruise, telling when and where 
the trip will start, the approxi­ 
mate route, and the time and 
place of return. If the boatman 
fails to return within a reasona­ 
ble time after his planned re­ 
turn, the person holding the 
float plan can notify authorities 
and a search can be started. 
T he complete float plan re­ 
commended by the Coast Guard 
includes the following informa­ 
tion: 
Name and phone number of 
person reporting. 
Description of the boat, in­ 
cluding color and registration 
number. 
Names, ages, addresses and 
phone numbers of people on 
board. 
Survival equipment on board 
such as life jackets, signals, 
food, water. 
Radio type and frequencies. 
T rip schedule, including de­ 
parture time, place of depar­ 
ture, destination, and estimated 
time of arrival. 
If the skipper changes his 
plans, he should notify the per­ 
son with whom he left the float 
plan, so that a needless alarm 
isn't sounded. 


Needed: M ore 
Boating Ramps 


T he continued growth of boat­ 
ing, especially in boats that can 
be trailered and launched away 
from home port, is creating a 
demand for launching ramps, 
both public and private. 


Back in the early 1950s, the 
big shortage was in marinas. 
T his was met by a concerted 
effort «»11 the part of the Nation­ 
al Assn. of Engine and Boat 
Manufacturers to promote the 
design and construction of 
waterfront basins and facilities. 
In the 20 years since then, 
marinas have sprouted through­ 
out the country, some of them 
capable of berthing up to 2,000 
or 3,000 boats. 


Launching ramps are simple 
to build compared to the com­ 
plicated work that must go into 
a marina. 
A typical double 
ramp needs only about 50 feet 
of waterfront. 


Boat Safety 
In State Is 
Improved 


A California Department of 
Navigation and Ocean Develop­ 
ment 1071 boating accident sta­ 
tistical summary show-s a slight 
improvement in the state’s 
boating safety picture. 
T here were totals of 118 fatal­ 
ities and 694 accidents, of which 
396 were results of collision. 
T he summary indicates that 
the main cause of boating mis­ 
haps was human error. Equip­ 
ment failure and hazardous sea 
conditions contributed a small­ 
er share. 
T he type of accident responsi­ 
ble for the highest loss of life, 
57, was boat capsizing. Colli­ 
sions killed 13 and injured an­ 
other 87. Most of the 233 colli­ 
sions were directly related to 
boat operators ignoring the 
right of way, failing to maintain 
a proper lookout, or traveling 
too iast for existing conditions. 
Fires and explosions aboard 
boats continued as the greatest 
cause of property damage. 
Director John Bennett said 
that total fatalities had in­ 
creased by only one over 1970. 
"When the increase of 44,000 
boats in 1971 is compared with 
an increase of only one fatality, 
we must view this as an im­ 
provement in the overall safety 
picture. Hwever, no one should 
be satisfied until these figures 
decline substantially.” 
Bennett also noted that total 
property damage was down by 
$811,886.

Picnics Part O f Boating Fun 


Do you often get hungry or 
thirsty when out on your small 
boat? 
Well, it’s no surprise since 
the combination of the outdoor 
air, the water and a little bit of 
sunshine usually lead to a big­ 
ger and better appetite. 
The Evinrude News Service 
suggests you plan on having a 
meal on board during your next 
outing, but it should be kept 
simple. A serving of cold cuts, 
salads and fruit, kept fresh in 
aluminum foil or plastic con­ 
tainer, is the best bet to keep­ 
ing the meal and entire outing 
enjoyable. 


AS FOR DRINKS, iced tea 
and fruit juices make ideal hot 
weather beverages. With these 
drinks in a portable cooler, they 
can be kept chilled during even 
the hottest of days. 
Breads, cakes and cookies 
may be placed in the coolers 
also, but only after they have 
been placed in a watertight 
container. Be sure to keep these 
foods away from the sun. Stor­ 
age under the gunwale or in 
any shaded area is the best bet. 
As for the meal itself, place it 
on a card table if your boat has 
an open cockpit with ample 
space. You’ll probably find it 
advisable to seek a protected 
cove or sheltered anchorage 
when you’re about to eat. In 
addition, unless the boat is anc­ 
hored down, it will remain in 
constant motion, and little sta­ 
bility could be achieved. 
A second anchor, thi« one tied 
from the stern, will keep the 
boat from swinging in the wind 
or current. 


LOOKOUTS ON board are 
highly discouraged because of 
the fire hazard. If cooking is 
necessary, however, take a few 
simple precautions. Place the 
cooker as far away from the 
engine compartment as possi­ 
ble, and keep the immediate 
area clean. Be equally careful 
with stored gasoline. 
Cookouts are ideal, though, 
for shore picnics. A simple 
meal wfith food to grill will 
probably please the family. 


Equipment such as a portable 
grill, charcoal, blankets, and 
paper cups, plates and eating 
utensils can be easily transport­ 
ed aboard your boat and 
.brought ashore. 
Whether eating on board or 
ashore, be certain to leave the 
area clean when you’re fin­ 


ished. Don't be a Jitterbug. Put 
your refuse in bags or boxes 
and properly dispose of them. 


Be sure that any fires left 
after grilling are completely 
doused before leaving. The 
same should be done with hot 
coals.

Since 
Acapulco is the only seaside 
resort in the world that can 
guarantee 1160 days of perfect 
w eather and sunshine every 
year, thousands of Americans

C a n a d ia n s 
p e r siste d 
through the m assive legal red 
tape to acquire their own little 
piece of “ Paradise.” 


BUT SINCE mid-197 1 Mexico 
has made it simple and legal 
for you to buy a lot, a villa or a 
condominium apartment, and 
you will receive title almost as 
if you were a Mexican citizen. 
The purpose in liberalizing the 
law was to attract more foreign 
capital to accelerate the indus­ 
trial and tourist development of 
Mexico and already the results 
are beginnng to show. Real 
estate offices, such as the one 
in the Acapulco Hilton Hotel, 
are booming with A m erican 
and Canadians with checks in 
hand to buy property . . 
especially income properties 
such as efficiency apartments 
in 
the 
new 
condominium 
Apart hotels' which the owner 
can occupy free when he wants 
to vacation in Acapulco and are 
maintained and rented for him 
at ail other times. 


Two examples are the El 
Matador Hotel & Racquet Gub 
which recently opened and the 
new International Turtle Club, 
under construction.

HAS NOTHING TO DO WITH DENTISTRY 


Cost Is Up, But Travel Is Still A Bargain 


By MURRAY J. BROWN 
The American tourist will generally have 
to pay slightly more than last year because 
of the devaluation of tha U.S. dollar but 
travel abroad can still be a bargain. 


So says a man who snould know — 
Stephen S. Halsey, senior vice president and 
general m anager of the travel division of 
American Express. 


“ Dollar devaluation makes it a bit more 
expensive to travel outside the United 
States,” he said, “ but on the basis of what 
the dollar still buys overseas compared to 
what it buys here, the average American 
still has the best of it.” 
Halsey said that the loss in the purchasing 
power of the dollar “ while it fluctuates from 
country to country, is still fairly modest.” 


AS AN EXAM PLE, he cited the British 
pound. Before the international monetary 
crisis last year, the pound was pegged at 
about $2.40 . Now Americans are paying 
about $2 6 0 , or roughly 8.5 per cent more. 
“ Generally, however, an American can 
buy more in Britain for a pound than he can 
in the United States for his .$2.6 0 ,” Halsey 
said. “ To compound our advantage, Ameri­ 
can wage scales make the $2.6 0 — or the 
pound — easier to come by.” 
He said the sam e holds true in other 


countries whose currencies have been reval­ 
ued in relation to the dollar, such as France, 
West Germany, Japan among others. 
As for getting there, Halsey noted that 
major international airlines had agreed to 
substantial fare reductions on the trans- 
Atlantic routes in 107 2 before the currency 
crisis. 
“ But the effects of dollar devaluation are 
wiping out many of the intended savings,” 
he said. “ To compensate, the International 
Air Transport Association has agreed to a 3 
to 7 per cent increase on the new ticket 
prices, depending on destination.” 


AS A RESULT, he said, Americans will 
end up paying about the sam e — or slightly 
more — than last year for most round trip 
tickets. 
There 
are some exceptions, he 
noted, including most 22-to-45 day “ excur­ 
sions.” For instance, you can fly New York- 
London roundtrip for $3 13 , or about $19 less 
than last summer. 
A seasoned traveler himself, Halsey consi­ 
ders bargain hunting to be part of the fun of 
the game. Here are some suggestions he 
passed along: 
Consider visiting countries where the dol­ 
lar devaluation has had little or no effects 
on travel costs. Austria, Greece, Portugal, 
Spain and Yugoslavia are among countries 
still rated as “ good buys” by travel profes­ 


sionals. Also Mexico and much of South 
America where the dollar’s value has not 
changed. 


Remember that hotel accommodations, 
transportation, etc. usually cost less and are 
more readily available in the so-called off­ 
season months. For example, Paris in the 
spring, London in the fall, the Caribbean in 
the summer, and Scandinavia in the winter. 


Check on packaged tours. Wholesale and 
retail tour operators offer thousands of 
economical all-inclusive package deals for 
groups and individual travelers designed to 
fit most travel budgets. 


In connection with packaged tours, Halsey 
said, American Express, will hold the line 
on previously-published 197 2 prices for the 
land portions even though they are based on 
the pre-devalued dollar. Air fares will have 
to comply with IATA schedules. 


“THIS YEAR’S tours were planned early 
in 197 1 and bulk contracts for hotel space, 
local sightseeing, restaurants and other 
features were drawn in 197 1 before the 
dollar devaluation,” he said. “ But American 
Express has always held to published prices 
which means we will stick to prices shown 
in our Europe tours book for 197 2.” 
Some major operators and hotel chains 
already are passing along the difference.

spectiv e. But he cites chapter 
and

tha t‘‘the 
o bsessio n with the nega tiv e" by 
the latter has beco me greater 
during the Nix o n administha- 
tio n. 
This results, cla im s Keo gh, 
fro m o v erw h elm in g "libera l-

It s no t a co ncern a bo ut ex cessiv e blo o d a nd g o re, ho wev er. So v iet 
telev isio n is tig htly co ntro lled by the sta te, a nd ex cept ifo r the 
stea dy diet o f wa r films. Russia ns see little v io lence. Sex likewise is 
kept within chaste bo unds. 
But ev en thou g h Sov iet pro g ra ms a re sa tura ted with educa tio na l 
and cu ltu ral them es, alarm s a re being so unded tha t telev isio n ha s a 
harm fu l influ ence o n a child's upbring ing , distra cting him fro m his 
stu dies and g rou p activ ities. 
Sov iet stu dies show that ma ny y o ung sters ha v e less interest in 
reading books 
and that telev ision 
o ften interferes with their 
homework. 
Among addicted children there is 
a g ro wing tendency to wa tch 
sports ev ents on telev ision and to 
pa rticipa te less in o utdo o r g a mes 
with their peers. Su ch v iew ers also do few er cho res in the ho me a nd 
are relu ctant to take part in You ng Pio neer a nd Ko mso mo l 
activ ities in the school. 
These g eneral finding s are reported 
in a Pra v da a rticle by 
v alentin V. Ksenofontov , a senior 
resea rcher in the U.S.S.R. 
Academ y of 
Pedag og ical 
Sciences. 
The a rticle sug g ests tha t 
telev ision raises all sorts of problem s 
a nd co nflicts in So v iet 
fam ilies, .50 per cent of whom now’ own 
a TV set. 
It also indicates that som e R u ssians u se telev isio n to keep their 
children o ff the streets and are no t a lwa y s sa tisfied with the qua lity 
o f prog ram s. 
” 1 sav ed m y m oney ,” the a rticle quo tes o ne mo ther a s writing , 
"and bo ug ht a telev isio n set especia lly so tha t while I’m a t wo rk my 
so n wo uld no t po intlessly cha se a fo o tba ll o utdo o rs a ll da y —a nd 
with ba d children a t tha t —a nd wo uld a cquire so me sense. But there 
a re few pro g ra ms fo r him a nd mo st o f them a re uninteresting .” 
Kseno fo nto v sa y s tha t scho la rs ha v e no t y et tho ro ug hly re­ 
sea rched the effects f telev isio n. But the neg a tiv e influences no ted 
so fa r a re due no t so much to the co ntent o f pro g ra ms (which 
no netheless co uld be impro v ed) a s to the fa ct tha t children v iew TV 
indiscrimina tely . 
Pa rents, he feels, a re to bla me fo r the la ck o f discipline o n this 
questio n. 
The peda g o g ue is a g a inst telling a child wha t pro g ra ms he ma y 
a nd ma y no t see, fo r this simply a ro uses o ppo sitio n. Ra ther, he 
a dv ises pa rents to pla n telev isio n v iewing a lo ng with a wjio le ra ng e 
o f duties a nd a ctiv ities in the ho me. 
Since wo rk is the prime duty o f ma n. he a rg ues, the child sho uld 
be ma de to feel tha t his studies a re impo rta nt to the entire fa mily . 
Simila rly , he sho uld pa rticipa te in discussio n o f his pa rents’ jo b 
pro b.ems so tha t there is mutua l understa nding . 
“ It is clea r tha t when pa rents respect the w’o rk o f their child, he 
will a s a rule no t be co nfro nted with the dilemma o f whether to 
study o r to wa tch telev isio n,” writes the a utho r. “ The mo st 
impo rta nt thing will be his studies, his civ ic duty ” 
Kseno fo nto v a lso fa v o rs fa milies wo rking o ut to g ether ho w thev 
will div ide their time a s between ho useho ld cho res, public duties 
a nd enterta inment a nd po sting mo nthly a nd weekly 
schedu les He 
a lso sug g ests they select pro g ra ms tha t suit a child’s interest a nd 
stimula te his crea tiv ity . 
Such a n a ppro a ch, he co ncludes, will sa v e children fro m “ fa lling 
ca ptiv e to the telev isio n set.”

12th Southern Capital 
Falls To N. Viet Units 


Grip Also Tighter 
Around Quang Tri 


SAIGON (UPI) — North Vietnamese forces 
concluded the first month of their offensive today 
by overrunning a district capital on South Viet­ 
nam ’s central coast and tightening their grip on 
the provincial capitals of Quang Tri and An Loc. 


Auctioned 


Yacht Burns 


On Bay Trip 


Less than an hour after it was 
auctioned in Sausalito for $40,- 
000, the 92-foot yacht Princess 
Mary was heavily damaged by 
fire yesterday near Alcatraz 
Island. 
None of the six persons 
aboard was injured and all 
were removed by a passing 
ferry and a Coast Guard cutter. 
After battling the blaze for 
three hours, the Coast Guard 
towed the damaged 53-year-old 
yacht to the Alameda Yacht 
Harbor. 
John Maddex, an automobile 
dealer from Piedmont, had just 
purchased the boat from the 
Internal Revenue Service. It 
was auctioned by IRS to cover 
a tax lien against the craft’s 
former owners, Guy O. and 
Beverly Foss of Seattle. 
Mddex, who had outbid about 
a dozen prospective buyers, 
watched his yacht burn from 
the deck of a nearby Coast 
Guard cutter. Five friends were 
with him on the voyage when 
the fire broke out about 4 p.m. 
“I’ve had boats for 20 years,” 
he said. “It’s not the nicest boat 
I’ve ever had, but it was the 
most classic. I was going to use 
it opening day of the yachting 
season.” 
According to Maddex, the fire 
began in the exhaust system 
and spread to the exhaust 
pipes.

Helicopters 


(Editors: The information 
from which the following sto­ 
ry was written was obtained 
by UPI in an interview with a 
freelance 
reporter-photogra- 
pher w ho went into An Loc by 
helicopter today. 
The helicopter he came out 
on was shot down. He was 
rescued uninjured. He agreed 
to be interviewed by UPI on 
the condition that his identity 
not be revealed.) 


AN LOC, Vietnam (UPI)— 
The lead helicopter swooped 
down for the landing pad at the 
south end of town, still held by 
South Vietnamese forces but 
under intense Communist fire. 
Just before it was hit by 
antiaircraft fire, the pilots and 
eight tense South Vietnamese 
infantrymen spotted the 200 sol­ 
diers, many of them wounded, 
crowding the edge of the pad. 
Standing, and on bended 
knees, they clasped their hands 
in front of them, begging the 
pilot to land and carry them out 
of An Loc. 
To call An Loc “the battered 
provincial capital, 60 miles 
north of Saigon” is the under­ 
statement of the war. To its 
besieged defenders, holding the 
city on direct orders from Pres­ 
ident Nguyen Van Thieu, it is 
quite simply hell. 
The Communists control all 
of the northern half of the town 
—or w hat re m a in s a fte r 
hundreds of air strikes—part of 
the southern half and most of 
the surrounding rubber planta­ 
tion. 
South Vietnamese troops con­ 
trol two small military com­ 
pounds and the ground they 
stand on atop a few rolling hills 
overlooking An Loc. 
Both sides claim their flag 
flies over An Loc and both are 
right. 
Since April 7, the South Viet­ 
namese have held their tiny 
plot of ground on An Loc’s 
southern edge against tank, hu­ 
man wave and shelling as­ 
saults. 
The troops have been unable 
to get out. Reinforcements are 
landed miles away and some­ 
times fight their way through to 
the town to take the places of

U. S. Air Force and Marine 
F4 Phantom jets struck Com­ 
munist positions around Quang 
Tri. 18 miles south of the De­ 
militarized Zone (DMZ), during 
the day but heavy ground fire 
prevented helicopters from 
landing at the city. 
UPI reporter Edward Bas­ 
sett, reporting from Qui Nhon, 
250 miles north of Saigon, said 
Bung Son was defended by a 
battalion of regional militiamen 
—about 500 men—and were at­ 
tacked by two battalions of 
North Vietnamese regulars, 1,- 
000 to 1,200 men. 
At Bong Son, five South Viet­ 
namese soldiers jumped aboard 
a U.S. helicopter that had come 
to pick up a wounded American 
adviser. The pilot took off with 
the five men aboard, but was 
ordered to drop them off at the 
South Vietnamese base at Phu 
Cat. There, the soldiers were 
placed under arrest.

Wallace: New Spoiling Role?

WASHINGTON — Senator 
Edmund S. Muskie is now out 
of contention in the primaries. 
But his withdrawal does little to 
change what already was shap­ 
ing up as primarily a two-man, 
Humphrey-M cGovern battle, 
with George W'allace providing 
a certain amount of harassing 
action. 
In fact, Muskie already had 
receded from the scene before 
he admitted it formally. 
In a new assessment of key 
primary states — from Monitor 
writers stationed there — it 
comes through vividly that Wal­ 
lace could well do some more 
spoiling in the very near future. 
W allace, who helped send 
Muskie on the decline in Flori­ 
da. Wisconsin, and Pennsylvan­ 
ia, seems set to give Sen. Hu­ 
bert Humphrey all kinds of 
trouble in Indiana, West Virgin­ 
ia, Michigan, Nebraska. 
And in North Carolina, Wal­ 
lace is running neck and neck 
with former Gov. Terry San­ 
ford, seen by some to be a 
stand-in for Humphrey. 
Sen. George McGovern, too, 


might be hurt by Wallace, in 
Nebraska and Michigan. 


But up to now the Wallace 
damage has been mainly to the 
more conservative or centrist 
candidate. 


Thus Humphrey, who has tak­ 
en the center position previous­ 
ly occupied by Muskie, stands 
to be the more likely loser from 
strong Wallace performances. 


All this, it appears, means 
that McGovern has the easier 
road between now and the final 
big primaries in Oregon, Cali­ 
fornia and New York. 
And in two of these — Oregon 
and New York — Monitor writ­ 
ers see McGovern already in 
the lead. In California Hubert 
Humphrey is given the current 
edge, but McGovern appears to 
be coming up fast. 
All this m eans, too, that 
McGovern, as of now, seems to 
have the best chance of going

into the convention with the 
most delegates. 
However, should Humphrey 
be able to overcome Wallace —

Humphrey does appear to be 
off to a good start. Ohio, as of

Lindsay, in a letter to the U.S. 
Im m igration and N aturalization 
Service, asked that the Lennons be 
allowed to remain in this country 
and be granted resident status in

]yje w York. 


A deportation 
hearing for the 
Lennons is scheduled for Tuesday. Lennon, a 
British subject, is unable to renew his visa 
because of the conviction four years ago. But he 
said Friday the government’s action stems from 
his anti-Vietnam war stands. 
Lindsay said it was “very much in the public 
interest" for the Lennons to be allowed to remain 
in New York. The mayor added that the deporta­ 
tion attempt is “a grave injustice” and “cruel 
treatment.” 
In a Friday news conference in Washington, 
Lennon said he wanted to remain in New York. 
“We love it,” he said. His wife chimed in: “We 
feel we’re being kicked out of our town.” 
Miss Ono said that if they are deported she will 
lose custody of her 8-year-old daughter by anoth­ 
er marriage. Last month a Houston court granted 
custody of the child to the Lennons provided they 
raise the her in the United States.

The astronauts were to leave 
the prime recovery ship USS 
T ic o n d e ro g a by h e lic o p te r 
about noon today EST for Hono­ 
lulu where they and part of the 
245 pounds of rock samples 
collected during m an’s only 
scheduled visit to the moon’s 
mysterious highlands are trans­ 
ferred to a C141 Air Force jet 
tra n sp o rt for the retu rn to 
Houston. 
The space pilots, the next-to- 
last Apollo moon flight crew, 
were scheduled to arrive at 
Ellington Air Force Base on the 
edge of the Manned Spacecraft 
Center about 9:45 p.m. EST. 


ROCKS FLIGHT 
Another portion of the rocks 
which scientists think may con­ 
tain traces of the original lunar 
crust and give them leads to 
the formation of both the Earth 
and the moon will arrive at the 
space center about 4:30 p.m. 
EST today aboard a separate 
aircraft. 
The astronauts returned from 
an 11-day mission in apparently 
better physical shape than any 
past team of lunar explorers, 
Dr. Charles Berry, the space 
agency’s medical director, said 
Friday in Houston. 
Young, Mattingly and Duke 
splashed down almost precisely 
on target 1,519 miles south of 
Hawaii Thursday and Young 
said the recovery operation was 
“ super.” 


MEDICAL TESTS 
The astronauts underwent ex­ 
tensive medical tests and had 
to skip the traditional Navy 
feast for returning spacemen 
because doctors want to keep 
their diet sim ilar to the food 
they ate in space until the 
medical tests are completed. 
The astronauts were having 
less difficulty in readjusting to 
the gravity of earth than the 
Apollo 15 crew did last sum­ 
m er. Their only apparent post- 
flight medical problems came 
from skin irrita tio n s w here 
medical sensors were attached 
during the mission and a minor 
plugging of Young’s ears during 
re-entry.

The doctor said six quarts of 
fresh, undiseased blood was 
then pumped back into the pa­ 
tient. The use of the saline 
solution also allowed the liver 
to regenerate enough to resume 
its blood filtering job, doctors 
said. 
The surgeons described the 
procedure as a relatively sim­ 
ple technique but that it had not 
been used before because there 
had been little laboratory expe­ 
rience with it and that it was 
still experimental. The proce­ 
dure takes about 15 minutes in 
its entirety, doctors said. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (U P D -

Sgt. Tors Olson lay on a surgi­ 
cal table without a heartbeat 
and without a drop of blood in 
his body. 
Y esterday the 20-year-old

through his body. 
“ I feel pretty good now,” 
Olson said. “ I feel thankful to 
the Lord and closer to God.” 
According to Air Force doc­ 
tors, Olson is the first person to 
have undergone successfully 
“ total body perfusion” —total 
replacement of a patient’s dis­ 
eased blood with fresh donor 
blood after washing out his er 
w circulatory system w ith a 
cleansing solution. 
The 
procedure 
was 
p er­ 
form ed at W ilford Hall Air 
Force Medical Center in San 
Antonio March 31 under a sur­ 
gical team headed by Dr. (Col.) 
Gerald Klebanoff. Klebanoff de­ 
scribed the total exchange of 
blood as a “last ditch” effort to 
save the sergeant’s life. 
In the procedure he used, all 
the blood is removed and re­ 
placed by a saline solution 
which washes the blood vessels 
clean after eight to 10 minutes 
in what Klebanoff called “sus­ 
pended an im atio n ” —w ithout 
any blood and with the heart 
stopped completely. 
Olson had lapsed into a deep 
hepatitis-induced coma several 
days prior to the operation. He 
underw ent the operation 
o p 
Good Friday and on E aster 
Sunday he was awake and rela­ 
tively clearheaded. 
“ I recognized my mother and 
father and I sang a couple of 
hym ns,” he said. 
Dr. David Langdon, chief of 
the gastro-enterology section at 
the medical center, said the 
procedure used on Olson was 
applicable in cases of “dire 
liver coma of a great variety of 
cases.”

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - An 
elderly transient who said the 
killing of a Los Angeles police 
officer 45 years ago has “ haunt­ 
ed” him ever since was convict­ 
ed of first degree m urder yes­ 
terday.

The new $4 million Sears Roebuck department 
store and automotive center is rapidly taking 
• xt6 ?H 
10 acres of °Pen sPace available 
at Northgate Shopping Center, with opening date 
set for early fall, possibly September. 
‘It will be larger than the Geary Street store in 
£an Francisco anc* one of the largest on the 
Pacific Coast,” said Philo K. Holland Jr., public 
relations director for Sears.

Nonhgfte wij| have a gross floor area 
of 225,000 square feet, including a separate auto-

car s^a^s and a gasoline 
island. This is considerably larger than the 188.868 
square feet in the Sears store on Geary Street in 
San Francisco. 
The Geary store has 740 parking spaces to 700 
for Northgate Sears. However, this is not a fair 
comparison, Holland explained, because the 
Northgate Shopping Center will have a total of 
3,023 stalls including the Sears area. Total parking 
capacity is therefore much bigger than at the 
Geary Street store. 
Unlike most of the other Sears stores, which 
have flat walls and the square look, the Northgate 
Sears building has been designed with angled 
walls and indentations to break up the massive 
brick wall with ceramic tile trim. The roof will be 
of concrete tile. 
The main building will have two stories and a 
basement. To the east (near Los Ranchitos Road) 
will be the automotive center and the gasoline 
island. To the west will be another building for 
seasonal sales of items like garden and nursery 
supplies. 
M and T Inc., of San Francisco, owners of the 
45-acre Northgate Shopping Center, leased the last 
10 acres at the south end of the Mall to Sears 
Roebuck. Sears is putting up its own buildings. 
General contractor is Williams and Burrows of 
Belmont, and the architects are Parkin Archi­ 
tects, Engineers, and Planners of Los Angeles. 
Project engineers are Simpson, Stratta and Asso­ 
ciates of San Francisco. Construction, which 
started last June, is on schedule and is about 70 
per cent complete. 
Sears’ first retail outlet into Marin County is 
expected to draw other smaller retail shops into 
The Mall at Northgate. In the past few months, 
about ten new shops have leased space in two new 
buildings that are under construction between the 
Sears buildings and the former City of Paris 
building. 
The Mall, which includes the Emporium, Roos- 
Atkins and about 40 other stores, has gross sales 
of about $20 million annually. This is expected to 
increase by at least another 50 per cent when 
Sears and the other stores open up this fall.

So at the second trick you 
should lead a heart to the ace 
and then play another heart, 
conceding a trick to the king.

“ Milwaukee is tougher all- 
around but New York poses 
more problems in plotting strat­ 
egy.” 
A fill-in for the ailing Willis 
Reed, the 6-foot-8 Lucas fires in 
25-foot range bombs with am az­ 
ing accuracy. He was shooting 
50 per cent from the floor going 
into the Lakers-Knicks’ series 
and had 26 points on 13 of 21 in 
the opener. 


‘LUCAS TOUGHER’ 
“I don’t want to take any­ 
thing away from Willis,” Shar­ 
man continued, “but when Lu­ 
cas is hitting, he’s tougher for 
us than Reed.”

Jerry Johnson 
Blessed By Luck 


One of Jerry Johnson's friends told him last 
year that if he fell out of a sixth floor window his 
fall probably would be cushioned by $20 bills. 
‘‘That’s how good your luck is,” said the friend 
and Johnson chuckled. 
The No. 1 bullpen man of the 
Giants was a lucky feLlow in 
several relief assignments last 
season, particularly on one 
balmy June night in Candle­ 
stick Park. Bob Barton belted 
one of Johnson’s fast balls for a 
ninth inning grand slam homer 
that established a 9-5 lead for 
the Padres over the Giants. 


BUT JOHNSON was reward­ 
ed with an unexpected win 
when his teammates rallied for 
five runs in the bottom of the 
ninth to win the ball game 10-9. 
Of course, Johnson didn’t win 
12 games in relief last year and 
save 18 other games purely on 
luck. He is an over-powering 
pitcher when his fast ball is 
running away from batters, 
sailing upward or occasionally 
leaving black and blue marks 
on his catcher. Johnson doesn’t 
rely on skill — just that fast 
ball which neither he nor his 
catcher at times have any idea 
where it is going. 


ON THOSE occasions when 
the fast ball, or Johnson’s sel­ 
dom used slider, comes in to a 
batter straight as a string it is 
hammered hard.

Two major Marin transportation arteries 
cross near Corte Madera Creek in Larkspur, 
and a third will be added soon when the 
Golden Gate Transit Authority’s ferry ter­ 
minal is built on the canal at the creek’s 
mouth. Sir Frances Drake Boulevard mean­ 
ders next to the Bay from lower left to center 
right, crossing Highway 101 just north of 


Corte Madera Creek. Paralleling the high­ 
way are the now-abandoned tracks of the 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad. North (lower 
right) of the proposed ferry term inal lies the 
Hutchinson Co. rock quarry, one of two sites 
proposed, for a m ajor shopping center in 
Larkspur. Route 17 runs along the lower 
edge of the photo. On the far side of the 


creek from the ferry term inal the Greenbrae 
Boardwalk stretches into marshland broken 
by Salt Marsh Creek to the south (left). Most

NEW YORK (UPI)—Stock 
prices retreated sharply for a 
variety of reasons on the New 
York Stock Exchange this 
week, although there was late 
bargain-hunting. 


Most indices showed a weak­ 
ening in the overall market 
position. 


The Dow Jones industrial av­ 
erage of 30 selected stocks fell 
9.63 to 954.17. Aside from a 
small gain Wednesday and a 
blue chip-paced advance of 8.20 
Friday, the Dow suffered losses 
as investors exhibited caution. 
Standard & Poor’s 500 stock 
index dropped 1.22 to 107.67 and 
the New York Stock Exchange 
common stock index dosed 0.72 
lower at 60.00. 
With the initial impact of 
favorable first quarter earnings 
having worn off, analysts said 
overall news led to the decline. 
Stocks are overbought and ov­ 
erpriced and ready for a cor­ 
rection, many said. 
Perhaps the chief contribut­ 
ing factor in the selling spree 
was the record redemption of 
mutual funds for March, ana­ 
lysts said.

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'Save Bay' Orders 
May Defeat Purpose 


TOMORROW WILL SEE the 
opening of yachting season. 
Each successive opening day 
brings forth more yachts on 
parade. 
Boat building industry statis­ 
tics indicate that California is 
becoming a state of boat own­ 
ers. Tomorrow the sight of 
innumerable small craft on the 
bay will convey the same infor­ 
mation much more forcefully 
than old statistics. 
Boating grows in popularity 
for a variety of reasons. Chief 
among them are the prosperity 
of our times and urban and 
suburban congestion which lead 
many to seek solitude on the 
water. 
When safely and intelligently 
engaged in. boating is a healthy 
outdoor recreational activity. 
In short, the growth in yacht­ 
ing is highly desirable and 
should be encouraged. 
THE BAY CONSERVATION 
and Devleopment Commission 
has properly adopted regula­ 
tions aimed at conserving and 
protecting our bay. Much tide- 
land has been filled and built 
upon 
as population densities 
have risen around the perime­ 
ter of the bay. Had not BCDC 
been formed, the rate of disap­ 
pearance of tidelands was sure 
to have accelerated. The bay 
would have shrunk before our 
eyes. 
BCDC regulations properly 
restrict and control the dump­ 
ing of dredged 
material on 
adjoining tideland area. In one 
sense, this is proper. It puts the 
brakes 
on 
developers who 
would dredge a few channels 
and use the m aterial thus 
brought up from the bottom to 
fill adjoining shallows so as to 
produce more usable, saleable 
land. 
In another sense, however, 
dredging restrictions pose a 
threat. Many of our waterways 
—like San Rafael Canal, Peta­ 
luma River, Richardson Bay — 
require periodic dredging if 
they are not to fill themselves 
with silt carried in by tributary 
streams in the rainy season. 
Even in a body as broad as 
San Pablo Bay, constant dredg­ 
ing is necessary to keep the 
ship channel open as Sacra­ 
mento and San Joaquin River 
silt along with bottom mud and 
sand swept by tidal currents 
continually raise the bottom. 
Supporters of overly strict 
BCDC regulations are fond of 


displaying maps showing the 
shrunken perimeter of the bay 
today compared with 100 years 
ago. They erroneously attribute 
all the shrink to the works of 
man. 
If man had not yet arrived 
here, the bay would be measur­ 
ably smaller today than 100 
years ago, from natural ero­ 
sion. 
IF WE TRULY WISH to save 
the bay, then, we must act also 
against certain natural forces, 
including silting and shoaling. 
We must permit the dredging 
necessary to save and protect 
our existing waterways. 
Until recently, dredgers were 
encouraged to carry spoil ma­ 
terial to some remote, deep 
area of the bay or Golden Gate 
ocean approach and dump it 
beneath the waves. 
Comes now the Regional Wa­ 
ter Quality Control Board with 
strict new prohibitions on such 
dumping of dredged material, 
especially that tained by heavy 
metals or strong chemicals, as 
some bay bottom mud is. 
Such regulations may be pro­ 
per in some circumstances. 
However, Army Corps of En­ 
gineers officers — charged w'ith 
the responsibility for maintain­ 
ing navigability of our water­ 
ways —- have testified, along 
with recreational boating rep­ 
resentatives, that the neur regu­ 
lations will m ake dredging 
costs prohibitive. Dredged spoil 
must be hauled a great dis­ 
tance out to sea or a great 
distance overland to suitable 
dump areas. 
The practical result of BCDC 
restrictions plus Water Quality 
Control restrictions has been to 
make it well nigh impossible to 
continue necessary mainte­ 
nance dredging. San Rafael 
Canal is already feeling the 
pinch, as is downtown Petalu­ 
ma’s turning basin, which is so 
shoaled as to discourage visits 
by yachtsmen. 
If we are to avoid what the 
old saying described as ‘‘throw- 
ing out the baby with the bath 
water,” dredging restrictions 
by both BCDC and the Water 
Quality Control Board must be 
made viable. 
As p re s e n tly c o n stitu te d 
those restrictions pose a threat 
to the continued existence of 
our bay as we know it.

How Do You Know Pa 
If Advertising Doesn't 


WASHINGTON - The Federal Trade 
Commission has attacked the advertising 
claims of the nation’s leading nonpres­ 
cription painkillers. In a strongly worded 
complaint, the FTC accused the major 
drug companies of making misleading 
and false claims about the effectiveness 
of their products. The main thrust of the 
complaint is that while most of the 
painkillers work, the drug companies, 
through advertising, give the false im­ 
pression that there is a “significant 
difference between the products.” 


My friend, Prof. Heinrich Applebaum, 
believes that the FTC has gone too far. 
While he is an advocate of truth in 
advertising, he feels the government 
could do more damage than good by 
making the drug companies go honest. 


WHAT THEY HAVE NOT taken into 
consideration is the psychological effect 
that painkilling advertising can have on a 
headache." Applebaum told me in his 
Headache Research Laboratory located 
at the end of the runway at National 
Airport. 


“ In my studies, I have discovered that 
people are dependent on outrageous 
claims for painkillers to rid themselves 
of headaches. Let me show you.” Apple­ 
baum took two volunteers and made 
them stand next to a plane taking off. 


“This is the fastest way we have of 
giving people headaches." he explained. 
After the plane took off. fie said to one 
volunteer who was holding his head. “ I 
am going to give you two aspirin." To the 
other volunteer he said, “ I'm going to 
give two Bufferin which relieves pain 
'twice as fast as aspirin.’ Now tell me 
when your headache is gone." 
The person who took the Bufferin said 
in three m inutes, “ My headache is 
gone.” The person who took the aspirin 
waited six minutes and then said, “My 
headache is gone.” 


“ YOU S E E ,” Aplebaum beam ed. 
“ The psychological factor worked!” 
“But how can you be sure?” I asked. 
“Because the person who thought he 
had taken the Bufferin really took aspi­ 
rin. And the person who believed he had 
taken aspirin was really on Bufferin.” 
“You’re a sneaky guy. professor,” I 
said with great admiration. 
“Now, watch this experiment.” The 
professor took a schoolteacher and 
placed her on a school bus with 45 
gram m ar school children. Her face be­ 
came strained and irritable and she 
started to scream at the children. 
“I don’t know what’s wrong with me,” 
she cried. 
David Janssen, the actor, got on the 
bus and gave her two Excedrin tablets

and a glass of water. “ A hospital study,” 
Janssen told the teacher, “has revealed 
that it takes more than twice as many 
aspirin tablets to give the same pain 
relief as two Excedrin.” 
In just two minutes the teacher was 
smiling and climbing all over the school 
bus seats and shouting. “ I hope this trip 
never comes to an end!” 
“ Fantastic!" I exclaimed. 


“NOW. I LL SHOW you another experi­ 
ment. 
Applebaum had two of his lab 
assistants wheel a piano onto the runway. 
He then brought over a pianist whose 
fingers were wracked with arthritis. The 
pianist could not play a note. A man in a 
white coat came out and said: “Anacin 
starts relieving pain 22 seconds after it 
enters your bloodstream. That is why 
more doctors recommend Anacin than 
any other pain reliever.”

Does Violence On Screen Add 
To Violence In The Streets? 


WASHINGTON — The story of the 
murder of the Mafia figure, Joe Gallo, 
was carried on the front pages of practi­ 
cally every newspaper in Italy. Although 
Italy is in the middle of an election 
campaign in which violence is playing a 
part, the gang slaughter in full view of a 
dozen or more witnesses in a New York 
restaurant was considered sufficiently 
important to replace politics. 
This has a wry twist, since the Mafia is 
a transplant from its home base in Sicily, 
where in spite of stern measures by the 
government in Rome it continues with an 
underground autonomy. As though to 
rival the movie. “The Godfather." the 
Mafia families are on a killing kick that 
leaves the police mulling over clues 
leading nowhere. 
One of the biggest commercial success­ 
es in recent years and almost universally 
praised by the critics. “The Godfather” 
spills more blood and gore than a Viet­ 
nam battle scene. Block-long lines wait 
for admission. One can only speculate on 
what audiences take away from what is 
alm ost a docum entary of organized 
crime interspersed with the pitiful social 
pretensions of the wealthy Mafioso. 


THE VIOLENCE in movies and on 
television has become so pervasive as to 
raise a serious question about cause and 
effect. Does the rising crime rate, partic­ 
ularly among juveniles, reflect what is 
seen on almost every screen? A movie 
such as “ A Clockwork Orange." with its 
rapes, stompings and murders, is a 
celebration of violence and a grim fore­ 
cast of a time when all values have been 
erode away. 
Sophisticated viewers see in a “A 
Clockwork Orange" an example of Stan­ 
ley Kubrick’s cinematographic skill. But 
the mass audiences in the big theaters 
have no such sophistication; they see 
murder and rape treated with a humor­ 
ous casualness drained of all human 
compassion. The westerns on TV and in 
the movies often treat killing with the 
same casualness as the good guys wipe 
out the bad guys. 
This drew serious study in report by a 
commission appointed by Surgeon Gen. 
Jesse L. Steinfeld on the extent of TV 
violence and its effect on children. The 
report stirred im m ediate controversy 
with the charge that it was loaded to 
shield the TV networks. Expressed in the 


jargon of the social sciences, the conclu­ 
sion was that only some children already 
“predisposed” to violence were likely to 
be influenced by the violence they wit­ 
nessed. But in testifying before Sen. John 
Pasture’s subcommittee on communica­ 
tions. Dr. Steinfeld said that the research 
showed "a significant number . . . of 
children can be adversely affected and, 
therefore, it requires that we do some­ 
thing.” 
“We are talking about violence for the 
sake of violence,” Senator Pastore said 
in questioning Dr. Steinfeld, “violence in 
order to get more advertising, violence in 
order to get more viewers. There is one 
significant statement in the report — that 
apparently the violence increases accord­ 
ing to the rating, which 
is a very 
significant thing, too. So, 
if we are 
getting violence for the sake of profit, 
greed, that is something that should be 
entirely eliminated.” 


THE REPORT ALSO developed that 
violence is often used to hold audiences 
through the commercials. The gun is 
pointed just as the commercial is to go 
on. The viewers wait on edge through the 
sell to see who gets killed. 
With the hearings completed, the Pas­ 
tore committee laid down instructions for 
a violence measurement. The surgeon 
general, the Department of Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare and the Federal 
Communications Commission were in­ 
structed to come up with standards 
whereby appreciable differences in the 
volume of violence can be determined 
lrom year to year. This is considered 
especially important for children’s pro­ 
grams. since in most of the cartoon 
sequences everybody gets zapped every 
other minute. Consideration is also to be 
given to the content of the commercials. 
The theory is that with a violence 
measurement the networks can be moni­ 
tored and there will be no question of 
censorship or infringement of the right to 
publish and show. A recent report told of 
the marked increase in crimes of vio­ 
lence committed by young girls. Parents’ 
groups throughout the country are in­ 
creasingly concerned over the cause-and- 
effect relationship between violence on 
the screen and violence in the streets and 
on the playgrounds. It is a warning that 
censorship will come next if voluntary 
restraints are not applied.

The city is jammed 
with lawyers and public relations artists 
whose livelihood is made from helping 
people who live and work elsewhere to 
get something from Washington.

The label usually put on such activities 
is “lobbying.” The word is frequently 
used pejoratively. It need not have an 
unsavory implication. After all, the pur­ 
pose ot government is to help the individ­ 
ual citizen in his “pursuit of happiness.” 
A corporation, even if very big, is still a 
legal person. It is not inherently immoral 
ialthough some of its actions can be). 
There is nothing necessarily improper 
about the search for favors in Washing­ 
ton. Yet sometimes improper things are 
done in that search. 


THE QUESTION always was and still 
is to be drawn between the proper and 
the improper. 


Take the case, for example, of the so- 
called “highway lobby.” It consists of 
enterprises interested in selling automo­ 
biles. trucks, gasoline, tires, concrete 
and highway steel; all the people who 
make money out of a proliferation of 
highways and the use thereof. They do 
not make as much money out of buiiding 
railway lines either on the surface or 
underground. 


The “highway lobby” has done every­ 
thing in its power for years to block the 
building of an underground rapid transit 
system for Washington. It delayed that 
system by a quarter of a century. It 
currently is waging a defensive action to 
try to prevent the funds built up from 
gasoline taxes being used for other than 
highway building. 


This is self-interest lobbying. Those 
who engage in it argue that their welfare 
is in the general public interest. Some­ 
times it probably is, but not as often as 
the lobbyists for some special cause like 
to contend. We suspect that due to the 
“highway lobby” the building of high­ 
ways in the United States has enjoyed a 
higher priority than serves the general 
interest. 


WHERE THE WHOLE business gets 
out of line is when too much is paid for 
something of dubious value to the public 
interest. 


Was it in the public interest for ITT to 
be let out of an antitrust suit? We don’t 
know because the case never came to 
trial for a test. 


Was there a conscious connection be­ 
tween that loophole for ITT and the funds 
granted, and more promised, for putting 
the Republican convention into San Die­ 
go? We don’t know. The circumstances 
are highly suspicious, but the evidence is 
not decisive. 
The trouble with the whole thing is that 
it looks bad. It looks like Republicans are 
being too considerate of corporate inter­ 
ests of dubious value to the public 
welfare. 
The whole thing leaves us with a wish 
that somehow could and finance them­ 
selves without being quita so dependent 
on big money from big corporations, just 
as we wish Democrats could get along 
without quite so much big money from 
big labor unions. 
The ITT case is not provably (yet) one 
of selling big favors for big money. But it 
leaves an unpleasant taste in the mouth 
and is too uncomfortably reminiscent of 
how things were done in the days of 
Warren Harding. 


olish Youth HelpingToChange The 
National Mood Of Frustrated Country 


EDITOR’S NOTE — Monitor corre­ 
spondent Eric Bourne recently visited 
Poland for the first time in three years. 
Urder the Gierek regime, he reports, 
the national mood is one of growing 
♦Polish-ness’ and rapport between the 
people and their government. Here are 
Bourne's impressions of present-day 
Poland.)

WARSAW — One of Poland’s best- 
known Communist “liberals” opens the 
door of his office to escort us to the lift. 
He has just been elected to Parliament. 
Four intelligent looking youngsters are 
waiting for him. One, a pretty blonde 
girl, throws an arm around his shoulders 
and kisses him on the cheek. 
“Kongratulacije!” she exclaims warm­ 
ly, and the boys beam approval and 
shake his hand. 
lie looks very pleased. 
As a candidate of the National Unity 
Front — which makes all the nomina­ 
tions, leaving the voters no alternative 
choices — he would have been elected 
whatever. 
But he had been listed third of the 
three candidates on the ballot. Yet he, 
the youngest, most liberal minded one, 
gained a bigger vote than his two col­ 
leagues. To his young friends, this is a 
matter for warm congratulations. 
Something similar has happened in 
many other Polish constituencies. 


WE ENTER a candle-lit restaurant 
popular with young people. It is very full, 
and we must share a table. 
At one, a bearded youth and his girl 
are singing softly to taped music from 
the bar. “ May we sit down?” we ask, and 
they assent. The boy asks, “Do you mind 
if we go on singing?” 
We notice that the couple — like the 
others around — is sipping only glasses 
of light wine or Western soft drinks. Most 
East European regimes now have allo­ 
cated considerable hard currency for 
investment in soft drink production in 
their efforts to check youthful use of hard 
liquor. 
It was not like that in the last frustrat­ 
ed years of the unimaginative regime the 
Poles threw out in December, 1970. 
Alcoholism is still an acute Polish 
problem. (Visiting schools and local halls 
that were used as polling stations, one 
saw that each and every one has pictorial 
displays pointing out the evils of alcohol 
and damage to personality.) 


BUT WHEN MAKING a round of some 
of their favorite night spots here, one 
gets an impression that among youth, at 
least, the campaign, combined with less 
frustrating political conditions, has begun 
to bring about a change of habit. 
There is a strong appeal to youth — all, 


remember bom since the last war — in 
the new regime's program. Youth posters 
proclaim: “You are a citizen of Poland, 
make good use of your rights!” 


A million teen-agers voted for the first 
time last month. Even within the limits 
of the Polish system they managed to 
boost the vote totals for a fresh, younger 
generation of lawmakers. 


A Warsaw editor who has been lectur­ 
ing student groups about ratification of 
the Polish-West German treaty and the 
outlook for East-West detente says: “ In­ 
variably some young person asks if 
detente will mean the building of pan- 
European highways” including Poland. 


Wider horizons. Freedom of travel. 
These are a younger generation’s priori­ 
ties. 
Already they have had their hopes 
boosted by the beginning of passport — 
and visa-free travel — with just their 
everyday identity card — in most of 
Eastern Europe, and by the “open fron­ 
tier” between East Germany and Poland 
instituted last Jan. 1. 
Nearly two million Poles and East 
Germans have since availed them­ 
selves of this opportunity of “instant” 
shopping trips and pleasure jaunts at 
will. 


“BEFORE,” SAYS a housewife, “if I 
needed a dozen things I would have to go 
to as many shops. Now I can get the lot 
on a single trip to just one store.” 
Removal of frustrations like this house­ 
wife’s have done as much as anything to 
bring about the immense change of 
atmosphere visible to this writer after 
three years’ absence from Poland. 
Change, however, is not only in higher 
wages, or stabilized economy, and fine 
new self-service stores. Or the virtual 
abolition of the waiting list for cars, with 
the Polish Fiat now rolling off the assem­ 
bly line — another 50,000 this year — and 
available for cash with immediate deliv­ 
ery. Or the big cuts in duty on imported 
cars. 
It is also a change of national mood. A 
striking example: After a few days here, 
anyone familiar with postwar Poland 
must realize an absence of one of the 
familiar ingredients — Polish cynicism 
and, above all, the often “sick” humor of 
the Gomulka years. 
You ask journalists and their ilk, who 
previously would spill them out as soon 
as you met, “What’s happened to the 
political jokes?” 


“THERE .ARE NONE, or very few — 
and those there are, are very mild,” an 
editor friend replies. “ People now are in 
a serious mood —• too serious for that old 
kind of crack.” 
He remarks also: “ We have grown out 
of the romanticism of ’56 (the Polish 
“ October,” with its dreams of a new era, 


which faded in a few brief years). That is 
a good thing. Throughout our history we 
Poles have so often been unreal, overly 
romantic. 


“What we have now is a more solidly 
founded movement, one that sees the 
possibilities but recognizes also the reali­ 
ties.” 


No one, then, is wildly optimistic. 
Many are skeptical still. But there are 
also widespread signs of a new spirit in 
place of the blank despair and alienation 
that gripped Poland through the 1960s. 


“REFORM” is not forseen as sweep­ 
ing, radical changes. The major change 
is qualitative, and the regime’s ajor 
achievement is a restoration of cmmuni- 
cation between government and people. 


In party leader Edward Gierek’s lan­ 
guage this means removal of the “painful 
disproportions” of the previous decade; a 
“ growth of trust between rulers and 
ruled” ; and the restoration of “workers’ 
rights.” 
In concrete terms it means wage incen­ 
tives, including a better bonus system 
already yielding results in better produc­ 
tion, and a record housing drive, not only 
for 160,000 new homes this year and a 
million by 1975, but also for more per 
capita living space and more concern for 
good building and interior convenience as 
well. 
Even this will leave a long queue. But 
that is the burden of the problem. 
People are quieter, more satisfied, 
because now they are informed. Under 
the Gomulka regime, the Politburo was a 
cabal. Now everyone knows it meets 
every 
Tuesday. 
N ewspapers carry 
prompt reports on party and Cabinet 
meetings. 


GIEREK’S OWN style commends itself 
to the people. His 99.80 per cent poll in 
last month’s elections must be seen in 
that light. It was noted, too, that asso­ 
ciates who had set out to establish his 
kind of rapport with the workers polled 
betler than many who were still “sus­ 
pect.” 
On one election visit to a factory, he 
found the workers spruced up in new 
overalls. “They were issued this morn­ 
ing,” they told him. When he saw’ the 
shining new canteen equipment, they 
said, “We got that this morning, too.” 
“All right,” Gierek curtly told the 
m anagem ent, “ I ’ll come by another 
day,” and left. 
He offers the country as a whole the 
same opportunities achieved by the min­ 
ers in his native Silesia, which he led to a 
high degree of efficiency and local pros­ 
perity before he became party leader 16 
months ago. 
Before the Baltic shipyard workers 
“ exploded” in December, 1970, they had 
been complaining for years that despite 


their contribution to a shipbuilding boom 
that had benefited the whole economy, 
they were worse off than most. Now' they 
are up with the miners. 


WORKERS IN key industries are being 
given housing priorities, and private 
peasant farmers — who hold 89 per cent 
of the agricultural land — now qualify for 
free medical care like anyone else. 


To dogmatists who criticize “inequali­ 
ties,” the answer given is that the nation 
can “count only on its honest work, 
efficiently organized and wisely man­ 
aged” and that, above all. those who 
work best must be rewarded best. 


Where is all this leading Poland? 
Everyone here is mindful of the scope 
of reform permissible in Eastern Europe 
as well as the international, ideological 
implications of the Communist bloc alli­ 
ance. 
That is why Poles look with such 
interest now at Hungary, which has not 
only restructured the management of its 
economy, but has ended much of the old 
regime’s oppressiveness without running 
into the hazards that wrecked the Czechs. 


POLES HAVE grown in confidence, 
knowing that they brought about a 
change of government and that no outsi­ 
ders, particularly Russians, deemed it 
prudent to interfere. The new’ regime 
itself draws confidence from the fact that 
it required no outside “help” to “restore 
order” after the 1970 riots. 
Its concern is to encourage this new 
sense of pride — not “nationalism” of a 
narrow or aggressive kind but a deeply 
felt sense of “national” Polishness evi­ 
dent in almost all one’s contacts and 
observation. 
The Soviet alliance remains, of course, 
quite unequivocally the sine qua non 
guiding all Polish policy. 
Within this framew'ork, however, the 
trend is toward a more “ Polish” and 
more tolerant society, with, for example, 
noncollectivized agriculture and conces­ 
sions to the Roman Catholic Church. All 
of this is quite different from orthodox 
practice elsewhere in the bloc. 


CENSORSHIP REMAINS. But most 
Polish writers seem content with the 
compromise with the regime reflected at 
their recent congress, which restored 
many liberal voices to their old places in 
the literary world. Their intent obviously 
is to support the present consensus and 
avoid extravagant proposals that could 
only embarrass Gierek 
What do the Russians think about it? 
Poles who would be the first to feel the 
pinch if there were interference assure 
you very firmly there is none. They also 
recall Gomulka’s effective rebuff to Niki­ 
ta S. Khrushchev in 1956 and point out 
that pressure now would certainly be 
even more counterproductive.

Sweden Getting Tough 
On False Advertising 


WORLD WAR ll'S MIGHT 


Ships Hold Many Memories 


STOCKHOLM (UPD - In Sweden if it’s 
advertised as orange juice it must be 
orange juice, not a synthetic product. 
The KO — consumer ombudsman konsu- 
mentombudsman in Swedish — sees to 
that. 
The consumer ombudsman or KO func­ 
tions under the 1971 Unfair Competition 
Act and his main activity is to guard 
against false or misleading advertising in 
any medium. 
In one of the first cases, the KO moved 
against a company which, in an ad, 
showed a glass full of orange juice placed 
between a split orange. The juice was 
completely synthetic in content. The om­ 
budsman took the company to Market 
Court, established to back up the KO, and 
it ruled the ad misleading. The company 
withdrew it. 


ACCORDING TO Sven Heurgren, who 
is the consumer ombudsman, this is a 
pertinent example of what his office is 
supposed to do. 
“Truth in advertising is very much 
society s business,” he said in an inter­ 
view, “and we are protecting the con­ 
sumer.” 
By calling, the 40-year-old, fair-haired 
Heurgren is a judge. As KO, he heads an 
office of 20 fulltime staff members who 
keep close watch on all business prac­ 
tices directly relating to the consumer. 
“ Misleading information,” he said, “can 
apply to the nature of goods and services, 
their characteristics, price, quality, dura­ 
bility, nutrilne value in foods, and so 
on.” 
There has been some complaint in the 
business community about the KO’s pow­ 
ers, but not significantly. Swedes are 
accustomed to ombudsmen. There al­ 
ready are the justice ombudsman, the 
military ombudsman, the press ombuds­ 
man, among others. Essentially their 
funtion is to act on complaints by the 
public. “We act for the little m an,” as 
Heurgren put it. 


IN THE FIRST vear of the KO. Heur-

gren’s office received 2,500 complaints. 
Most of the complaints came from indi­ 
viduals but some also were listed by 
business firms against other business 
firms alleging unfair practice, and some 
were brought by consumer protective 
agencies. 
All complaints are examined but not 
necessarily acted upon. About half of last 
year’s complaints were deemed to re­ 
quire action by the KO. The others. 
Heurgren said, either were frivolous or 
without substance. 
One complaint was made against a 
retailer who advertised anchovies as a 
hangover cure. The KO ruled that the 
claim was humorous and obviously so 
and the complaint was rejected. In anoth­ 
er case, however, a sausage maker who 
put too few sausages into too large a 
package was required to change his 
packaging. 


Rusting

VALLEJO (UPI) — The “fightingest 
ship” of World War II sits idle in a long 
line of mothballed vessels, her decks 
littered with rusty paint chips as she 
awaits her fate. 
For the U.S.A. O’Brannon, holder of 20 
battle stars, it looks like the scrap heap. 
The O’Bannon, dubbed the “fightingest 
ship” by the Navy itself, is one of 40 
inactive vessels at the Mare Island Naval 
Shipyard north of San Francisco. Another 
42 ships are located two hours drive 
away at the subordinate inactive fleet at 
Stockton. 
There are other famous names among 
the vessels, such as the submarine Pam- 
panito and the guided missile heavy 
cruiser Canberra, but few World War II 
ships still afloat boast histories equalling 
the little 376 foot destroyer O’Bannon, 
whose men nicknamed her “ Fighting 
Irish.” 
Lt. John Bryan, 41, executive officer in 
charge of the vessels at the two facilities, 
says in May he will report to the Navy 
that the O’Bannon can be put up for sale 
as scrap. 


BRYAN, WHOSE office overlooks the 
submarine Bashaw, on which he once 
served as engineering officer, said men 
who served on the ships often come with 
their families to show them the vessels. 
“We have to warn them that the ships 
are not in the same condition they were 
when they were last aboard.” he said.

A flotilla of 16 canoes bobbed in Sandy

The O’Bannon has none of the eleborate 
sealing cocoons that mark the preserved 
“dry air” ships. 


“I think it. is a shame to see all this 
history just rotting away,” said Pat 
Smith of Seattle, a petty officer third 
class who som etim es takes visitors 
through the ships. “I guess I’ve taken 12 
men through the O’Bannon last year. 
Most of them are really shocked.” 
The O’Bannon’s wheel, bell and battle 
ribbons that once were attached to her 
bridge all have been sent to Washington 
for storage. There’s little to show she 
was the ship of which Adm. William F. 
Halsey said: 
“The history of the Pacific war can 
never be written without telling the story 
of the U.S.S. O’Bannon.”

Whatever happens to the O’Bannon, 
Smith said, he hopes she doesn’t meet the 
same fate as the World War II destroyer 
Stanly that recently was towed away for 
scrap by Japanese tugboats.

How A 102-Year Old Church Maintains Its Vitality

SAN DIEGO — How can a 
big-city, downtown church with 
3,500 members continue strong 
and on the move in these days 
of denominational decline? 


The 
First Presbyterian 
Church of San Diego has every 
outward reason to be otherwise. 
It is 102-years-old. 
The city 
around 
it 
has 
changed from horse-and-buggy 
streets to swirling freeways, 
crowded parking lots, and a 
mixture of bypassed small busi­ 
nesses and diehard old houses. 
Why wasn’t First Church demo­ 
lished long ago to make way for 
“progress”? 
Unlike 
most 
old, 
city 
churches, First Presbyterian of 


San Diego is alive and dynam­ 
ic. Exciting things are happen­ 
ing here. One visit with the 
people, and a few minutes with 
their pastor, the Rev. Robert 
Hall Mayo, shows you why. 
Although the sanctuary seats 
1.600 and three worship serv­ 
ices are held each Sunday, 
large continuing membership is 
not counted a measure of suc­ 
cess; it is a result of something 
good 
The real power in this congre­ 
gation comes from their Christ- 
centered attitude and approach 
to each other, to the local 
community, and to the world. 
The 
congregation 
and 
community are ministered to 
by nine pastors, 45 elders and 
trustees, 28 deacons and 54 
deaconesses. While their faith 


is firmly rooted in the Scrip­ 
tures, it is evident that their 
eyes and hearts are open to the 
rest of the human race. 
“ The God of heaven, he will 
prosper us; therefore we his 
servants will arise and build” 
(Neh. 2:20». This verse could be 
First Presbyterian’s motto; 
while they are building, it is 
evident tpat God is prospering. 
Westminster Manor, a long- 
range project to provide hous­ 
ing for the elderly was complet­ 
ed last year. 
The 16-story, 156-apartment 
building across the street from 
the church is now home for 105 
single women, 16 single men 
and 34 couples who can attend 
Golden Hours, Family Night 
events and other church serv­ 
ices and meetings. 


Rancho Del Cielo (Sky Ranch) 
is a 440-acre retreat center in 
the mountains where all in the 
church can “ go forth under the 
open sky and list to nature’s 
teachings.” A permanent loca­ 
tion for retreats and outings, it 
also is another church-owned 
building project. Many of the 
facilities have been built by 
members of the congregation. 


Christian Education in 1971 
was marked by consistent 
growth in Sunday school attend­ 
ance, plus keen interest in new 
ideas. In a month-long “ Focus 
on Family” program, a “ Fami­ 
ly Experiment” program and a 
family retreat, adults studied 
and struggled with issues in­ 
volving the Christian home. 


A June Family Daily Vaca­ 


tion Bible School surpassed all 
attendance expectations. Jun­ 
iors held their own worship 
services regularly in a large 
chapel. Twelve hundred young 
people participated in a “ Street 
Christian Music” meeting con­ 
ducted by Larry Normen, a 
member of the United Presby­ 
terian Liberation Front. He 
sang his own song, “ Wait ‘Til It 
Happens to You” at last year’s 
General Assembly. Twenty- 
three hundred jammed the 
sanctuary to hear Nicky Cruz, 
former New York gang mem­ 
ber turned crusade evangelist, 
after which 130 committed their 
lives to Christ.' 
Denny Rydberg, Christian 
Education Youth Minister, was 
leader of the Jesus People 
evangelistic thrust at the 183rd 


General Assembly. This faith is 
placed in the integrity and hon­ 
esty of our fellowman. 


But what has happened to our 
faith in our all-sufficient God? 
On a Sunday evening three 
years ago, we received a call 
from the dean of the college in 
which our son, David, was a 
student. He told us that David 
had been killed that afternoon 
in a rock climbing accident on 
Mt. Cannon in New Hampshire. 


We were stunned. Shock gave 
way to feelings of terrible hurt 
and the heartbreaking realiza­ 
tion that we would never see 
David again on this earth. 
Suddenly we were face to 
face with the very big question: 
Would the faith in our Lord 
which we all professed prove 


too intangible and unseen to fill 
our desperate need? Would it 
be inadequate for this crisis? 
Would our only comfort come 
from our friends and family? 
In the face of overwhelming 
grief it is easy to see why so 
many young people, particular­ 
ly, are drawn into groups which 
claim outward manifestations 
and signs proving the power 
and reality of God. 


For many years First Church 
volunteers have staffed a large 
canteen for servicemen one 
Sunday each month. In 28 
years, 116,000 servicemen have 
committed their lives to Chirst 
after hearing gospel messages 
at this center. 


As remarkable as anything is 
the fact that in 1971 First 


Church financial receipts ex­ 
ceeded the budget by $26,000 in 
a year when denominational 
stewardship was seriously cur­ 
tailed. All commitments were 
met, and this church now oper­ 
ates on a two-month emergency 
reserve fund; just three years 
ago the budget was hand-to- 
mouth. 


Individuals, seeing God’s 
work in the church, have con­ 
tributed many special gifts. 
Some of the largest were given 
anonymously. At Christmas 
time a $100 bill was slipped 
under the church office door. 


“ Remarkable!” responded 
Dr. Mayo. “ God has prospered 
us. .And building on faith, we 
optimistically look to the fu­ 
ture.”

NEW YORK (UPI)-Two Ro­ 
man Catholic scholars have be­ 
come the first of their faith to 
become members of the Joint 
Committee 
which sponsors 
“ The New English Bible” in 
Great Britain, says the Oxford 
University Press. 
They are Bishop B. C. Butler, 
auxiliary Bishop to the Cardinal 
Archbishop of Westminster and 
President of St. Edmund’s Col­ 
lege at Ware, and Father 
James Foley of St. Peter’s Col­ 
lege. Cardross. Bishop Butler 
represents the Catholic Church 
in England and Father Foley 
the Church in Scotland. Hither­ 
to, Catholics have been observ­ 
ers of the work of the “ New 
English Bible” translation but 
not full members of the com­ 
mittee.

with us.” 
“ We do not consider the posi­ 
tions rejected in President 
Preus’ statement to be descrip­ 
tive of our teaching,” the facul­ 
ty members said. 
. The synod president had pre­ 
pared a lengthy statement de­ 
fining principles for interpret­ 
ing scripture an distributed 
the statement throughout the 
2.8 million member denomina­ 
tion. Dr. Preus’ statement con­ 
tained a catalog of positions 
which he said synod doctrine 
“ rejected.” 
“ It is a gross injustice to us,” 
the faculty paper said? “ to per­ 
mit anyone to infer that the 
faculty of this seminary holds 
the views rejected” in Dr. 
Preus’ document. 
Dr. Preus said he was “ deep­ 
ly disappointed” in the faculty 
response, and added that in 
raising “ procedural” questions, 
“ the faculty has once again 
evaded the basic theological' 
issue.” 
“ Perhaps there are so many 
varying viewpoints within the 
faculty that the faculty is com­ 
pletely ineffective to address 
itself as a group to the theologi­ 
cal issues as I have requested,” 
the synod president stated. 
The issue of doctrinal ortho­ 
doxy at Concordia, the largest 
Lutheran seminary in the Unit­ 
ed States has been smoldering 
for several years. A fact-finding 
committee made an intensive 
investigation into teaching at 
the school, and has made its 
report to the synod president. 
Presumably, Dr. Preus’ state­ 
ment is based on the report of 
the fact-finding committee. 
That same report was given 
to the seminary’s board of con­ 
trol, and the faculty complained 
that President Preus “ should 
not have reported to the synod 
on a matter that is in the hanas 
of the seminary’s board of con-

“ on his own initiative is now 
endeavoring to set up a stan­ 
dard for the Board of Control to 
follow.” 
Early this year, the synod 
president, the board, and semi­ 
nary president Dr. John Tietjen 
clashed over the rehiring of Dr. 
Arlis Ehlen, a professor of Old 
Testament. Dr. Preus contend­ 
ed that the professor’s views 
were in conflict with synodical 
teaching and demanded that he 
be dropped from the faculty. 
The board, however, rehired 
Dr. Ehlen for one year, and Dr. 
Tietjen declined to obey a di­ 
rective from President Preus 
ordering him to see that Dr. 
Ehlen did not teach any classes 
in scripture. 
Dr. Preus then issued his 
“ guidelines” which call for a 
strictly literal interpretation of 
the Bible, and requested a fac­ 
ulty response. 
Besides asserting that the 
president’s “ guidelines” do not 
accurately reflect the teaching 
at the school, the faculty con­ 
tended that the synod’s presi­ 
dent’s statement is unneces­ 
sary, the procedure he used in 
making it improper, and that 
the “ guidelines” make “ binding 
dogma out of mere theological 
opinion.” 
That last allegation may lead 
to further conflicts between Dr. 
Preus and the faculty, since the 
synod president contended that 
“ every sentence in ihese theses 
is derived directly from the 
Scriptures and the Lutheran 
Confessions.” 
The faculty statement disa­ 
greed, arguing that Dr. Preus’ 
declaration contains views on 
which neither Scripture nor the 
Lutheran Confessions have spo­ 
ken definitively. They also sug­ 
gested that Dr. Preus was una­ 
ble to provide a biblical or 
confessional basis for some as­ 
sertions in his “ guidelines.” 
At the close of their state­ 
ment, the faculty asserted that 
distributing the synod presi­ 
dent’s “ guidelines” throughout 
the synod was a divisive tactic, 
and that the distribution “ has 
caused disturbances in congre­ 
gations and in the synod at 
large.” 
The faculty added that the 
Lutheran Church-Missouri Syn­ 
od has been marked throughout 
125 years of history, for its 
“ unqualified acknowledgement 
of the primacy of the Gospel.”

The dictionary defines pa­ 
tience as “ calm endurance of a 
trying situation or person.” 
It is a virtue we readily 
commend to others. But some 
of us find it exceedingly diffi­ 
cult to practice. 
The Bible describes at least 
three types of patience. 
One is putting up with people 
who annoy us, bore us, inter­ 
rupt our work, make unreason­ 
able demands, talk too much or 
otherwise grate on our nerves. 
The Apostle Paul, who recog­ 
nized that he personally had 
only a tenuous grip on this 
virtue, spoke of patience as a 
form of love. 
“ Love is patient and kind,” 
he said. “ It is not irritable or 
resentfuf ... Love bears all 
things, endures all things.” 
Impatient people sometimes 
seek to justify their irritable 


responses by pointing out they 
were subjected to severe pro­ 
vocation. But the Bible does not 
regard this ever as a sufficient 
excuse. It is precisely the most 
trying people, the scriptures 
insist, to whom we owe the 
greatest patience. 
“ Be patient toward ALL 
men,” Paul admonished the 
early Christians at Thessaloni- 
ca. 
But patience means more 
than maintaining a kindly toler­ 
ance toward difficult people. 
Both in dictionary definitions 
and scriptural usage, the word 
also denotes a cheerfully re­ 
signed acceptance of situations. 


This kind of patience is espe­ 
cially important to people who 
are chronically or incurably ill, 
crippled or otherwise burdened 
with physical handicaps. A 
prayer for the sick written 
more than 400 years ago and

“ I am worn out, Lord, wait­ 
ing for you to save me,” com­ 
plains the writer of the 119th 
Psalm. And the 141st Psalm 
says peremptorily: 
“ I call to you, Lord; help me 
NOW.” 
But another psalmist warns 
that men who would know God 
and walk in His wrays must 
learn to “ wait patiently” for 
Him to reveal Himself and His 
will. 
And the prophet Jeremiah, 
speaking to the children of Is­ 
rael during a bitter hour of 
military defeat, put it even 
more bluntly; 
“ The Lord is all that I have; 
therefore I will wait for him 
patiently. It is good to wait in 
patience and sigh for deliver­ 
ance by the Lord.” 
Characteristically, Biblical 
writers never try to explain, 
much less to justify, God’s re­ 
fusal to intervene instantly in 
every situation where His help 
is sought. They might have 
pointed out that if He did so, 
human beings would lose the 
dignity of free choice which is 
theirs by virtue of living in a 
relatively stable natural world 
where “ the rain falls on the just 
and the unjust alike.” 
But they never tried to offer 
excuses for God as modern 
theologians so often feel im­ 
pelled to do. It was suffient for 
them that He was the Lord God 
Almighty, creator, sustainer 
and sovereign ruler of the uni­ 
verse.

Terminol Plan For 
Sausalito Supported 


A m aster plan envisioning 
two Sausalito ferry terminals 
and parking facilities costing 
up to $5.7 million was endorsed 
unanimously but “ tentatively” 
y esterd ay 
by Golden G ate 
Bridge District directors. 
Several d irecto rs objected 
that almost half of the cost 
would be for parking facilities 
that the city should build, not 
the district.

Busy Schedule Ahead 
For The First Lady

ELGIN, M. — “ If anybody 
had told me two years ago that 
I’d be living in a mobile home 
today. I would have told them 
they were cra z y ,” declares 
John Krohn, a retired electri­ 
cian from Chicago. 
Almost as a dare, he and his 
wife responeded to an ad about 
a mobile-home park: “ I just 
didn't believe it could be as 
good as it said it said it w as,” 
he recalls, taking a short break 
from the pool table in a plush, 
$340,000 re c re a tio n cen ter 
where he spends many hours in 
his newly adopted retirement 
community. 
But it was not just any trailer 
park that made him change his 
mind. Willow Lake Estates, a 
planned, adult community be­ 
side the Fox River here west of 
Chicago, is one of 269 such 
superior-rated m obile home 
parks with landscaped lawns, 
heated swimming pools, and 
extensive recreational facilities 
that are beginning to spring up 
in the American countryside. 
Despite the continuing devel­ 
opment and upgrading of mo­ 
bile home parks, the supply can 
hardly keep astride of demand, 
particularly in m ajor metropol­ 
itan areas in the North. This 
leads to a restrictive market in 
m any c a se s, where mobile- 
home owners are at the mercy 
of their landlords: Rents can be 
raised, eviction threats bandied 
about, and excessive entrance 
or moving fees charged. 
“ Parks are closed in many 
states unless the party buys 
their mobile home from the 
park operator,” charges Mrs. 
Marge Dixon, secretary of the 
Michigan Mobile Home Owners 
Association. 
“ Once they’ve bought it, 
th ey’re stuck with it,” she 


maintains, noting that owners 
are forced to take their homes 
with them when they move, 
which can be prohibitively ex­ 
pensive even if they can find a 
new park, or else pay an exor­ 
bitant fee to leave the unit 
behind. 
Since entrance fees to most 
parks can run into hundreds of 
dollars, “ the mobile-home own­ 
er doesn’t have a chance,” she 
contends, paying whether they 
come, or go, or move their 
home. 
This problem is compounded 
by the fact that not enough land 
is being zoned for mobile home 
parks — “ and what is available 
is usually ghetto zoning,” as­ 
serts Mrs. Jane Conrad, con­ 
sumer director of the American 
Mobile Home Association, an 
owners group in Denver. She 
cautions prospective buyers to 
make sure they have a guaran­ 
teed space to put their home 
before they buy. 
Howard Seyller, sales manag­ 
er for the Willow Lake Estates 
in Elgin, says that it took a two- 
year battle with the zoning 
board and the planning com­ 
mission before promoters got 
the city council to approve the 
park. That was eight years ago. 
“ Today everybody knows it’s 
an asset to the community,” he 
proudly announces. 
The park, which pays the 
normal real estate tax, also 
paid to have its sewerage sys­ 
tem and utilities put in, and 
paved its own streets. Resi­ 
dents of the park also pay a 
personal property tax on their 
mobile homes. Most of these 
tax monies go to support the 
local school system. Yet none of 
the 600 families has any school- 
aged child to add to the crowd­ 
ed schools. 
“ We’ve brought a good clien­ 
tele to this area,” Seyller de­ 
clares about the semi-retire­ 
ment park, which boasts five 


millionaires and has its own 
social director. “ Still, if some­ 
body came in here with a pro­ 
posal for another park and 
guaranteed that it would be as 
good as ours, I'm certain the 
council would vote against it.” 
It is estimated that 40 per 
cent of the three million mobile 
homes in this country are locat­ 
ed in parks (the majority are 
still situated on privately owned 
plots in rural areas). The Wood­ 
all Publishing Co., which puts 
out the mobile-home-park direc­ 
tory each year, rates 12,381 of 
the estimated 22,000 parks in 
this country in its 1972 edition. 
Among these more up-to-date, 
rated parks there are more 
than one million spaces fo 
mobile homes, yet the parks 
average only a 5 per cent va­ 
cancy rate. 


spoken for before they’ve even 
started construction," says Cur­ 
tis Fuller, president of Woodall 
Publishing. 
“ We’ve been rating mobile- 
home parks for 25 years. There 
is a continual up-grading of our 
standard, 
and 
parks 
are 
dropped from our directory be­ 
cause they don’t meet our im­ 
proving standard. Nothing has 
done more to obsolete some 
parks than the changes in the 
mobile-home 
models 
them ­ 
selves,” he declares. 
The prejudices against mo­ 
bile homes are breaking down 
increasingly, he maintains, as 
better parks are being built. 
“ But it’s a longtime proposi­ 
tion.” 
In the long run, the mobile 
home is likely to find even 
g r e a te r a c c e p ta n c e am on g 
those segments of the popula- 


tion with whom it already 
scores heavily — young and 
retired couples — and it may 
well develop popularity among 
two potential markets — minor­ 
ity families and second-home 
buyers. 
But experts see this continu­ 
ing boom prefaced by suitable 
protection for home-owners 
through stricter regulation and 
legislation and — perhaps most 
important — opening up ade­ 
quate zoning.

“ Many of the new parks are 
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The Seeds Of Discontent 


KNOW , THE LAW

“On the Russian sea, with its 
recent public agitation, a calm 
is about to descend. The flood 
tide of the leap year (1968), with 
its storms and tragedies, is 
being succeeded in the present 
leap year by an ebb tide, which 
brings with it apathy, exhaus­ 
tion, and the need for rethink­ 
ing. ” 


MOSCOW — A tense uncer­ 
tainty hangs over the Soviet 
protest movement. The mood is 
reflected in the above words 
from a recent letter to the 
Times of London by five Soviet 
dissenters expressing anxiety 
over the plight of their nation’s 
dissident intellectuals. 
The letter warns that a new 
cam paign 
is 
being 
fueled 
against banned writer Alexan­ 
der Solzhenitsyn, that nuclear 
physicist Andrie D. Sakharov, 
the civil-rights champion, is 
‘ no longer permitted gracious­ 
ly to attend court cases,” that 
many intellectuals have been 
interrogated, and that an ill 
fate awaits Pyotr Yakir, the 49- 
year-old historian regarded as 
leader of the dissident commu­ 
nity. 
It notes, too, that such promi­ 
nent dissenters as writers An­ 
drie Sinyavsky and Yuli Daniel 
and poetess Natalya Gorbanv- 
skaya are coming out of labor 
camps now. But while these 
and others are being returned 
to society, the authorities are 
attacking other “ sources of 
likely trouble.” 
How far the regime’s current 
assault on dissent will go re­ 
mains to be seen. But it is 
causing deep reflection in dissi­ 
dent circles and again focuses 
attention on their bold struggle 
for human rights. 
For the outside world this 
struggle is a subject for unend­ 
ing fascination. Hardly a day 
goes by but the Western press 
reports some event in the 
movement, be it the trial of a 
Moscow dissident, the arrest of 
a Ukrainian intellectual, or an 
appeal of the unofficial Human 
Rights Committee. 
So much attention is in fact 
paid to the topic that the im­ 
pression is sometimes conveyed 
that the Soviet Union is seeth­ 
ing with political discontent. 
Nothing could be more mislead­ 
ing. 
The plain truth is that the 
great mass of Russians hear of 
dissident activities, if at all, 
only ,'rom Western broadcasts. 
And the political influence of 
the dissenters is negligible. 
Indeed, there was far more 
effective political dissent in 
prerevolutionary Czarist Russia 
than there is in the totalitarian 
Soviet state. 
Yet the very fact that dissent 
exists in so highly controlled a 
society —and it has developed 
largely since the Khrushchev 
era —gives it a significance 
beyond 
its 
present 
sm all 
strength. 
Kremlin authority is not chal­ 
lenged by the protest move­ 
ment. But it is bothered by it, 
and it could well be a fear of its 
potential damage, as well as 
the growing irritation over it, 
that is behind the determination 
to move more forcefully against 
it. 
What, exactly, is the “demo­ 
cratic movement” ? 
The term itself is misleading, 
for it implies an organized po­ 
litical opposition. That does not 
exist. 
The “ movement” is an amor­ 
phous agglomeration of individ­ 
uals (mostly writers, scientists, 
and other members of the intel­ 
ligentsia), tiny political circles, 
and small national minorities 
and religioss groups that have 
been persecuted by the regime 
and that seek a restitution of 
grievances or, in a broader 
sense, greater individual free­ 
dom and the administration of 
justice under Soviet law. 
They circulate clandestine pe­ 
riodicals, sign letters and peti­ 
tions, and occasionally stage a 
brief public demonstration. But 
their activities are uncoordinat­ 
ed, their objectives often differ, 
and their members can even be 
at loggerheads as to means and 
methods of protest. 
How many people are in­ 
volved in or touched by the 
m ovem ent is im possible to 
know (and this discussion ex­ 
cludes Soviet Jews seeking to 
emigrate to Israel). 
One dissident spokesman esti­ 
mates that the activists — those 
individuals wrho, for the sake of 


civil rights, are willing to risk 
their jobs and face terms in 
labor camps or psychiatric hos­ 
pitals — number perhaps 200 or 
so. Many of these, like the 
writer Vladimir I. Bukovsky, 
now are imprisoned. 
Another 1,000 or 1,500, the 
spokesman believes, help out in 
some way, although they do not 
“ put themselves on the line.” 
Still another 5,000 may be 
“ sympathetic.” 
One evening a group of dissi­ 
dents gathered at the home of 
Valery Chalidze, a co-founder 
of the Human Rights Commit­ 
tee, to celebrate the Georgian 
physicist’s birthday. For the 
occasion, a table in the middle 
of the one-room apartment was 
laden with platefuls of cheese 
and fish sandwiches. 
As the dissidents mingled 
with the few Western journal­ 
ists present, several carloads of 
KGB (secret police) sat waiting 
and watching outside the apart­ 
ment building. The atmosphere 
bristled with that unpleasant 
tension that always surrounds 
such encounters. 
In quiet conversation one 
quickly learned that these dis­ 
senters have no hope of chang­ 
ing the Soviet system; they 
know that, given the country’s 
centuries-old tradition of au­ 
thoritarianism, liberalization of 
the regime will take place only 
slowly. 
But they see themselves as 
spearheading the struggle for 
liberal reform. 
What may not always be real­ 
ized abroad is the large role 
played by the western press in 
keeping the dissidents’ cause 
alive. Protesters have no legal 
means through which to report 
abuses of the law. They rely on 
Moscow based journalists to 
make these known abroad and 
thus indirectly to Soviet radio 
listeners. 
Apart from the rare —and 
quickly d isp erse d —public 
street demonstration by a hand­ 
ful of dissidents and their sup­ 
porters, there is no overt politi­ 
cal action. (The sit-ins last year 
by Soviet Jews were an excep­ 
tion.) 


At one time it was the prac­ 
tice for dissident intellectuals to 
send their signed protests or 
appeals to such persons of au­ 
thority as Premier Alexei N. 
Kosygin, President Nikolai V. 
Podgomy, or the U.S.S.R. pros­ 
ecutor-general, or to the United 
Nations. 
But it was seldom known 
whether such communications 
ever reached their destination. 
In the more recent past, the 
tactic has been to address 


“open” protests and to circu­ 
late copies to Western journal­ 
ists for transmission abroad. 
Such appeals might concern, 
for instance, a political trial 
that denied an individual due 
process, conditions in a labor 
camp, or the use of drugs to 
force political prisoners to 
change their beliefs. 
One of the most significant 
developm ents in the protest 
movement has been the Human 
Rights Committee, an organiza­ 
tion founded daringly more 
than a year ago by academi­ 
cian Sakharov and two other 
Moscow’ scientists. 
Dedicated to the study of 
human rights problems and to 
“advising” the regime on the 
subject, the committee is not 
officially recognized. And it has 
only four full members. 
But, insisting on operating 
openly, it has communicated 
with the International League 
for the Rights of Man in New 
York and other world groups 
and has acquired considerable 
symbolic value if no real au­ 
thority. 
That Soviet authorities have 
so far found it awkward to put 
down the Human Rights Com­ 
mittee is undoubtedly due to its 
d istin g u ish ed m em b ersh ip . 
They have interrogated its 
members and confiscated some 
of its documents. But why they 
have not suppressed the opera­ 
tions of the small band of lesser 
known dissidents has teen har­ 
der to explain. 
Until now, the KGB has acted 
with relative restraint, largely, 
it is thought, because certain 
party leaders have been unwill­ 
ing to give it a free hand. 
D issidents them selves sug­ 
gest that the regime has not 
wanted to create an atmos­ 
phere of fear in the country by 
a return to mass arrests, that it 
is more sensitive to world opin­ 
ion these days, and that it can 
keep tetter track of political 
“ misfits” by allowing them a 
measure of freedom. 


However, the active protest 
movement now appears to face 
a severe challenge. Since the 
beginning of the year there has 
teen a visible crackdown on 
dissent, as epidenced in the 
severe prison sentence meted 
out to Vladimir Bukovsky, ar­ 
rests in the Ukraine, and raids 
on the homes of Moscow and 
Leningrad dissidents. 


Among the apartments thor­ 
oughly searched was that of 
Yakir. So far, this active civil 
rights campaigner, a man with 
a thick graying beard who 
spent many years in prison 
camps under Stalin, has teen 


spared KGB repression, pre­ 
sumably because of his family 
connections. (His father was a 
respected military commander 
shot during the Stalin purges.) 
But he is currently under heavy 
surveillance. 
Another straw in the wind is 
the regime’s reported decision 
to suppress the Chronicle of 
Current Events, an extraordi­ 
nary underground newssheet 
that has teen published clan­ 
destinely every two months 
since the spring of 1968. 
It now is believed the regime 
is trying to silence the hard­ 
core protesters either by jailing 
them or inducing them to emi­ 
grate. 
Meanwhile, to what extent 
Soviet citizens morally support 
the nonconformists in their so­ 
ciety is a relevant but difficult 
question to answer. The broad 
masses, certainly, are political­ 
ly apathetic and even resent 
any disturbance of a rebellious 
nature. 
But there is a growing body 
of well-educated, sophisticated 
intellectuals who would wel­ 
come democratization of the 
system. 
These are people who, al­ 
though they would never risk 
their careers to defy the author­ 
ities, listen avidly to foreign 
broadcasts, read typew ritten 
manuscripts of Solzhenitsyn’s 
works, and silently cheer when 
an eminent figure like Dr. Sak­ 
harov or cellist Mstislav Ros­ 
tropovich boldly speaks out 
against an injustice. 
“How important are people 
like Vladim ir Bukovsky?” I 
asked a university scholar. 


The Russian, who has not so 
much as seen a copy of the 
underground Chronicle, was 
thoughtful. 


"Extremely important,” he 
replied, “They won’t change 
things here, but they do add to 
that overall pressure on the 
government that will gradually 
force it to become more liber­ 
al.”

There comes a time in every 
do-it-yourselfer’s life when he 
finds it necessary to transport 
lumber or the like in his pas­ 
senger vehicle in order to get 
home to finish his project. 
The following is offered in 
order that it may be done 
safely and legally. Section 35111 
of the California Vehicle Code 
states, “no passenger vehicle 
shall te operated on any high­ 
way with any load carried 
thereon extending beyond the 


line of the fenders on the left 
side or more than six inches 
beyond the line of the fenders 
on its right side” . When you are 
considering putting that piece 
of lumber in such a position 
that it hangs out the window 
remember this article. 


For those that prefer to put 
the projecting items in the 
trunk of a car, the back of a 
stationwagon, or in the back of 
a truck section 24604 of the 
California Vehicle Code reads 
as follows: “Whenever the load 
upon any vehicle extends, or 
whenever any integral part of 
any vehicle projects, to the rear 


four feet or more beyond the 
bed or body of the vehicle, 
there shall be displayed at the 
extreme end of the load a red 
flag or cloth not less than 16 
inches square. 
During the hours of darkness 
or when visibility is reduced 
two red lights of an approved 
type must be mounted in place 


of the red flag or cloth. 
Section 35410 of the California 
Vehicle code advises that “the 
load upon any motor vehicle 
shall not extend to the rear 
beyond the last point of support 
for a greater distance than that 
equal to two-thirds of the length^ 
of the wheel base of the vehicle 
carrying such bad.

The embattled division’s new­ 
ly appointed acting chief, Roy 
J. Bell, announced the beefed 
up requests for court action at 
a hearing of the Assembly Se­ 
lect Committee on Industrial’ 
Safety. 


“ Since the last meeting of 
this committee 60 days ago, we 
have initiated eight prosecu­ 
tions,” Bell testified. “ Not all 
will be brought to a successful 
prosecution because that de­ 
pends on the city attomej or 
the district attorney. But we 
have requested eight prosecu­ 
tions.” 


The committee was appointed 
by Assembly Speaker Bob Mor- 


etti, D-Van Nuys, to investigate 
charges that the division was 
“ employer-oriented” and top- 
level officials tended to look the 
other way when violations of 
safety orders were issued by 
iieiu engineers. 


The charges arose in the 
wake of the Sylmar Tunnel 
disaster last June 24 in which 17 
workmen were killed. 
Bell detailed for the commit­ 


tee actions he is taking to 
reorganize the division to make 
it more effective. He was ap­ 
pointed acting chief by Gov. 
Ronald Reagan when Jack Hat­ 
ton abruptly resigned under 
committee and labor fire. 


Among other things, Bell 
said, 31 new employes have 
been hired in the last two 
months, including 20 engineers, 
one attorney, a senior investi­ 


gator, a graphic artist and 
eight clerks. 
“ I think you are doing a 
tremendous job of implement­ 
ing,” chairman Jack Fenton, D- 
Montebello, told Bell. 


Fenton has been one of the 
division’s most outspoken crit­ 
ics and has demanded the res­ 
ignation of Bell’s immediate 
superior, state Industrial Rela­ 
tions Director William Hem. 


“ We intend to see that the 
program works,” Hern told 
Fenton. 
“So do we, Mr. Hern,” Fen­ 
ton replied. 
Bell said he has been told by 
high level Reagan administra­ 
tion officials that he will not be 
named permanent chief of the 
division. He currently is also 
the permanent administrative 
director of the state Division of 
Industrial Accidents.

Mother, Child

FREEPORT. N.Y. — Moth­ 
ers need models. They may 
copy their own m other's style 
when playing with their chil­ 
dren, or the style of a favorite 
aunt. 
The Mother-Child Home Pro­ 
gram. operating here and in 
(den Cove, sends toy demon­ 
stra to rs into the hom es of 
young mothers twice a week to 
show them how to read or 
“ picture-read' a book and how 
to play with a child over a new 
toy in the way most beneficial 
to the ch ild ’s intellect. The 
demonstrators use a range of 
techniques which they encour­ 
age the mother to adopt when 
she takes over the play session. 
The program is designed by 
Dr. Phyllis Levenstein, spon­ 
sored by the Family Service 
Association of Nassau County, 
and directed toward families in 
the low-income bracket. 
DURING THE first home ses­ 
sion with a lively 2-year-old girl 
named Gloria, the toy demon­ 
strator told her mother, “ Gloria 
spent most of the time racing 
around the room. But later in 
the year a film (prepared for 
trainees) shows Gloria scram ­ 
bling eagerly up onto the 
counch between the toy demon­ 
strator and her mother. When 
the dem onstrator hands her a 
book 
G loria 
says 
happily, 
“ That’s my book!” Which it is. 
Carefully chosen toys and books 
are given to the 
amides be­ 
cause their presence in the 
home continues to promote the 
interchange of conversation be­ 
tween mother and children. 
At the half-hour session Glo­ 
ria's mother and the demon­ 
strator take turns reading “ Are 
You My M other?” But the book 
is not just read through. At 
every page one of the adults 
pauses to ask Gloria a question, 
get her to point to something, 
or relate the picture to an event 
or object in her owm experi­ 
ence. Her mother has obviously 
profited from the sessions be­ 
cause she and Gloria talk their 
way through the book. 
“ She's getting ready to hatch. 
Watch. . 
says the mother. 
When asked what cam e out of 
the 
egg, 
G loria 
answ ers, 
"C a k e .'' W ithout d ep recatin g 
her mother simply corrects, “A 
bird.” 
The toy dem onstrator takes 
off on the book’s theme. “ Glo­ 
ria. where's your m other?" 
Gloria echoes the question 
with a twinkle in her eye, and 
then looks smilingly up at her 
mother. 
A picture of the mother bird 
with a wing around the baby 
bird prompts the toy demon­ 
strator to say to Gloria, “ See, 
like your mother puts her arm 
around you occasionally.” 
TESTING DISCLOSED that 
this child made a gain of 25 
points in her IQ. Dr. Leven- 
stein’s view is plain. “ It does 
not take a college or a high 
school degree to know how to 
talk profitably to a child of 2 or 
3. It has been said that talking 
itself is the ‘original word 
gam e.’ Scientific research has 
indicated that success in school 
is attributed in part to plenty of 
verbal interaction between par­ 
ent and child in early child­ 
hood.” 
Dr. Levenstein reasons that 
en richm ent of the d isad v an ­ 
taged “ m ust contain a conspic­ 
uous language thrust and would 
be most effective at the period 
of early speech development.” 
She explains, “ Intellect is 
based on the building of con­ 
cepts. Ideas or concepts are 
fostered 
through language. 
Words fix images. If chilren 
from low-income homes are to 


move ahead in the world they 
must first have enough pre­ 
school cognitive enrichment to 
be able to utilize the equal 
educational opportunities avail­ 
able to them .” 
In the first year of the project 
children tested gained an aver­ 
age of 17 IQ points. Then non­ 
professionals were assigned to 
be toy dem onstrators. The gain 
was not as great in one year, 
but when the nonprofessionals 
continued with their children a 
second year it was found the 
children made the sam e aver­ 
age gain. So it was turned into 
a two-year program using vol­ 
unteers and paid aides who are 
not professionals. 
The first small participants 
now are in second g rade, 
achieving at grade level and 
getting good behavior m arks. 
The success of the program can 
be measured in other ways. 
Almost all the mothers stay in 
the program , which is com­ 
pletely voluntary, all the way 
through the year, rarely miss­ 
ing te ir p rearran g ed dates 
with the toy demonstrator. Sat­ 
isfied mothers have spread the 
word and now there is a long 
waiting list of applicants, unlike 
the first year when a large 
proportion of families turned 
down the idea. 
IN HER OFFICE, Dr. Leven- 
stein described the start in 1967 
of the project. 
“ We wanted to see if it would 
work,” she said. “ It did work, 
dram atically. Now we forget 
how radical then was the idea 
th a t IQs could be changed 
through learning experiences. 
It was im portant to add to the 
evidence.” 
The value of this unusual 
program is that instead of tak­ 
ing the child out of the home 
and thus perhaps making the 
m other feel 
inadequate, 
it 
strengthens the m other's effec­ 
tiveness and dignity. She is 
considered her ch ild ’s m ain 
teach er. Dr. L evenstein be­ 
lieves that “ cognitive enrich­ 
m ent should be embedded in 
the child's relationships with 
beloved family figures, espe­ 
cially the m other.” With the 
m other as the prime focus, the 
child’s advancem ent later on in 
school will probably be rein­ 
forced by the wiser mother at 
home. 
In a study m ade for the U.S. 
Office of Education last year by 
the American Institutes for Re­ 
search, Dr. Levenstein’s pro­ 
gram was one of only 10 
projects out of 326 “ compensa­ 
to ry educational p ro g ra m s” 
across the nation labeled “suc­ 
cessful.” This spring the feder­ 
al government will circulate in 
all school districts a description 
of the Mother-Child Home Pro­ 
gram . 
Eight other agencies are al- 
• ready using the program . They 
are family counseling agencies 
in P aterso n , N .J., Newton, 
Mass., Norristown, Pa., Nor­ 
walk and Danbury, Conn., and 
Utica, N.Y. The Bureau of Indi­ 
an Affairs has three tribes par­ 
ticipating. Public school dis-

DEAR EUNICE, 
Once again I am faced with 
the problem of a permanent 
crease in summer fabrics. Nat­ 
urally, the ugly crease always 
appears at the center front of 
my dresses. What can be done 
* to remove it? 
MRS. S. S. 
DEAR MRS. S.S., 
The fold line in fabrics contin­ 
ues to annoy retailers as well 
as customers. One expert opin­ 
ion that works most of the time, 
in fact if it doesn’t, there is 
probably no solution, is the 
following. Incidentally, the 
crease has no relation to the 
age of the fabric, but instead, 
with the finish. 
Permanent press fabrics are 
the worst offenders. Always 
test your experiments on the 
end of the fabric in case it 
doesn’t work. The crease must 
always be removed before the 
garment is cut because if it 
can’t be removed, you will have 
to re-fold the fabric and create 
a new fold line which avoids the 
original fold. 
Try mixing an equal amount 
of water and white distilled 
vinegar. Soak and squeeze out a 
m an’s handkerchief or any 
lightweight underlining fabric. 
Use this as a press cloth over 
the line and press with a fairly 
warm iron, not hot. Pressing 
should be done on the wrong 
side of the fabric. Any vinegar 
odor will disappear after fabric 
dries. 
We must always remember 
that with each new miracle in 
fabrics, we must face a fewr 
liabilities. Permanent press and 
no iron fabrics are much more 
difficult to change once a 
crease has been folded or 
pressed. 


DEAR EUNICE, 
In a recent column you ment-

back neck facing, until I discov­ 
ered the following solution. 
First, apply the zipper (if one is 
used) and then machine stitch 
across the center back a dis­ 
tance oi about one inch each 
side of the center back exactly 
on the 5/8 inch seamline.

Use this 
m achine-stitched line as a 
guide in sewing on the back 
facings and they will come out 
even every time. This method 
also works perfectly when 
stitching the waistband on to 
skirts or slacks.” 


DEAR EUNICE, Do you be­ 
lieve in taping seams of knit­ 
ting 
garm ents 
to 
prevent 
stretching? 
MRS. N.R. 
DEAR MRS. N.R., 
There is a difference of opin­ 
ion. I have found that by insert­ 
ing tape in seams, the seamline 
often becomes too rigid and 
actually loses it’s flexibility 
that is compatible with the way 
knits should look. 


At a recent seminar I attend­ 
ed, it was suggested that before 
stitching the shoulder seams 
together (the most important 
area to keep in shape), you pull 
out the bobbin and top thread 
together, the length of the 
shoulder seam. 


Next, place the seam to be 
stitched in your machine, place 
these two threads directly over 
the seam line, and machine 
stitch over them with a small 
zig-zag or stretch stitch. This 
will give you the lightest weight 
“stay” for your seam that is 
possible, and you won’t lose any 
of the flexibility of the knit.

Connect Charge Hike 
Shelved By Directors 


North Marin County Water 
Dsitrict directors have put 
aside a proposal to raise the 
connection charge for new 
homes as a means of bolstering 
reserve funds for long-range 
improvements. 
Dist. Mgr. Eugene S. Church­ 
ill said a series of motions on 
the porposed increase, $300 to 
$425, failed Thursday night and 
no action was taken. 
Director Patrick Heffernan 
proposed that revenue from a 
higher charge be used to reduce 
the tax rate and director 
George A. Amaroli suggested 
spreading the charge over a 
two-year period, Churchill re­ 
ported. 
Evelyn Johnson, a director of 
the North Marin Federation of 
Homeowners, spoke in favor of 
increasing the charge, he said. 
Directors also received a re­ 
port that the Sonoma County 
Water Agency is considering 
increasing its rate for Russian 
River $10 an acre foot. 
The cost to the district, which 
has a contract with the agency, 
would be an additional $42,000 a 
year, Churchill said. 
One $5 increase would be for 
repayment of the general obli­ 
gation bonds for the Petaluma 
aqueduct, and the levy would 
be against Petaluma, North 
Marin County Water District, 
Cotati and Rohnert Park, 
Churchill said. 
The second proposed $5 in­ 
crease would be charged “ to all 
users of Russian River water” 
and would be used to provide 
reserve funds for major 
projects, he said. 
Directors expressed concern 
about the use of the reserve 
fund and Heffernan didn’t want 
the money to be used to serve 
new developments, Churchill 
said. 
The North Marin County Wa­ 
ter District board also: 
WATER USE - Received a 
report from Churchill that wa­ 
ter consumption last month was 


up 29.5 per cent from March. 
1971, 129 millions gallons as 
compared to 99.9 million.

Annual M arin Awards Fund. 
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Policemen May Be Needed 
In Halls Of City Schools

CHICAGO, ILL. — Policemen 
permanently assigned to public 
schools? The issue, is coming to 
a head in scores of cities 
throughout the U.S.. the result 
of increasing instances of van­ 
dalism and assault in the 
schools. 
Here in Chicago, an inquest is 
under way into the fatal shoot­ 
ing of a black Vietnam veteran 
in a school hallway by a public 
school security officer. The offi­ 
cer. an off-duty armed Chicago 
policeman, alleges that the vet­ 
eran first pulled a revolver 
from a hip pocket. 
As seen by Chicago’s massive 
black community where criti­ 
cism of the incident has been 
intense, the issue is critical. 
The giant Chicago school sys­ 
tem maintains a security force 
of some 490 off-duty (and 
armed) Chicago policemen, plus 
another 40 unarmed civilians. 
Moreover, the police depart­ 
ment itself has 48 officers as­ 
signed to maintaining order in 
schmols when called. 
That police and security 
forces are increasingly active 
in school systems, however, is 
no longer in question. In mid 
1970 the International City Man­ 
agement Association sent ques­ 
tionnaires to some 2,000 cities 
and found that 91 per cent of 
the police departments had 
some type of special programs 
for schools. In 94 of the cities — 
including some of the nation’s 
largest — police had continu­ 
ous, fulltime patrolling at se­ 
lected or all public schools. 
The controversy over use of 
security forces, it is widely 
recognized, is usually linked to 
the matter of guidelines. 
In far too many cases, critics 
grumble, there are no precise 
policy guidelines regarding use 
of force, special training for the 
officers, and in some instances 
— the matter of civilian vs. 
police control of the officers. 
In Chicago, the special school 
security force is controlled by 
school administrators. But the 
highly regarded Tucson, Ariz., 
program uses fulltime police­ 
men at selected junior high 
schools and one high school. 
Related is the very question 
of purpose. Should the police 
presence he a short-range situa­ 
tion — occasionally patrolling a 
school, or as need arises — or 
more permanent, perhaps day- 
by-day patrol? 
And when the security men 
are fulltime policemen, how 
much latitude should the police 
departments themselves have? 
In Philadelphia, following a 
police-black student clash in 
1987, Police Commissioner 
Frank L. Rizzo (who was elect­ 
ed mayor last year) insisted on 
the right to place police in 
schools at his discretion. The 
school board balked, however, 
and in 1988 a policy was agreed 
upon whereby police were put 
under control of the school prin­ 
cipals. 
Some critics argue that a 
permanent "police presence” 
tends to overexpose students to 
police control at an impression­ 
able age — and thus underline 
a "police state mentality.” 
"The idea of police in the 
academic community is plainly 
repugnant,” argues James 
Pray, associate director of the 
Southern chapter of the Arizona 
Civil liberties Union. "In addi­ 
tion to leading to a police men­ 
tality with students, it puts a 
premium on infidelity to one’s 
friends.” 


The Tucson police depart­ 
ment's "school resource pro­ 
gram ,” in which some 12 
armed 
officers work with 
schools, is primarily a "preven­ 
tive” program aimed at thwart­ 
ing juvenile delinquency, and 
not really a "security” patrol, 
says Lt. Donald Lowe, com­ 
mander of the Community 
Youth Crime Prevention Force. 


Valdosta's Naming 


VALDOSTA, Ga (UPI)—The 
city of Valdosta is named after 
the plantation of former Geor­ 
gia Gov. George M. Troupe, 
which was known in 1860 as 
"Val d’Aosta.” The town was 
first created in 1859 in Lowndes 
County to meet the first rail­ 
road in the area, but had to be 
moved four miles when the 
railroad missed the city by that 
distance.

Though the ACLU fought the 
program at its inception (unsuc­ 
cessfully), the program lately 
has met ‘‘very little resist­ 
ance,” he says. 
Defenders of the use of police 
security forces — such as Ed­ 
ward D. Brady, who heads up 
Chicago’s large school security 
program and was a founder of 
the International Association of 
School Security Officers — 


argue that a comprehensive se­ 
curity program can reduce as­ 
saults. 
Last year assaults against 
employees dropped 6.6 per cent 
in Chicago schools, while se­ 
vere assaults {requiring hospi­ 
talization) plummeted 47 per 
cent 
certainly a result of the 
security program, says Brad. 
For its part, the association is 
pushing a so-called “ safe school 


act” that would let schools use 
federal funds to finance their 
own security forces. Sponsored 
by Rep. Jonathan Bingham 
(Dem.) of New York and cos­ 
ponsored by Rep. Shirley Chis­ 
holm (Dem.) of New York and 
Louise Day Hicks (Dem.) of 
Massachusetts, among others, 
the bill would preclude use of 
federal funds to bring firearms,. 
weapons, or chemical agents 
into schools. 


One program — considered a 
model by some authorities — is 
that of the Palatine high school 
system, northwest of Chicago. 
The district, which takes in 
some 8000 from two communi­ 
ties ^Palatine and Schaumburg 
townships), just happens to fall 
within the jurisdiction of three 


police agencies. 
The law departments — along 
with the school districts — 
hammered out guidelines in the 
late J960’s whereby fulltime po­ 
licemen are paid by the school 
district, wear civilian attire, 
and serve as counselors more 
than security men. Though 
armed, the officers’ main func­ 
tion is preventive —- again, as 
with Tucson, to ward off delin­ 
quency problems. 


"The program is designed to 
help the young people adjust to 
society. It’s not hostile,” says 
Dr. Bruce Altergott, associate 
superintendent for the Palatine 
system. "We believe it’s helped 
to bring about an increased 
respect and cooperation be­ 
tween students and the police. 


One factor clouding the in­ 
quest here into the shooting of 
the black veteran — who was 
allegedly in the school to seek 
help from a teacher on a col­ 
lege course assignment he had 
— is that the hearing officer 
selected to preside over the 
inquest is Martin S. Gerber, 
who presided over a local in­ 
quest into the 1969 shooting by 
police of two young Black Pan­ 
ther leaders. That earlier in­ 
quest verdict, which held the 
shooting to be justifiable homi­ 
cide, was later severely criti­ 
cized by a federal grand jury. 
Gerber was not himself per­ 
sonally criticized by the grand 
jury.

EXPECTING MAST PROBUMS?

If you are shopping around 
with the idea of buying a new 
boat and seem a little confused, 
it's understandable. 


Right now on the American 
market there are 2,932 distinct­ 
ly different stock models being 
offered by 323 builders — and 
the price range is tremendous. 
For just $10 you can become 
a member of the pleasure boat 
fratern ity with an inflatable 


dink three feet, six inches long. 
On the other hand, you can 
spend $374,000 and head out to 
sea in a luxurious 70-foot motor 
yacht. 


BUT IN between these two 
extremes you should be able to 
find the boat of your choice in 
the 1972 lineup of inboard cruis­ 
ers, steradrive and outboard 
boats, auxiliary sailboats, one- 
design and daysailers, house­ 
boats, rowboats, canoes, and 


inflatable and specialty boats of 
every description. 


And if you want to build your 
own, there’s a big selection of 
kits and plans available. 


This survey of what’s avail­ 
able on today’s pleasure boat 
market was compiled by Boat­ 
ing magazine for its 1972 Di­ 
rector of Boats and Equipment, 
a handy publication which lists 
manufacturers, the basic speci­ 
fications of their products, and 
their prices. 


THE SURVEY shows 
that 
powerboatmen this year have 
1,697 different inboard, stern- 
drive and outboard boats to 
choose from — 58 per cent of all 
stock boats on the market, ex­ 
cluding houseboats. 


Of the total, 502 of the boats 
are inboards produced by 82 
builders. They range from an 
eight-foot jet runabout to an 80- 
foot diesel cruiser. 
In the sterndrive category, 
the survey showed there were 
88 manufacturers offering 552 
boats in lengths from 15 feet to 
36 feet and costing from $2,650 
to $45,000. There were 643 out­ 
board 
models offered by 85 
companies at prices ranging 
from $70 to $12,000. 


The survey showed that sail­ 
ors — be they racing or cruis­ 
ing buffs — have 587 different 
models to consider. 


A U X IL IA R Y -TY P E racing 
and cruising sailboats start 
with a 13 Vi-foot catboat and go 
all the way up to an 82-foot 
ketch, with prices ranging from 
$1,595 to $175,000. 


The survey showed that the 
range of houseboats and plat­ 
form boats gets bigger each 
year. 
In 
1972, 
there are 46 
different brands of houseboats 
and platform boats ranging in 
size from 10 feet to 76 feet and 
in price from $350 to $190,000. 


Among the rowboats, din­ 
ghies, canoes, inflatables and 
specialty boats, there are 465 
models made by 91 companies. 
They start with that three-and- 
a-half-foot inflatable dinghy for 
$10 and go all the way up to a 
43-foot workboat for ¿4,900.

Texas Leads 
In Boating 


Texas became the nation’s 
best market for small pleasure 
boats, outboard motors and 
boat trailers in 1971, according 
to a 
research 
study by the 
Boating Industry Associations. 


The Ix>ne Star State main­ 
tained its four-year hold on the 
top spot in outboard boat sales, 
corralling 9.89 per cent of the 
national market. It held its five- 
year lead in boat trailer sales, 
accounting for 11.72 per cent of 
the market. And it displaced 
Florida as the nation’s top out­ 
board motor market, claiming 
8.90 per cent of sales nationally. 


Florida was runner-up in all 
three categories: 7.12 per cent 
of boat sales, 7.99 per cent of 
trailer sales and 8.03 per cent of 
motor sales.

A prosperous new season is anticipated by the recreational 
boat ini; industry as 1072 begins with all economic indicators pointing 
the way out of recession and into a year which many industrv 
figures loresee as the best in boating's history. 


Sales of boats, engines, equipment and marine sendees during 
the 11)70-71 model year were significant!) higher than figures for 
1969-70, and the upward trend is certain to continue as consumer 
dollars, hoarded during the recession and loosened by the federal 
wage-price freeze, are spent on recreation in general and boating in 
particular this spring and summer. 


Boat dealers placed larger th a n usual order> eailier than usual 
last Jail in anticipation of spring - custom ers and the industry h 
showing confidence in a year certain to be good, and just liable to 
I k * the best ever. 


A survey of leading fiberglas ix>athut)der< by the Reinforced 
Plasties-C’omposites Institute reveals that heaw investments in new 
and improved pi ants* and facilities have been made in anticipation 
of a 1971-72 model year which is hoped will shew increases of 10 per 
cent to 12 per cent in sales. More than half of ^hc builders surveyed 
'expected 1972 sales increases of more than 2.7 per cent, a few were 
preparing for 50 per cent higher >ale> 


The industry's 1971 increase began m February when dollar 
volume figures were up 22 per cent over the previous February. In 
June, the increase was a heartening 17 per cent. During August, the 
final month of the model year, outboard motor shipments were 74,3 
per cent higher in units and 71.8 per cent higher in dollar value than 
comparable figures for the previous August 


During the past model year — September. 1970, to the end of 
August, 1971 — the dollar value of boating goods sold rose 11 8 per 
cent over the dollar-value total for th< previou> year.

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How To Go About Selecting A 
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Like a sw im m er testing the 
water tem perature with his toe, 
the novice boatman often busy 
a used rig. 


If he doesn't like the sport, 
his financial loss isn’t too great. 
If he does like it, he’s apt to 
trade up to a new model before 
too long. 


The best w ay for the used 
boat buyer to avoid disenchant­ 
ment with the sport is to choose 
a good rig the first time, advis­ 
es the Boating Industry Assn. 
Determining the true condi­ 
tion of a used boat usually is a 
job for professionals. If you are 
planning to lay out big money 
for a large cruiser, you should 
have a m arine surveyor check 
it out for you. He will charge a 
fairly stiff fee — but it’s usually 
worth it in the long run, BIA 
points out. 


IF YOU H APE your eye on a 
more modest craft, your only 
recourse is to depend on the 
integrity of the seller — and 
your own ability to spot possi­ 
ble flaws. 
A tip-off on how the boat has 
been maintained and serviced 
is the general condition of the 
building or boatyard in which it 
is stored. If it is neat, clean and 
well-organized, chances are the 
boat has received sim ilar treat­ 
ment. 
B e fo r e c h e c k in g d e ta ils , 
tand off a few feet and study 
the overall appearance of the 
hull. Are thare any bad spots 
which indicate excessive wear? 


Are there any signs of leakage? 
Are there any indications that 
repair work has been done — 
and, if so, w-as the repair work 
done properly? Is the paint in 
good condition? Are there any 
signs of rust, corrosion or dam ­ 
age 
from 
polluted 
water or 
aquatic plant life? 


GO AH EAD, thump it! (You 
probably will anyw ay.) As you 
do, be on the lookout for exces­ 
sive softness (if it’s a wood 
hull), or for a “ thin skin’’ (if it’s 
fiberglass or metal). 
Better still, 
bring a 
small 
ham m er with you to do your 
thumping. It will save w ear and 
tear on your knuckles and tell 
you more about the condition of 
the hull. 
Peeled, cracked or discolored 
paint or varnish on a wood hull 
is a tip -off that w a ter has 
seeped between the finish and 
the wood. 
While 
this is not 
necessarily serious, be sure by 
checking for dam aged planking 
or dry rot. 
Poke the suspected area with 
the tip of a sm all pen knife. If it 
punctures easily, somewhat like 
cardboard, 
it’s dry rot. This 
means you will probably face 
extensive repair work. 


A F T E R YO U ’R E convinced 
that the basic hull is sound, it’s 
time to turn your attention to 
the power unit. If it’s an out­ 
board, check to see if it’s under 
or over-powered. Most manu­ 
facturers affix a plate to the 
hull indicating the boat’s m axi­ 


mum safe horsepower capacity. 
If it’s an inboard, look closely 
at the propeller, shaft and shaft 
bearing or stuffing box. Propel­ 
ler blades frequently are nicked 
or bent and serious harm can 
be done to the shaft and engine 
if the boat has been operated 
any length of tim e with a dam ­ 
aged prop. Also check the shaft 
for signs of wear or excessive 
slack. 


Now, walk around the boat 
and inspect the accessories — 
lights, steering and 
fuel sys­ 
tems, flotation, etc. Statistics 
indicate that this is the area 
where you can expect trouble to 
d evelo p first. In du stry-w id e 
standards 
for 
most 
of these 
components have been estab­ 
lished by BIA, and there are 
federal 
and state regulations 
regarding such items as lights, 
fuelsystem s and ventilation. 


IF 
Y O U ’R E 
NOT 
a 
naval 
architect or m arine surveyor, 
the best w ay to insure that the 
boat com plies with these stan­ 
dards and regulations is to look 
for the BIA certification plate. 
This plate certifies that it has 
been inspected by an independ­ 
ent 
te stin g 
la b o ra to ry 
and 
found to be in com pliance with 
industry practices and applica­ 
ble regulations when i! left the 
factory. 
Finally, 
look closely 
inside 
the hull and cabin for possible 
rot. This usually shows up on 
the 
underside of decks, out­ 
board ends of beam s, fram es.

Sports boats are the glamor 
boats this year with emphasis 
on versatility and speed. 
it’s the rare manufacturer of 
power craft in the 15 to 25-foot 
range who isn't building a racy 
model with initials like GT, SS 
or X in front of its name to 
highlight his line of runabouts, 
utihty boats, campers and ski 
boats. 
Of the 11 Chris-Craft boats 
shown in New York’s 1972 Boat 
Sh< ,v\ no fewer than seven were 
products of the company’s 
Sport Boat Division, including 
the jet-powered 18-footer, which 
will take up to a 400-horsepower 
mill coupled to an underwater 
jet pump. 


Winner’s entry in the high- 
performance field is the GTX- 
SS, a 16-foot six-inch “ bomb” 
which will take outboards up to 
85 horsepower. She has custom 
swivel bucket seats, a wrap­ 
around contour rear seat and 
“ spoiler” rear deck design. She 
sells for $1,799. 


WHEN YOU see Larson 
Boats new Shark 1800 with her 
optional air foil, you’ll see fan- 
(y sf)ort-boat design. A rugged 
bowrider, she comes with recli­ 
ne r-swivel bucket seats, wrapa­ 
round stern seat and either 
outboard or stern drive power. 


Other trends observable in 
the 1972 inboard-outboard fleet 


are an almost universal use of 
fiberglass, swiveling bucket 
seats for the helmsman and 
companion, padded rear decks 
for sunbathing or lounging, pad­ 
ded cockpit seats with con­ 
toured arm rests and fully car­ 
peted cockpit floors. 


Cuddy cabins are making 
something of a comeback, and 
when you get up around 18 to 20 
feet, you’Jl find there is a 
choice of either outboard or 
stern drive power in the same 
boat. 


BOWRIDERS seem to have 
captured the runabout fild, but

The Sebring 
19 runabout has reached 42 
miles per hour with a 155- 
horsepower V-6 engine, and the 
Biscayne 24 lias hit 35 miles per 
hour with a 200-horsepower in­ 
board.

squared off bow. 
The 183 Adventurer from Na­ 
tional Boat Works has a tradi­ 
tional Y shaped bow, but she’s 
a bowrider just the same. At 18- 
feet. four-inches on the center- 
line. she’ll be representative of 
a new and bigger line of these 
comfortable watercraft. 


CHRIS-CRAFT says it is re­ 
sponding to customer demand 
by bringing back its classic 
inboard runabout. It’s called 
the Lancer Inboard, 23 feet 
long, with a hull recess that 
reduces draft some nine inches. 
Powered by a 235-horsepower 
direct drive unit, the new Lan­ 
cer Inboard sells for $7,975.

Ever wonder about the origin 
ol the terms starboard and port 
to designate the right and left 
sides of a boat? 
One source gives this expla­ 
nation: 
"It was a custom among the 
Vikings 1,000 years ago to tie up 
to docks and quays writh the left 
sides of their ships shoreward. 
That’s how the left side of a 
ship came to be called the 
uport’ side. And because of this 
custom, the rather fragile 
steering rudders of their dou­ 
ble-ended ships wrere rigged on 
the right side, so they w’ould not 
be in danger of ¡brushing 
against a quay and suffering 
damage. Thus, the modern 
term for the right side of the 
boar, ‘starboard, ’ comes from 
the Viking word for ‘steering 
board.’ ”

horsepower MerCruiser and go 
to a 245-horsepower OMC. 
At the top of the medium­ 
sized field are boats such as the 
new Commodore 25-foot cruiser 
from Cruisers, Inc. She’s a full- 
cabin model with berths for 
four, stand-up enclosed head 
with optional holding system, 
complete galley with optional 
refrigerator and heavy-duty vi­ 
nyl top with hoot. She’s also 
available with an optional 
Camper top and stern cross­ 
bunk seating assembly for ex­ 
tended cruising. Power options 
begin with a 165-horsepower 
MerCruise and a price tag of 
$10,495. 


MFG BOATS is another firm 
to offer a cruiser which can 
double as a camper. The Gypsy 
21 E-Z Cruiser has berths for 
two and a modified flying 
bridge with an interesting op­ 
tion: either a companion seat to 
the helmsman’ seat, or a plug­ 
in self-contained unit which in­ 
cludes sink, icebox and cutting 
board. 


All three of Crestliner’s 1972 
fiberglass runabouts were co­ 
designed by Jim Wynne, the 
ocean racer, and Fred Hudson, 
a well-known marine engineer. 
The Crusader 19 is a cuddy- 
cabin model with two berths, 
deep-vee hull and either out­ 
board or stern drive power. The 
Crusader 17 bowrider seats at 
least eight, and the Muskie 18 
bowrider also is surprisingly 
roomy. 


SEA RAY BOATS has four 
different versions of its SUV 240 
model lor 1972: the Weekender, 
with galley, head and bunks for 
two; the 240CC, a cuddv-cabin 
model with two bunks and a 
rear cockpit seat which con­ 
verts into a double berth; the 
240 HT, a sporty hardtop, and 
flu* 240 FB, a flybridge version. 
Power options for all models 
begin with 165-horsepower 
MerCruiser stern drive and go 
up to 245-horsepower OMC's. 
The price range is $7,845 to 
$10,395. 
Still another builder offering 
variations on a single theme is 
IMP Boats, which is building a 
flybridge version and an open 
cockpit version of its Inca day 
cruiser. The bridge model has a 
four-seater lounge which con­ 
verts into upper and lower 
berths, complete with bunk lad­ 
der. and an optional recirculat­ 
ing head. 
And yes, there’s a sport boat 
model, too, the X-246, with rac- 
ing-strength gas tank, cuddy 
cabin with bunks, recirculating 
head, matched helm and com­ 
panion seats, hideaway folding 
top and a full stern seat. With 
twin 165-horsepower MerCrui­ 
ser stern drives, she sells for 
$13,175. 


TO MARK its Golden Jubilee 
year in boatbuilding, Penn Yan 
Boats is introducing a new 
Montego series of open-cockpit 
runabouts, all with the compa­ 
ny’s exclusive tunnel-drive pro­ 
pulsion system. The new Monte­ 
go 220 has a dark-brown 
iapstrake hull, rakish bow, 


high-backed bucket pedestal 
seats and an upholstered gun- 
whale pad. With a 96-inch 
beam, she can handle two 
berths with optional holding 
tank. 
With Tunnel-Drive power of 
210-horsepower, the new boat 
sells for $7,370. 


Finally, for fishermen who 
prize comfort, Ouachita Marine 
has some elegant new Convin- 
cer models. The Model U is 16 
feet long, has a complete steer­ 


ing system with either wheel or 
stick steering, two rocking and 
swiveling bucket seats, turf 
carpeting, rod holders and 
built-in flotation. She’ll take 
outboards up to 95-horsepower, 
and sells for $1,328.94. 


The Model K Convincer is 14 
feet, four inches LOA, with 
options that include an anchor 
winch system and an electric 
bow trolling motor. List price, 
including two rocking swivel 
seats, is $860,14.

New Big Sailboats Are For Cruising 


This could be the year that 
the manufacturers of big sail­ 
boats come to grips with reali­ 
ty. 
The reality is that about 90 
per cent of the people who 
prefer sail to power prefer 


cruising to racing. A look at 
some of the bigger auxiliary 
sailboats discloses that their 
builders have abandoned the 
fiction that a comfortable cruis­ 
ing boat also can be a competi­ 
tive ocean racer. 


At least four new sailboats, 
from three different builders, 
are cruisers all the way. All 
three have opted for double- 
cabin designs, with midships 
cockpits and private staterooms 
aft. There’s a further similarity 
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in such features as sh j 1 draft, 
fur easy gunknoling, and diesel 
power for long range, low’ cost 
and dependability. 


A L L IE D ’S N EW 39-foot Mis­ 
tress is typical of this new, 
clear-eyed trend. Displacing 
just over 20.000 pounds, she 
draws only four and a half feet 
of water. She sleeps six, two in 
a roomy aft cabin which also 
includes a hanging locker, 
dresser and head with optional 
shower. 
Beneath the cockpit floor, 
there’s a passageway allowing 
dry access to the forward cabin 
despite the weather. Dedicated 
cruising sailors will appreciate 
the built-in workbench and 
chart desk in the passageway. 
On deck, Mistress is rugged­ 
ly-rigged, with oversized stand­ 
ing rigging, husky aluminum 
spars and no fewer than five 
winches as standard equip­ 
ment. She spreads 700 square 
feet of sails, is $37,895.

Starting

Persons learning to sail used 
to start out with a small center- 
boarder in the

A leading sailboat manufac­ 
turer lists two reasons for this 
change:

For beginners with larger 
boats in mind, the 24-footer 
seems to be a popular size to­ 
day.

double-cabin models. Each is 
available as a sloop or a ketch 
and each draws an inch less 
than four feet. 
In the Irwin 37, the aft cabin 
has I wo single berths flanking a 
built-in sofa, a head with show­ 
er and a hanging locker. In the 
Irwin 52V4 there’s no head in 
the aft cabin, but there is a 
double berth to starboard and 
an upholstered sofa and bu 
reaus to port. In both models 
there's a passageway beneath 
the cockpit floor connecting 
fore and aft cabins. 
The bigger of the two now 
Irwins, with a 40 horsepower 
Westerbeke diesel, sells for

T H EN T H E R E ’S the Pearson

move toward putting at least 
two and sometimes four berths 
in sailboats as small as 20 feet; 
and sailboats which can be 
trailered or used as campers, 
either ashore or afloat, are 
becoming more common. 


THE NEW O’Day 22 is just 
21-feet eight inches long; yet 
she has berths for four inside 
her hull. A fin-keel model, she 
draws under two feet of water, 
carries 200 square feet of sail, 
and sells for $2,795. 
Douglass & McLeod has a 
new 22-footer, the D&M 22, for 
10i2. While designed specifical­ 
ly for racing to the IOR quart- 
er-ton rule, she can be cruised 
in comfort, with berths for four 
and an enclosed head below. 
She sells for $<>,000. 
Fiberglass is the almost 
unanimous choice of sailboat 
builders showing medium sized 
to big sailboats in the market. 
There’s a continued trend to­ 
ward modern underwater 
shapes, with spade rudders and 
short keels. Increasingly, such 
former options as winches, 
roller reefing and vents are 
becoming standard equipment, 
along with showers or shower 
options, full genoa gear and a 
lavish use of teak for deck trim 
and cabin joinerwork. 


SMALL SAILBOATS provide 
their share of what’s new for 
1972. As is the case with their 
larger sisters, the daysailers 
and smaller fun boats mostly 
are made of fiberglass or some 
form of plastic composition. 
A surprising number of the 
little craft are unsinkable, a 
trend begun several years ago 
and continuing stronger. Their 
popularity also continues una­ 
bated, because of their versatil­ 
ity, modest cost, ease of trans­ 
port, and the many hours of 
genuine delight they provide for 
young and old in sheltered wa­ 
ters. 
Some examples of new small 
daysailers come from Cape Cod 
Shipbuilding, AMF Alcort and 
Chrysler Corp., for 1972. 


THE NEW Cape Cod Cat. 
designed by Charles Wittholz, a 
well-known naval architect, of­ 
fers either the traditional gaff 
or a Marconi masthead rig, 
with a further option of a fixed 
keel or a centerboard. She is 17 
feet long, five inches shorter on 
the waterline, and with her 
seven-foot 11-inch beam retains 
the width associated with a cat. 


More Horses 


The average outboard motor 
purchased in 1971 was 35.6 
horsepower, according to a sur­ 
vey conducted by the Boating 
Industry Associations. That’s 
an increase of 5.6 horsepower 
from 1970. Boat size increased 
to 15.6 feet. 


Centerboard version draft is 20 
inches and the keel model 
draws 23 inches. 
The Cape Cod Cat also is a 
roomy cruiser for two, boasting 
berths, lockers, shelves, sink 
and room for a head. Her base 
price less sails is $4,700. In­ 
board or outboard power may 
be added. 


If the Cat is somewhat typical 
of the heavy end of the new 
daysailers, the AMF Alcort 
Hilu could be on the lighter end. 
She is an outrigger with a 14- 
foot main hull and a 10-foot 
float that can 'oe mounted port 
or starboard. She hangs 65 
square feet of sail, weighs 75 
pounds and provides fun for 
two. Both hulls have foam flota­ 
tion material, and there’s a 
kick-up rudder for easy beach­ 
ing. Her low price is $445 with 
sails. 
Chrysler’s daysailer is called 
Mutineer, and the builder be­ 
lieves she is an ideal trainer for 
the young sailor. A self-bailer, 
the 15-footer has room for four 
in addition to providing stowage 
space fore and aft. Her sail 
area is 145 square feet in main 
and jib. The latter has self- 
furling gear and see-through 
window. 
She is tagged at $1,585.

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NEW MOTORS ARE GENTLE ON THE ECOLOGY 
In kooping with the tenor of the times 
the 1972 model outboard motors are 
gentle on the ecology. Not only do they 
create less light blue haze in the air than 
formerly, but they now pollute the water 
at just about a zero rate. 


All the new outboards are drainless 
Gone is that little drip, drip, (however 
small) of gasoline and oil that used to 
cause a little slick behind the boat. 


In the newest motors, unburned fuel, 
and the trace of oil it carries, is recircu­ 
lated back into the combustion system 
where it is burned. The new arrangement 
prevents even the smallest quantities of 
fuel from entering boating waters. 
The re cycling system has a secondary 
advantage, too: that trace of oil which 
Used to get away from the motor is now 
fed back to the rig's innards in such a 
way that it improves lubrication. 
^ Noting this, one ecologist observed: 
This is typical of an engineering ad­ 
vance designed to improve man's envi­ 
ronment. The spin-off, as always, is a 


technically improved product from the 
pure performance standpoint.” 
Lowered ratio of oil to gasoline, engi­ 
neered by motor manufacturers in recent 
years, has contributed to substantially 
reduced smoke emission. Lowered ratio, 
teamed with the new cleaner-burning 
outboard oils, has all but eliminated 
blue haze 
from the wake of a well 
tuned outboard. 


The ultimate, from one manufacturer, 
is a pair of four-stoke-cycle outboards in 
which absolutely no oil is mixed with the 
gasoline. Nothing is discharged over­ 
board except warm water and clean 
exhaust. 


Strange as it seems at first blush 
several engineering advances, primarily 
designed to soup up performance, have 
made modern outboards gentler on our 
air and water. 
# A good example is capacitor discharge 
ignition working together with surface 
gap spark plugs. This hot-shot combo 
was invented to improve both high and 


low speed performance while minimizing 
iplug fouling. 
The immediate result of its application 
.was hotter all around performance. And 
a secondary, if unexpected, blessing was 
a cleaner running engine spawned by 
more efficient combustion. 


Separate fuel tanks, supplied with vir­ 
tually all outboards, spell convenience to 
most boatmen. To the ecologist, however, 
they portend cleaner boating water. 


One environmental protectionist ex­ 
plained it this way: “ Most oil. gas, and 
harmful volatiles enter boating waters at 
the marina or gas dock, originating with 
fuel spills. The old-fashioned outboard, 
With its tank hanging over the water, was 
a frequent offender. Boatmen found it all 
but impossible to gas it without spilling 
some mix in the water. The newer 
portable tanks, however, are filled conve­ 
niently, either inboard, on the dock, or 
ashore. Obviously they cause few er 
spills.” 
As far as noise pollution is concerned, 


it hardly need be mentioned that the 
modern outboard whispers softly, where 
the old kicker roared with a throaty 
bellow. 
The range of ecology-kind outboards 
introduced for 1972 runs from a flyweight 
one-lung canof motor, up to brawny 
beasts boasting 140 horsepower. Interest­ 
ing thing, noted by one observer with a 
head for figures, is that the horses get 
cheaper as the motors get powerful. 
A quick computation shows that the *> 
horsepower motors at $180 cost $90 per 
horse. At the upper reaches, one motor of 
150 horsepower cost« $1,830; and that 
comes to only $13 per horse. Quite an eye 
opener, eh? Looking at motors in the 
middle, a 10 horsepower rig costs $50 per 
horsepower; and a 40 horsepower outfit 
is only $19 per nag. By the time the buyer 
gets to 100 horsepower, he pays but $15 
approximately, for each horsepower in 
his $1,550 outfit. 
It looks from here as though the 
boatman can buy a bigger outboard 
motor with a clearer conscience. 
Certain Amount Of Savvy 
Is Essential For Powerboating

What would you do if your 
engine wouldn’t start? 
What’s wrong if a warm en­ 
gine won’t get going? 
W hat’s actually happening 
when your boat is idling rough, 
and why wrould a motor act 
sluggish at full throttle? 
If you don’t know the answer 
to these questions, well, you’ve 
got some learning to do, and all 
of it should be done before 
going out with your rig again. 
Many boatmen are not familiar 
with the mechanics of an out­ 
board, but certainly should 
have some basic knowledge of 
its actions. 


JUST IN CASE you’re one of 
those who is unsure of himself, 
the Evinrude News Service is 
prepared to give you some ba­ 
sic instructions to help you fur­ 
ther understand your outboard. 


For example, if your engine 
refuses to start, first check the 
fuel system. Make sure the 
tank isn’t empty and the fuel 
lines aren’t kinked. 
Also check to see that the line 
is firmly connected at both ends 
and that it’s not being pinched 
under a tank or at any other 
S]K)t. 
If a warm engine won’t start, 
chances are it’s flooded. In this 
case, disconnect the fuel line at’ 
the motor, advance the throttle 
and pull the starter rope sever­ 
al times. Then, after reconnect­ 
ing the line, squeeze the prim­ 
ing bulb and try it again. 


HOI GII ID L IN G is another 
common problem, but is also 
one which can be easily cor­ 
rected. Turn the low speed car­ 
buretor setting knob slowly un­ 
til the engine smooths out. 


Defective spark plugs and im­ 
proper fuel mixtures can also 
cause this problem. 


If the motor is sluggish at full 
throttle, poor spark plugs will 
probably be the answer. Simple 
inspections can be run to see if 
they have been fouled or 
burned, and if they have, the 
plugs should be replaced. 


While the sluggish mood of 
the boat may be caused by the 
plugs, many owners have found 
that marine growth on the hull 
can also be a big factor. If you 
find this to be the case, pull the 
boat out of the water and clean 
it immediately. If the marine 
life is allowed to dry and hard­ 
en, the job will be twice as 
hard. 
ONE OTHER problem that a 
boatman might come across is 
excessive vibration while the 
boat is running. This is often 
due to a bent or broken propel­ 
ler. If the prop is in good shape, 
check to be sure weeds haven't 
caught on the lower unit. 


These common problems can 
possibly become larger if they 
aren't handled correctly. 


All boatm en should have, 
knowledge of these occurrences 
and know how to search for the 
problem. Just to play safe, how­ 
ever, all rigs should be brought 
to a local marine dealer for 
periodic inspections.

Inboard Power 
— 
It's Refined, 
Diversified And Specialized 


Shown by more than two 
score manufacturers, some new 
at the game, there were more 
models of inboard marine en­ 
gines presented for 1972 at the 
National Boat Show in New 
York than ever before. 


The 1972 scope is wider, too. 
The machines range from a 
baby one-lung sailboat auxilia­ 
ry, up to a V-8 of over 500 
horsepower; and the spread of 
diesel power is greater than 
ever. 


E V E N M O R E impressive 
than the sheer number of en­ 
gines, is the manner in which 
they are adapted to specific 
jobs: most of the gas engines 
and many diesels are offered 
with outdrives. Many are mar­ 
ried to V-drives, and there are 
some engine-jet drive combos 
available. 


Most startling of all; the tur­ 
bine engine has made its debut 
at the show, not just as an 
attention-getter, but as an hon­ 
est workhorse marine engine, 
complete with accessories and 
ready to get going. Matter of 
fact, the turbine model in the 
New York show has already 
been applied to Chris-Craft and 
Pacemaker boats. Its future 
looks bright. 
There’s a pattern to the wide 
sweep of power on the show 
floor: sailboat auxiliaries from 
about 15 to 50 horsepower, both 
gas and diesel, are four cylin­ 
der mills, often having equip 
meat making them especially 
suitable for sailboat service. 


C O N S E R V A T IV E

horse” engines from roughly 70 


I«» 100 hp are usually straight 
sixes of ample displacement, 
moderate 
revolutions-per-min- 
ute, single carburetor, and ac­ 
cessible fittings. In this power 
class there are also several V-G 
power plants. 
\lxne the 175 horsepower lev­ 
el. the Y-8 engine all but sweeps 
the board in the gasoline mod- 
els. while diesels break up into 
types such as straights, V ’s, 
and horizontals; the biggest 
diesels even become twin-Vs. 
But engineering refinements 
are even more apparent than 
diversity of models. 
Many engines, including 
some of the diesels, have been 
re-vamped to offer lower pro­ 
files, allowing them to be in­ 
stalled in tighter quarters. Also, 
smaller transmissions, most of 
them hydraulieally shifted, 
have been fitted to these en­ 
gines to still further reduce 
their bulk. 


AS V MATTER of fact, on 
most marine powerplants above 
about 100 horsepower, the light­ 
weight hydraulic marine trans­ 
mission has pretty much swept 
the board, contributing substan­ 
tially to the minaturization of 
the pleasure-boat engine. 
The turbocharger, an ex­ 
haust gas driven ultra-speed 
turbine air compressor for su- 
percharging, is proliferating. 
By increasing inlet manifold 
pressure, the charger helps the 
engine breath deeply, thus it 
increases out-put power with 
little increase in overall w'eight. 
Because they enjoy increased 
effective cylinder pressures, 
turbocharged engines can de­ 


velop high horsepower at lower 
revolutions. Therefore, the tur­ 
bine not only adds to power, but 
can also increase engine lon­ 
gevity. surprising as that may 
seem. 


NT M EROl S other engineer

Electronic ignition systems 
some with breaker points en­ 
tirely eliminated, are seen on 
main Y-Ss. 


Marine alternators with ca­ 
pacities irom 30 to 100 amperes 
are found in place of the older 
conventional generator. Small 
sailboat auxiliaries are offered 
with optional oversize alterna­ 
tors. making the little engine a 
double duty source of power for 
both propulsion and electricity. 
Neat, well-engineered wiring 
harnesses replace less formal 
w iring. 


FRESH W ATER cooling is 
standard on just about all the 
diesels, and is an option on 
most of the gas power plants. 
Transmission and crankcase 
oil fooling is built into most of 
the larger engines. 
Improved flame arrestors 
and dual diaphragm fuel pumps 
make the gaoline engines safer 
than ever. In this safety engi­ 
neered pump, if the primary 
diaphragm should spring a 
leak, the secondary one takes 
over, and the operator is sig­ 
naled that it s time to replace 
the pump. In the meantime the 
pump continues to function, and 
no gasoline drips into the 
crankcase or bilge. 


THE PIER IS THE PLACE 
TO MAKE YOUR BEST APPEARANCE 


HO W YOU HANDLE your boat at and around 
piers can make or break your reputation for 
boatmanship, for that is where you are most likely 
to have spectators observing your seamanship. An 
approach to the pier should always be made at 
slow speed, heading into the tide, current or 
wind. When the bow is close to the pier, toss out

A Bucket O f Cement Won't Do 
The Job As A Boating Anchor 


f i t . 
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It’s no matter whether your 
boat is heavy or light, long or 
short or old or new 
your boat 
needs a good anchor. 
The selction of a good work­ 
ing anchor is a necessity for 
safety in boating, explains the 
Evinrude News Service. It’s 
merely an old tale that a bucket 


filled with cement or a concrete 
block will do a sufficient job, 
simply because of their lack of 
holding power. On a stormy 
day, these homemade anchors 
will not keep a boat from drift­ 
ing. 
Instead, Evinrude recom­ 
mends two types of anchors. 


There's New Deal In 
Ship-To-Shore Radio 


Medium frequency ship-to- 
shore AM radio-telephone units 
are no longer to be found at 
sales counters. 
In accordance with Federal 
CommunicationsCommission 
decree, the deadline for install­ 
ing and licensing the old-type 
radio-telephones for marine 
communications came and 
passed on Dec. 31, 1971. 
Now manufacturers are push­ 
ing new VHF-FM ship-to-shore 
and ship-to-ship units. 


BUYERS W ILL find the new 
sets lower in output power than 
the old ones, since the FCC 
limits them to 25 watts to avoid 
the interference that plagued 
the conventional channels. 
Owners of the medium fre­ 
quency sets, however, can con­ 
tinue to use them for another 
five years. 
In the very high VHF fre­ 


quencies, radio waves travel in 
a line of sight pattern and do 
not follow' the curvature of the 
earth over the horizon. Hence, 
excessive power would be wast­ 
ed anyway. Their frequency 
modulated (FM) transmission 
produces clear, static-free com­ 
munications that will be wel­ 
comed byr boatmen fam iliar 
with the snap, crackle and pop 
common to AM radios. 


F O R T H O SE who have in­ 
stalled VHF-FM radiotele­ 
phones and who will be cruising 
beyond their range — ,more 
than 20 miles offshore — the 
FCC has authorized single side­ 
band radiotelephones. More ex­ 
pensive than VHF-FM, these 
radios can reach up to thou­ 
sands of miles. 
Budget shoppers can com­ 
pare citizens band two-way ra­ 
dios.

the mushroom and the Dan- 
forth. 
The mushroom is particularly 
suited for permanent mooring 
where there’s a soft or mud 
bottom. The Danforth style set­ 
tles quickly and has good hold­ 
ing power, even on hard sand 
or rocky bottom. A short, stock- 
less anchor might do the job, 
but be sure to first check with a 
marine dealer for recommenda­ 
tions. The type of anchor you 
need will depend on the size of 
your boat and the kind of bot­ 
tom you most often encounter. 
Anchors are rated by “ hold­ 
ing power,” so that the heavier 
your boat or the rougher the 
water, the more holding power 
is required from your anchor. 
Another thing to keep in mind 
when preparing to throw out 
the anchor is the safe ratio of 
length of anchor line to depth of 
W'ater. In moderate weather, 
the ratio stands at six to one. If 
you anchor in 10 feet of w'ater. 
for example, sixty feet of line is 
needed. On the other hand, if 
there is neither breeze nor cur­ 
rent, only half of that is suffi­ 
cient. 
The six-to-one ratio, however, 
is still better for an overnight 
anchoring or unattended boat. 
Here are just a few other 
important things to remember 
w'hen anchoring: examine the 
anchor, checking that the line is 


A D U N K IN G IS the most probable result of careless handling of an 
anchor. Never try to throw or "shotput" the anchor. Instead, slowly 
and carefully, drop it into the water next to the boat with the line 
straight and free to move. Then you will be no menace to yourself, or 
to the others in your watercraft. The top photo is the right way, the 
bottom photo is the wrong way. 


secured properly; don’t try to 
be a star shotputter with the 
anchor, just slowly lower it 
alongside the boat; have the 


anchor line coiled clear for 
running; never stand on or in 
the coil when letting the anchor 
drop.

Do you want to enjoy an 
outdoor sport that is not only 
challenging but also lots of fun?

This might also explain why 
more than 10 million people 
each year participate in this 
easy-to-leam activity, and it 
can even be learned on drv 
land.

THE DRY LAND practice is 
a confidence-building technique 
which also tones muscles to 
gain skiing control. 


With the help of a partner, 
preferably one who is an expe­ 
rienced skier, one can actually 
le a rn 
the 
basic anyw here, 
whether it be on the beach or 
even in som eone’s living room. 
All th at’s needed is a pair of 
skis and a tow line. 


Before actual instruction be­ 
gins, deep knee bends should be 
practiced to loosen the leg mus­ 
cles and improve your sense of 
balance. Then, grasp the tow 
line and have your partner low­ 
er you to a crouched, sitting 
position until the tow bar is just 
in front of the knees. 


WITH ARMS straight and el­ 
bows between the knees, your 
partner should pull you to a 
standing position. Ix*t him do 
the pulling: don't try to stand 
up yourself. Repeat this proce­ 
dure several times. This action 
generally sim ulates the pulling 
action of the outboard-powered 
boat pulling you to the w ater’s 
surface. 


While thti legs should rem ain 
rigid enough to keep the skis 
parallel, m aintain some flexi­ 
bility with the knees bent to 
react to waves or turns. 


All skiers, whether they are 
good swim m ers or not, should 
w ear a life jacket or ski belt. 
Even the best of swimmers can 
be m om entarily placed in shock 
by a tumble into the water. 
Skis can be obtained in any 
price range and also from a 
variety of types, including con­ 
ventional, slalom , trick and 
jumping. The length depends on 
the weight of the skier. 


FROM THE aspect of fun and 
uafetv, however, the teamwork 
between the tow boat driver 
and skier is m ost important. 
The driver m ust keep the tow 
line taut and know exactly how 
much power is needed to keep 
the skier on top of the water. 
The addition of an observer in 
the boat with the driver is also 
im portant to the safety of all. 
W ater skiing is not only chal­ 
lenging and easy to learn, but is 
also lots of fun if the basic 
skills are understood and some 
common sense in safety is used. 


IT IS IM PORTANT always to have an observer 
present with the driver in the boat towing water 
skiers. 
While 
the driver can remain alert for 


obstructions or congestion ahead of his boat, the 
observer can keep a close watch on the skiers and 
relay their messages to the driver. 


Close Teamwork Is Essential 
For Driver And Skier Safety 


Even skilled and competitive 
w ater skiers need assistance at 
times, and no one can give 
them more help than a capable 
tow boat driver. 
Evinrude Motors advises that 


It Requires

Propeller 


A correct propeller for w ater 
skiing is necessary to make the 
activity enjoyable and insure 
good tow boat performance. 
Skiing dem ands instant thrust 
to pull a skier to the w ater’s 
surface, and additional thrust is 
needed to pull as many as twro 
or three skiers at one time. 
Many standard props, howev­ 
er, are not designed to handle 
such an order, and a discussion 
with a m arine deales should be 
considered essen tial before 
finding the proper propeller. 
It is also possible, however, 
to choose two or three props 
and run tests to find the one 
that allows the engine to turn in 
its rated revolutions-per-minute 
(rpm) range while pulling the 
skiers. This rpm range is usual­ 
ly between 4,500 and 5,500. 
Checking the engine rpm with 
a tachom eter is another m an­ 
ner in which to find the correct 
propeller to use. Your m arine 
dealer can run this test, and 
can also advise you if a change 
is needed. 
Rem em ber that if your motor 
isn’t giving you the kind of 
perform ance that was expect­ 
ed, start by checking I he pro­ 
peller. With medium and high 
horsepower engines, the change 
in props can make a great 
difference. 


it is just as im portant to have a 
competent driver as it is to be 
properly trained in the art of 
w ater skiing. 


Teamwork is the determ ining 
factor in the skier’s safety. The 
driver and skier should be able 
to understand each other’s sig­ 
nals, and /m observer should be 
in the boat to relay all mes­ 
sages. 


T H E D R I V E R ’S most impor­ 
tant job is simply to rem ain 
alert at all times. During the 
ride, experienced skiers might 
execute tricks and turns, and 
this will cause him to miss 
seeing obstructions or congest­ 
ed areas in front of him. 


The starting position is one of 
the most im portant parts of the 
entire ski run. As a result, the 
driver must be sure to have the 
boat positioned in such a way 
as to follow a straight course. 
This will help the skier gain his 


balance before having to exe­ 
cute a turn. 
In addition, the line m ust be 
kept taut and ready for take-off 
until the skier gives the “ hit it" 
signal, which means that he’s 
ready for the ride. The driver 
must also be prepared for any 
strong winds or currents which 
can force the boat off the 
course before starting. 


THE TOW BOAT driver has 
the responsibility of avoiding 
m any things throughout the 
course of a normal ski run. He 
m ust stay away from piers, 
swimming beaches, shallow wa­ 
ter and weed-choked and cong­ 
ested areas in order to insure 
the safety of the skier, as well 
as the safety of others. 
Respect for the rights of oth­ 
ers is a sign of a competent 
driver. He should give boats a 
wide berth and keep his dis­ 
tance from fishermen and skin- 
divers. 


State Will Crack Down 


On Unregistered Craft 


The California D epartm ent of 
Navigation and Ocean Develop­ 
ment has asked all boating law 
enforcement agencies through­ 
out the state to cite boats with 
no current registration. 


John Bennett, departm ent di­ 
rector, noted that several thou­ 
sand boats that are required to 
be registered are either dis­ 
playing expired decals or are 
not displaying numbers at all. 


Bennett stated, “ Registration 
num bers play an important role 
in boating safety , including 
search and rescue, theft pre­ 
vention and craft identification. 
A properly displayed number 


w ith a cu rren t re g istra tio n 
sticker is added protection to 
the boatman in trouble." 


Registration fees are used to 
build boating facilities and fi­ 
nance boating safety and en­ 
forcem ent activities throughout 
the state. 


The departm ent advises all 
boatmen to check their boats 
for proper num ber display and 
stickers. Boatmen who have 
failed to register their craft are 
urged to do so at their local 
Departm ent of Motor Vehicles 
Office to avoid an em barrass­ 
ing and perhaps costly boarding 
this summer.

GADGETS PLENTY 
PLEASE BOATMEN 


Most men like gadgets and the boat accessory manufacturers 
are more than happy to supply boatmen with every conceivable 
electronic device possible. 
Here's a list, from the Outboard Boating Chib of America, of some 
of the equipment available to the boater: 
Depth sounder: This instrument gauges the distance between thè 
boat and any destruction to the water’s bottom, a wreck or school of 
fish. This enables the fisherman to know just how far to drop his 
line. Selecting the right device depends on the depths of waters to be 
used, the size of the boat and budget and how you plan to use it. 
Prices start at $85 for a flasher which measures up to 100 feet to 
$1.000 for a recorder which features variable speed charts. 
intercom: Even if you don’t have one in your home, you can get 
one aboard your boat. You can get these as low as $100 for 
intercom, hailer, microphone, speaker and all the necessary 
hardware for installation. 
Marine alarms: Different units warn of engine over-heating, low 
oil pressure, gas fumes, bilge flooding, etc. Prices vary according to 
the “ sense” wanted. 
Radio-Telephone: A unit for everyone. Some units include full 
service communications, such as megaphone, intercom, foghorn, 
and alarm as well as all transistor radio receiver. Or you can get 
VHF radiotelephones operated on 25-watt power; or a three-band 
radio for tuning in weather reports. 
Depth trollers: For those fishermen who don’t want to sit and wait 
for flu* fish to bite, this device lets you move bait to where thev’re 
“ biting good.-’ 
Barometer: Measures the pressure exerted by the atmosphere — 
it gives the weather conditions. An aneroid barometer can be as 
small as a pocket watch, but for ease of reading and greater 
accuracy, something the size of a clock is better for the boatman. 
5ou don’t have to spend vast sums of money to get adequate 
precision —pay what you would for a reliable clock. 
Radar Some units are as small as a breadbox, but costs are a bit 
high. Radar is almost a necessity on larger boats at night or in fog. 
All these don’t include the normal range of gadgets boatmen 
want, such as tachometer, speedometer, fuel gauge, foghorn, etc. 
li you have lots of money, there’s no limit to how many 
instruments you can get.

Modern mass boat production 
makes use of elaborate machin­ 
ery and material is purchased 
by the carload. If you build a 
boat, you'll pay retail prices for 
wood, hardware and paint — 
and it can add up. 


A small pram can contain $75 
worth of material bought at 
retail. You can buy an alumi­ 
num john boat for about the 
same price. 


Before deciding to build, shop 
the used boat market. You 
might find a suitable used craft 
that needs reconditioning, 
which you can buy and fix up 
with less expenditure of time, 
sweat and money. Its resale 
value could be higher, too. 


IF YOUR plans do list mate­ 
rials, visit lumber and hard­ 
ware outlets to get prices and 
an idea of what the boat might 
cost. Allow for breakage, re­ 
working and incidentals when 
figuring out the total. 
Kit boats are not nearly as 
common as they once were. 
Kits enjoyed a spurt of popular­ 
ity some years ago when the 
boating bvxmi began and there 
were not as many boat dealers. 
Today mass-produced boats are 
so widely available and on time 
payment plans that the market 
for kits has dwindled.

The best opening scenes are 
those fitting-out chores — sand­ 
papering. painting, etc. — then 
the launch, and from there the 
possibilities are unlimited.

An adjustable camera that 
can be set for action-stopping 
fast shutter speeds is an asset. 
Stopping the action overcomes 
— at least partially — one of 
the difficulties of boating pho­ 
tography, c a m e ra movement 
resulting from the pitch and 
roll of the boat. 


ONE THING to remember: 
water reflects and intensifies 
sunlight, causing overexposure 
unless precautions are taken. 
More expensive cameras are 
designed to set the correct lens 
opening automatically. Without 
this type of camera, a light 
meter to measure the intensity 
of the sunlight is a big help. 


In addition to providing pic­ 
tures of the boat, its occupants 
and 
memorable cruises that 
will be enjoyed for years to 
come, there are other instances 
where a camera might prove 
helpful. 
Here are 
a few’ of 
them : 
Help teach beginners boat- 
manship and improve the boat­ 
m an’s own techniques, especial­ 
ly where it involves sailboat 
racing. 
Improve the performance of 
the boat. 
Save time as well as money 
in substantiating losses for in­ 
come tax purposes and insur­ 
ance claims, facilitate recovery 
of stolen articles, and minimize 
possibilities of lengthy, expen­ 
sive legal action. 


THE LAST POINT is one of 
the most important. > 
For exam ple, the Internal 
Revenue Service accepts photo­ 
graphic evidence to substanti­ 
ate losses due to fire, theft, 
hurricane, etc. It also allows a 
reasonable cost for taking the 
supporting photographs as part 
of a justifiable claim. 
Closeup pictures of valuable 
equipment such as compass ra­ 
dio, depth finder, help police 
track them down if they are 
stolen. On the back of each 
picture should be noted the date 
purchased 
and where, serial 
number and price. 
Pictures also can help pro­ 
vide evidence in court actions 
that might result from an acci­ 
dent, such as a collision with 
another boat. 
One thing to remember. No 
one has to be a technical wizard 
to be assured of good picture 
results with today’s new camer­ 
as. They do practically every­ 
thing 
au to m atically 
except 
point the lens. 


Billion In Taxes 


The tax on motorboat fuel 
accounted for 26 million of the 
356 million dollars total placed 
in the Federal Land and Water 
Recreation Fund during fiscal 
1971, according to the Boating 
Industry Associations.

It's Easy 


To Catch 
Sailing 
Fever 


Tho world of sailing can be 
yours for as little as the price 
of renting a sailboat on a small 
sheltered lake. 
But watch it — you might get 
hooked on this growing sport 
and buy a boat yourself. You’ll 
join the estimated 643,OOu other 
people who sail. 
All sailboats have four basic 
parts in common — the hull, 
sails, centerboard (keeli and 
rudder. Sailboat hulls are de­ 
signed differently than motor­ 
boat hulls. They’re designed to 
slip through the water and to 
resist the tipping effect of the 
wind, rather than to skim over 
the surface as a motorboat 
does. 


THE SAIL, of course, catches 
the wind to-move the boat. To 
prevent the boat from sliding 
sideways, all boats need a cen­ 
terboard or keel which also acts 
as a pivot when turning the 
boat. And the rudder steers the 
boat, often with a tiller. 
There’s a sailboat model to fit 
every purse and a sailing board 
or dinghy is perfect for the 
beginning sailor. Sailboat 
lengths range from 8 feet to 50 
feet. You can buy an eight-foot 
model to hold one or two people 
often for less than $500. Larger 
craft can cost $1,000 per foot! 
Daysailers are relatively sim­ 
ple to set up — most models 
have only one sail (the main­ 
sail), no winches and the rudder 
might even be removeable.

These boats are lightweight and 
portable (some can easily fx> 
lifted atop a car by one person). 
Models are also built for easy 
righting if capsized. 


DIAGRAMS, step-by-step pro­ 
cedures and photos in “ how-to” 
books will provide the novice 
sailor with the basics before he 
tries the boat in the water. 
Also, before venturing out. the 
boating rules of the road should 
be learned. A life jacket should 
be donned for the initial ven­ 
tures. 
After learning to rig your 
boat, learn to handle your boat 
in relation to the wind. This 


does take some practice. How­ 
ever, there are rewards — 
when you’ve learned how to sail 
with the wind (running), against 
the wind (tacking), and across 
the wind (reaching), you can 
graduate to a larger boat or a 
bigger body of water.

O N E OF the cardinal rules of 
the road for boatmen is that 
when two boats cross at right 
angles, 
the boat approaching 
from the right, or starboard, 
side, has the right-of-way. The 
larger boat in the background 
here is respecting the right-of- 
way of the smaller bo< t crossinq 
in front of him. 


Today’s boat instruments are 
rem arkably dependable and ac­ 
curate. 
N ev erth eless, som e in stru ­ 
ment knowledge is useful to any 
boater. Being mechanical de­ 
vices, instruments cannot think 
for themselves. They obey the 
laws of physics. 
Som etim es 
things happen 
that make it seem as if instru­ 
ments are wrong. Usually it 
turns out to be something that 
is happening outside the instru­ 
ment itself that is causing an 
erroneous reading. 
Boat sp eed om eters are a 
Rood exam ple, say the boating 
experts at Mercury outboards. 
If you’re a good swim m er and 
have* done some diving, you’re 
aware of how water pressure 
increases the deeper you go. 


WHEN A BOAT is launched, 
its speedometer pressure pick­ 
up tube1 is placed several inches 
below the w ate r’s su rfa ce .

At lower speeds, water flows 
around a boat differently than 
it does at high speed. Some 
tim es this affects water pres­ 
sure in the vicinity of the pick­ 
up tube so thataccuracy js 
affected. At speeds under 10 
m iles an hour even a quality 
SiPe!,1°meter can be thrown 
slightly off for this reason. 


A H U LL’S K E E L strips and 
the m otor’s lower unit disturb 
the w ater and push it aside at 
higher speeds.

5,380 Mark

Recreational boating is rapid 
ly lx»coining the nation’s top 
family sport, and Marin is no 
exception. 


Because the county is sur­ 
rounded by water, and dotted 
with inlets and coves that are 
conducive to recreational boat 
mg. the percentage of Marin 
residents who will head for the 
water to sail, cruise, ski and 
fish at every opportunity proba­ 
bly ranks among the highest in 
the nation. 


During this 1971-72 fiscal 
year, the office of Marin County 
Assessor Bert Broemmel esti­ 
mates that the county has 5,380 
pleasure boats of all kinds, mot 
including boats in the inventory 
of dealers) with a market value 
of $17,445,000. During the 1970 
71 fiscal year. Marin had an 
estimated 5,213 boats valued at 
$15,781,900. 


BOAT OWNERSHIP in Marin 
runs about one craft per 12 
households. 


Assistant Assessor Herschel 
Johnson said that the number 
ol fx)ats has risen steadily dur 
ing the past 10 years but com­ 
parable figures are not avail­ 
able because houseboats and 
store inventory were lumped 
together with privately owned 
pleasurecraft a decade ago. 


County records show that in 
1962-63 there were 5,291 boats in 
Marin County with a total m ar­ 
ket value of $12,170,130. These 
figures included both house­ 
boats and dealer inventory. 
Marin boat dealers and ma­ 
rine suppliers foresee a boom in 
sales this year because of the 
mild weather and the general 
uptrend in economic conditions. 


Their annual year-end report 
says that boats and motors sold 
in 1971 tended to be bigger than, 
ever. The average length of 
outboard ix>ats sold during the* 
year was 15.6 feet compared 
with 15.4 feet the previous year. 
Outboard motors sold in 1971 
averaged 35.6 horsepower, com­ 
pared with 31 horsepower in 
1970. 
Other figures compiled in the 
year-end report show that an 
estimated 44,905,000 Americans 
went boating more than once or 
twice during 1971. The nation’s 
recreational fleet is pegged at 
$8,981,000 boats of all types, 
more than double the total of 20 
years ago. 


OUTBOARD BOATS total 5,~ 
315.000, followed by rowboats, 
canoes and dinghies estimated 
at 2,384,000. Sailboats and in­ 
board boats (including sailboats 
with auxiliary power) are about 
even. The national estimate is 
639,000 inboard boats as com­ 
pared with 643,000 sailboats.

A Habit 


You finally did it! You gave 
in to that impulse and bought a 
boat. There it sits in all its 
gleam ing, p ristin e new ness. 
The brightwork glistens, and 
the motor is tuned to perfec­ 
tion. 


That’s the joy of a new boat 
. . . everything works. 


Want to keep it that way? It’s 
easy if you use com ¡non sense 
and spend a litle time and 
effort on it. The Marine Service 
C om m ittee of the N ational 
Assn. of Engine and Boat Man­ 
ufacturers, has come up with 
some observations and recom ­ 
mendations for novice and sea­ 
soned sailor alike. 


FIRST, AND most im portant, 
don’t let the work pile up. It’s 
awfully easy to come in off a 
day on the w ater and say that 
you’ll clean the boat up tom or­ 
row7, because you're too tired to 
do it right away. But the next 
thing you know it’s tw-o weeks 
later, you decide to go boating 
and your boat’s still a mess 
from last time. If you take a 
few minutes at the end of the 
day to wash her down, flush the 
engine, and put ev ery th in g 
ship-shape, you’ll be* ready the 
next time you go out in spite of 
unexpected relatives. 


The secret of keeping a boat 
in proud condition is to treat it 
like a m em ber of the family. Be 
kind to it and attend to its 
needs. If it’s dirty, wash it up. 
If it gets sick, see a specialist 
right away. When you leave it 
alone for aw-hile, make sure it’s 
well attended and in good con­ 
dition. Boats seems to have 
definite p erso n alities, and if 
you treat them nicely, they'll 
treat you well in return. 


There’s really nothing sadder 
than to see a once proud craft, 
neglected and dispirited, falling 
apart and broken. 


BOAT MAINTENANCE need 
not be costly, but if you Jet 
things go, one problem com­ 
pounds another until you may 
be faced with m ajor repairs. 
Modern m aterials have sub­ 
stantially reduced the need for 
repeated scraping and painting, 
and m arine engines operate re­ 
liably with very little care. But 
some upkeep will be necessary 
to keep everything operating 
perfectly and looking new. 


It’s a good family pastim e, 
working on your boat. The chil­ 
dren, according to age and abil­ 
ity. can be assigned various 
tasks for which they will be 
responsible. Since a boat is a 
fun, family thing, the kids will 
take pride in doing their part. 
Unless you are a competent 
mechanic, though, leave the en­ 
gine w-ork for the professionals. 


In short, your boat will be as 
welcome or as bothersome as 
you perm it it to be. But you’ll 
find that you can keep it look­ 
ing like new with an amazingly 
sm all amount of effort. This 
will pay off in m any more 
enjoyable hours afloat. It’ll pay 
off at resale tim e, too. 
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KNOW YOUR 'RULES OF THE ROAD' 


‘Rules of the road” pertain to boating as wel! 
s to driving a car. Remember AND follow these 
ules, says the Outboard Boating Club of America. 


-Rowboats, 
sailboats and other unpowered 
raft almost always have the right of way over 
Sowei boats. 
The only exception is when an 
npowered craft is overtaking or passing a 
i motorboat. 


- When approaching another powerboat at an 
angle, the boat on the right has the right of way. 
-When meeting another boat head-on, or nearly 
so, swing to the right. Keep to the right in narrow 
channels, too. 
- -When overtaking and passing another boat, 
the boat being overtaken has the right of way. 
Here are a few more tips to remember when 
operating a boat: 
Never ride parallel to another boat’s wake. It 
will tend to throw your boat from side to side and 
may cause a capsize. While this is not a legal 
requirement, it is good seamanship. 
Unless you have a boat large enough, and that 


means over 14 feet, don’t allow passengers to 
stand up or change seats while you’re underway. 
However, if you have to, stop the boat and instruct 
passengers to keep low and in the center of the 
boat and to hold 011 to the gunwales to steady 
themselves. 


When anchoring, ease the anchor overboard and 
let the line out gradually until it hits bottom. 
When you weigh anchor, pull the line in slowly to 
avoid tipping the boat dangerously. 


Check the weather before you get undr way. If 
the sky looks threatening, don’t go out. However, 
if you’re out and do get caught in a bad storm, 
have your passengers don life jackets and sit on 
the boat. Also, keep the bow headed at an angle 
into the waves. Don’t try to cross a large body of 
water in a storm; keep as close to the shore as 
possible.

A Recommended Gas-Oil Ratio 


Oil is certainly a vitatly im­ 
portant part of your outboard 
engine, lubricating the pistons, 
cylinders, crankshaft and rod 
bearings when properly mixed 
with gasoline. 


While all boatmen should fol­ 
low directions given in their 
owner’s manual for the proper 
oil-gasoiine mixture, Evinrude 
recommends a 50-to-one gas-to- 
oil ratio, meaning one pint of oil 
to every six gallons of gaso­ 
line. Regular 
automotive or 
white marine gasoline should 
always be used. 


The company even calls its 
own outboard motor oil ‘‘Evin­ 
rude 50 to 1.” 


Although special outboard 
oils are usually high priced, you 
Lean actually save money, ac 
cording to the Evinrude News 
Service. In most cases it is 
necessary to use less oil with 
the new blends. They’re de­ 
signed to cut the gas-to-oil ratio 
in half. 


Always remember that when 
filling an empty tank, it is wise 
to pour in only a little gas and 
oil at a time. First add a couple 
of gallons of gasoline, and then 
add the oil and mix well before 
filling the tank completely. 
Make sure the filler cap is 
properly secured. 
It is advisable to also meas­ 
ure the oil carefully. Too much 
oil may cause smoking or plug 
fouling, and yet too little oil can 
result in improper lubrication. 
Again, the owner’s manual will 
give the proper amounts for 
break-in and later running. 
An extremely important point 
to remember is that wrhen fill­ 
ing outboard fuel tanks, remove 
the portable tank from the boat 
and fill it on the gasoline pier. 
Because gas and its fumes are 
highly combustible, take no 
chances on spilling any gas in 
the boat. 
Be sure to w'ipe any spilled 


Tip To Lengthen 
Life O f Motor 


Tip to outboard motor own­ 
ers: An easy way to insure a 
longer life for your motor is to 
run the engine dry after each 
use. Simply disconnect the fuel 
line from the motor and run the 
engine until it cuts out. The 
procedure gets rid of fuel that 
might produce gummy deposits 
if left in the engine. 


gasoline off the side of the tank 
before taking it back on board. 
Naturally, extinguish all ciga­ 
rettes, cigars and pipes while 


fueling, and prevent the possi­ 
bility of a static spark by keep­ 
ing the fuel nozzle in contact 
with the tank.

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Fish Where The Sunlight Isn't Striking 
Look For The 


Sun glasses may bring comfort to 
fishermen on bright days, but what can 
fish do about brilliant light? 


Unlike m am m als and birds, fish lack 
eyelids to close, and they certainly don’t 
have sun glasses. Nor can they contract 
or expand the irises of their eyes to 
compensate for light conditions. 


Ihe fact that fish usually prefer shade 
is an indication that direct sunlight both­ 
ers them. This helps explain why during 


sum m er, when the sun’s rays strike 
water at a more direct angle, the best 
fishing usually occurs in early morning, 
late evenings, or at night. 
Studies by fishing experts at Mercury 
outboards indicate there is a relationship 
between the amount of sunlight penetrat­ 
ing the water, and the way fish behave. 
By understanding how fish react to sun­ 
light. anglers can change their methods 
to suit conditions and have more success. 
Early in the year fish seek shade under 


docks, bridges, overhanging banks, 
around large rocks and in sim ilar places, 
all generally in shallow water. As a 
lake’s w ater warms fish will move deep­ 
er where sunlight is diffused. How far 
down depends in part upon oxygen con­ 
tent. Rem em ber that bass school in deep 
holes during the hottest part of day in 
summer. 


Another factor the Mercury fishing 
departm ent found im portant in selecting 


where to fish on bright days is the wind. 
Wave-chopped w ater breaks up the sun’s 
penetration, scattering and diffusing the 
b rillian t light. F ish, even m innow s, 
choose times such as this to come nearer 
the surface. Cloudy, windy sum m er days 
are often good times to fish in shallow 
water. 
Rem em ber that when you seek relief 
from the sun, fish are probably doing the 
same thing. Look for them where the 
sun’s light can’t reach.

Fishing is great family fun. 
Everyone, from adult to the 
sm allest y o u n g ster who can 
hold a rod or cane pole, can get 
in on the action and enjoy 
wholesome outdoor sport, And 
children, esepcially, like to fish 
for this is one form of recrea­ 
tion where they can Ik4 individu­ 
als, participating on the sam e 
level as adults. 
But hat about the family 
that hasn’t yet discovered the 
enjoyment angling offers? How 
can they learn about fishing, 
and the types of equipment best 
suited to their desires? 


TO BEGIN, IT’S best to ob­ 
tain some help. This can be 
from a friend who fishes, or it 
can be in the form of books, 
fishing interest magazines, and 
pamphlets available from fish­ 
ing tackle m anufacturers. Most 
established firm s publish m ate­ 
rials to aid the novice angler; 
simply w rite and ask for help. 
The next step is to go fishing, 
and the M ercury outboard an­ 
gling experts suggest that care­ 
ful consideration be given to 
this im portant move. If you 
choose a place and time when 
fishing is poor, it’s possible to 
end the fam ily’s interest at 
once. Uncomfortable w eather 
and insects that get more bites 
than you do spoil the fun. 
Plan the first fishing trip for 
a time when prospects are good 
(ask local an g lers) and the 
w eather is agreeable. 


OBTAIN SIMPLE fishing tac­ 
kle initially, and learn what 
types of gear you like the best. 
With experience you’ll find that 
one or two methods of angling 
suit you best, and then is the 
tim e to buy quality tackle. 
Vary your fam ily’s fishing 
experiences. V isit lakes and 
stream s; try fly fishing, bait 
casting and spinning. Experi­ 
ment with other methods such 
as limb-lining and trot lines. 
Seine some bait and spend a 
night angling for catfish. 
A good way to keep fishing 
interest high during winter is to 
make your own lures and rods. 
Kits are available from a num ­ 
ber of sources, and this is an 
excellent way to add to your 
knowledge of the sport.

Course Is 


Streamlined 


The m an behind the United 
States Power Squadrons* new 
stream lined boating education 
course is hopeful it will go a 
long w ay tow ard changing 
some recent U.S. Coast Guard 
statistics — that only one out of 
every four boat operators has 
ever had any boating safety 
training. 


He is W alter R. Cosdon of 
Burbank, Calif., new chief com­ 
m ander of the USPS, whose 407 
squadrons stretch from Boston 
to Okinawa and boast a m em ­ 
bership of close to 83,000 recre­ 
ational boatmen. 


As chief com m ander of the 
58-year-old nonprofit, non-gov­ 
ernm ent USPS, it is one of 
Cosdon’s m any chores to see 
th at the o rg a n iz atio n ’s new' 
fre e -o f-c h a rg e 
in s tru c tio n 
course in safety afloat attracts 
as m any beginning boatmen as 
possible. 


The basic course was revised 
recently to put more em phasis 
on outboard boating and trailer- 
ing and to reach the growing 
num ber of boatm en who oper­ 
ate on inland rivers and lakes. 
“ We even changed the nam e 
from ‘Piloting Course’ to ‘Boat­ 
ing C o u rse,’ ” Cosdon said. 
“ We felt that the word pilot­ 
ing was a little misleading. 
People didn’t know whether it 
was for airplanes, or w hat.” 
Cosdon said there were too 
m any things in the previous 
course that were of little inter­ 
est to m any neophyte boatmen. 
“ We stream lined our course 
considerably,” he said. “ We 
took out a lot of extraneous 
m atter — chart plotting, com­ 
pass work, things like that — to 
bring it down to the basic fun­ 
dam entals which fit any type of 
boater. 


“ In other words, it’s an all­ 
purpose program and then to 
that we have added m aterial 
for boat trailering, including 
even care and use of the trailer 
itself.”

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It's Insurance 
Review Time 


Fitting out time for pleasure 
boat owners is here, making it 
an appropriate time to review 
insurance policies, especially if 
any changes have been made in 
a boat, its equipment or the 
way in which it will be operat­ 
ed. 
This advice comes from Rob­ 
ert Lowry, manager of the Hull 
and Liability Department of 
Marine Offiee-Appleton & Cox 
Corp., who notes that only 
about one boat owner in 10 
takes the trouble to update his 
policy. 
“The nine who don’t,” he 
says, “may later regret the 
oversight.” 
Many owners, he says, ac­ 
quire expensive equipment dur­ 
ing the winter —depth finders, 
ship-to-shore radios, direction 
finders, etc. — install it on their 
boat in the spring but make no 
adjustments in the policies to 
cover the new equipment. 
“They stand the risk of being 
out-of-pocket should their boat 
become a total or constructive 
total loss,” he said. 
Lowry also suggests that boat 
owners review their liability 
coverage.

It's Foolish 
Not To Carry 
Equipment 


Going boating without the 
proper equipment isn’t just 
foolish — it's also against the 
law. 


The Committee for National 
Safe Boating Week points out 
that on federal waters, there 
must be a life-saving device for 
everyone aboard a pleasure 
craft. Craft up to 16 feet operat­ 
ed on federal waters must car­ 
ry proper lights and a fire 
extinguisher, if of closed con­ 
struction; craft from 16 to 26 
feet long must carry in addition 
a hand whistle or horn audible 
for at least one-half mile. 


Larger pleasure craft, up to 
65 feet long, require a hand or 
power operated whistle audible 
at least one-mile, and a bell. 


Other items of equipment ar­ 
en't required, but commonsense 
dictates that you carry them: 
Anchor, line, paddle, first aid 
kit, flashlight, fenders, tool kit, 
extra can of fuel, compass and 
distress flares.

Latest Boating Act 
Allots Funds 


The Boat Safety Act of 1971 is 
the latest significant step in 
more than 30 years of effort to 
curtail tragedy among the na­ 
tion’s pleasure boatmen. 
The first successful step was 
the Motor Boat Act of 1940 
which set out the minimum 
requirements for safety equip­ 
ment aboard small craft. It was 
followed by the Federal Boating 
Act of 1958 which introduced 
numbering for small craft and 
established the groundwork for 
improved reporting of boating 
accidents. 


WHILE STATISTICS show 
that about 1,350 persons have 
died in small boat accidents 
during each of the last five 
years, industry sources point 
out that the number of recrea­ 
tional boats in use in that peri­ 
od rose from an estimated 8,- 
865,000 in 1965 to 8,814,000 last 
year. 
One of the key provisions of 
the 1971 federal legislation is 
authorization for dollars appro­ 
priation of 51.1 million dollars 
over the next five years, of 
which 37.5 million dollars would 
go to states to help them draft 
and carry out their own boat 
safety laws and safety pro­ 
grams. 


This one provision of the law 
alone is expected to have a 
significant effect in curtailing 
boating accidents 


OTHER K EY sections of the 
1971 legislation call for: 
Federal construction and per­ 
formance standards for boats 
and associated equipment. The 
Coast Guard will set the stan­ 
dards after analyzing accident 
statistics to determine possible 
areas of hazard. Manufacturers 
and, to a lesser extent, dealers 
will be required to certify that 
their products are built and 
assembled in compliance with 
the standards. The bill contains 
penalty provisions for failure to 
comply and make proper certi­ 
fication. 


Notification by the manufac­ 
turer of any defect in a boat. 
The notification must be made 
to the first purchaser and to 
any subsequent purchaser list­ 


ed on the warranty and to the 
dealer who sold the boat. Cop­ 
ies of the notification must be 
sent to the Department of 
Transportation. 


Registration of all motor­ 
boats, regardless of horse­ 
power. The 1958 law required 
states to register at least all 
motorboats over 10 horsepower. 
Some states registered all mo- 
torcraft, some cut off levels 
below 10 horsepower. Purpose 
of the new provision is to bring 
all motorboats under the regu­ 
lations for safety equipment 
and accident reporting. 


Granting authority to Coast 
Guard boarding officers to take 
immediate steps to remedy 
such hazards as insufficient li- 
fesaving devices, overloading 
or lack of fire-fighting devices. 
The officer may even direct the 
boat operator to return to his 
mooring until the problem is 
corrected. 


New federal guidelines to as­ 
sure uniformity of state boating 
laws.

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Tips For Buying A Fiberglass Boat 


By STAN DAVIES 
Do you know what to look for 
in buying a fiberglass boat to 
be sure of getting your money’s 
worth? 
From the letters I have re­ 
ceived I feel that many would- 
be boat buyers are quite daz­ 
zled and bewildered by those 
gleaming plastic hulls. 
First . . . all the materials 
which go into a fiberglass or 
reinforced plastic boat (whatev­ 


er you want to call them) are in 
many respects sim ilar. The 
glass fiber is made by only a 
couple of firms and each prod­ 
uct is very similar. A dozen or 
so chemical firms which supply 
the plastic bonding material, 
polyester resin, are in furious 
competition, but their polyes­ 
ters are practically the same.

only real differences can be in 
design and workmanship. Apart 
from the design which includes 
such things as shape, length, 
beam, flare, sheer, etc., plastic 
boats fall into two classes of 
construction. 


One type employs a combina­ 
tion of non-woven glass fibers 
in its two forms . . . chopped or 
mat . . . together with woven 
glass fabric. The other type 
uses non-woven materials only. 
Remember, a reinforced plas­ 
tic boat is much like reinforced 
concrete. The glass fibers are 
like the reinforcing steel rods, 
but it is the polyester resin 
which is the cement . . . the 
actual building material of the 
boat. 


MOST TYPES of construction 
give satisfactory results when 
properly made, but there are 
some basic differences in the 
finished product. Boats which 
use the woven material as part 
of the reinforcing frequently 
have the familiar basket weave 
pattern in the laminate. They 
are definitely stronger for equal 
thickness than the ones using 
non-woven materials only. 
Now before you buy, these 


are some of the things to 
check: Sloppy workmanship, 
rough edges which could cut 
your hands in an emergency, 
unfastened parts, scratches, 
patches and repairs. 


HERE ARE a few quest ions I 
have been asked by people who 
have wondered about rein­ 
forced plastic boats: 
Q. There is a strong aromatic 
odor under the forward deck of 
my fiberglass boat. What is it? 
A. This is likely an indication 
that the resin is not cured or 
hardened properly. However, 
time will probably take care of 
it and if the weakness does not 
show up in some other way, 
don’t worry about it 


Q. I was looking at a boat in a 
showroom and some areas in 
the hull seem to have different 
light reflecting qualities. A 
faint pattern showed in some 
places. Wrhat does that mean? 
A. It could mean that the 
pattern of the fiberglass mat is 
showing through the gel coat 
merely indicating a sloppy job. 
On the other hand, it could 
mean that there are areas in 
the hull where the ratio of glass 
particles to resin is off. Resin- 


starved areas are usually weak 
spots. Be sure to have an ex­ 
pert to look at it before you buy 
this boat. 


Q. I am thinking of buying a 
new plastic boat and there ap­ 
pears to be no bracing in it. 
Should there be? 


A. Perhaps the bracing is 
molded right into the hull. 
Curves for instance provide 
their own bracing. The most 
important area to check is the 
transom. Is it solid’.’ In large 
boats thqre should be knees 
between transom and keel. 
However, in smaller boats the 
bracing is often merely a thick 
ening of the fiberglass and res­ 
in material where the transom 
joins the sides and bottom. Feel 
it yourself and see if you can 
twist or turn the transom. 


Q. How do you fasten a cleat 
or other piece of hardware to a 
slick fiberglass hull? 
A. There are two ways. You 
can drill holes and use through 
bolts with a hardwood backing 
block. Or you can laminate the 
cleat mounted on a small block 
right into the hull itself with 
fiberglass cloth and resin.

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Float Plan 
Is Wise 
Precaution 


Planning a long cruise for the 
day, week, or longer? 
The C oast G uard urges the 
boatm an who plans to be on the 
w ater for any long period to file 
a “ float plan ,” just like a pilot 
preparing for a cross-country 
flight files a flight plan with the 
F ederal 
Aviation A dm inistra­ 
tion. 
* 
All th a t’s involved in filing 
such a f l o a t plan is to give 
som eone ashore a schedule of 
the events p l a n n e d for the 
cruise, telling when and where 
the trip will sta rt, the approxi­ 
m ate route, and the tim e and 
place of return. If the boatm an 
fails to return within a reasona­ 
ble tim e after his planned re­ 
turn, the person holding the 
float plan can notify authorities 
and a search can be started . 
The com plete float plan re ­ 
com m ended by the Coast G uard 
includes the following inform a­ 
tion: 
Nam e and phone num ber of 
person reporting. 
D escription of the boat, in­ 
cluding color and registration 
num ber. 
N am es, ages, addresses and 
phone num bers of people on 
board. 
Survival equipm ent on board 
such as life jackets, signals, 
food, w ater. 
Radio type and frequencies. 
Trip schedule, including de­ 
parture tim e, place of d ep ar­ 
ture, destination, and estim ated 
tim e of arrival. 
If the skipper changes his 
plans, he should notify the p er­ 
son with whom he left the float 
plan, so th at a needless alarm 
isn't sounded. 


Needed: More 
Boating Ramps 


The continued grow th of boat­ 
ing, especially in boats th at can 
be trailered and launched aw ay 
from hom e port, is creating a 
dem and for launching ram ps, 
both public and private. 


B ack in the early 1950s, the 
big shortage was in m arinas.

Boat Safety 
In State Is 
Improved 


A C alifornia D epartm ent of 
N avigation and Ocean Develop­ 
m ent 1971 boating accident sta ­ 
tistical sum m ary shows a slight 
im p ro v e m e n t in th e s ta te ’s 
boating safety picture. 
There w ere totals of 118 fatal­ 
ities and 694 accidents, of which 
396 w ere results of collision. 
The sum m ary indicates that 
the m ain cause of boating m is­ 
haps was hum an erro r. Equip­ 
ment failure and hazardous sea 
conditions contributed a sm all­ 
e r share. 
1 he type of accident responsi­ 
ble for the highest loss of life, 
57, was boat capsizing. Colli­ 
sions killed 13 and injured an­ 
other 87. Most of the 233 colli­ 
sions w ere directly related to 
b o at o p e ra to rs ig n o rin g th e 
right of way, failing to m aintain 
a proper lookout, or traveling 
too fast for existing conditions. 
Fires and explosions aboard 
boats continued as the g reatest 
cause of property dam age. 
D irector John B ennett said 
th a t to ta l fa ta litie s had in ­ 
creased by only one over 1970. 
"W hen the increase of 44,000 
boats in 1971 is com pared with 
an increase of only one fatality, 
we m ust view this as an im ­ 
provem ent in the overall safety 
picture. H w ever, no one should 
be satisfied until these figures 
decline su b stan tially .” 
B ennett also noted th at total 
property dam age was down by 
$811,886*.

too sure of what needs to be 
done. 
Here are some useful tips 
from the boating experts at 
M ercury outboards on how' to 
care for a new' fiberglass boat 
when it becomes a m em ber of 
the family: 
Fiberglass “cures” somewhat 
as does concrete. It becomes 
hard enough to touch and han­ 
dle rather quickly, but the final 
stages of curing taper off slow­ 
ly over a period of months. By 
the time a new boat reaches its 
owner it will have been out of 
the mold long enough for the 
curing process to be well along. 
However, it is well to know that 
if a relatively new' fiberglass 
boat is subjected to an unusual 
strain for a period of several 
days to several weeks, it is apt 
to be still just “soft” enough to 
take a gradual set that is apt to 
be hard to take out. 
This m eans, for exam ple, 
that a small open fiberglass 
boat should not be turned over 
and leaned against a wall with 
its weight on one gunwale. If 
this is done the gunwale may 
take a permanent set. Similar­ 
ly, trailer support rollers should 
be 
carefully 
adjusted 
for 
straight, true and uniform co­ 
tact with the bottom of the hull 
of a fiberglass outboard or 
stem drive runabout. 
If the boat will be moored in 
dirty water or left at its moor­ 
ing all season, a thorough wax­ 
ing of the fiberglass is the best 
thing to protect the surface 
from discoloration and fading.

Let the youngsters know th at

T hey’ll be m ore agreeable and 
you’ll save w ear and tear on 
your nerves. 


Before you go out, and during 
your boating trip, teach your 
c h ild re n th e co m m o n se n se 
rules of boating.

Picnics Part 
O f Boating Fun 


Do you often get hungry or 
thirsty when out on your small 
boat? 
Well, it’s no surprise since 
the combination of the outdoor 
air, the water and a little bit of 
sunshine usually lead to a big­ 
ger and better appetite. 
The Evinrude News Service 
suggests you plan on having a 
meal on board during your next 
outing, but it should be kept 
simple. A serving of cold cuts, 
salads and fruit, kept fresh in 
aluminum foil or plastic con­ 
tainer, is the best bet to keep­ 
ing the meal and entire outing 
enjoyable. 


AS FOR DRINKS, iced tea 
and fruit juices make ideal hot 
weather beverages. With these 
drinks in a portable cooler, they 
can be kept chilled during even 
the hottest of days. 
Breads, 
cakes and cookies 
may be placed in the coolers 
also, but only after they have 
been placed in a watertight 
container. Be sure to keep these 
foods away from the sun. Stor­ 
age under the gunwale or in 
any shaded area is the best bet. 
As for the meal itself, place it 
on a card table if your boat has 
an open cockpit with ample 
space. You’ll probably find it 
advisable to seek a protected 
cove or sheltered anchorage 
when you’re about to eat. In 
addition, unless the boat is anc­ 
hored down, it will remain in 
constant motion, and little sta­ 
bility could be achieved. 
A second anchor, thi« one tied 
from the stern, will keep the 
boat from swinging in the wind 
or current. 


COOKOUTS ON board are 
highly discouraged because of 
the fire hazard. If cooking is 
necessary, however, take a few 
simple precautions. Place the 
cooker as far away from the 
engine compartment as possi­ 
ble, and keep the immediate 
area clean. Be equally careful 
with stored gasoline. 
Cookouts are ideal, though, 
for shore picnics. A simple 
meal with food to grill will 
probably please the fam ily. 


Equipment such as a portable 
grill, charcoal, blankets, and 
paper cups, plates and eating 
utensils can be easily transport­ 
ed 
aboard 
your 
boat 
and 
•brought ashore. 
Whether eating on board or 
ashore, be certain to leave the 
area clean when you’re fin­ 


ished. Don’t be a Jitterbug. Put 
your refuse in bags or boxes 
and properly dispose of them. 


Be sure ihat any fires left 
after grilling are completely 
doused before leaving. The 
same should be done with hot 
coals.

Cost Is 
Up,But Troy el Is Still A Bargain 


By MURRAY J. BROWN 
The American tourist will generally have 
to pay slightly more than last year because 
of the devaluation of tha U.S. dollar but 
travel abroad can still be a bargain. 


So says a man who snould know — 
Stephen S. Halsey, senior vice president and 
general manager of the travel division of 
American Express. 


“Dollar devaluation makes it a bit more 
expensive to travel outside the United 
States,” he said, “ but on the basis of what 
the dollar still buys overseas compared to 
what it buys here, the average American 
still has the best of it.” 
Halsey said that the loss in the purchasing 
power of the dollar “while it fluctuates from 
country to country, is still fairly modest.” 


AS AN EXAMPLE, he cited the British 
pound. Before the international monetary 
crisis last year, the pound was pegged at 
about $2.40. Now Americans are paying 
about $2 60, or roughly 8.5 per cent more. 
"Generally, however, an American can 
buy more in Britain for a pound than he can 
in the United States for his $2.60,” Halsey 
said. “To compound our advantage, Ameri­ 
can wage scales make the $2.60 — or the 
pound — easier to come by.” 
He said the same holds true in other 


countries whose currencies have been reval­ 
ued in relation to the dollar, such as France, 
West Germany, Japan among others. 
As for getting there, Halsey noted that 
major international airlines had agreed to 
substantial fare reductions on the trans- 
Atlantic routes in 1972 before the currency 
crisis. 
"But the effects of dollar devaluation are 
wiping out many of the intended savings,” 
he said. “To compensate, the International 
Air Transport Association has agreed to a 3 
to 7 per cent increase on the new ticket 
prices, depending on destination.” 


AS A RESULT, he said, Americans will 
end up paying about the same — or slightly 
more — than last year for most round trip 
tickets. There are some exceptions, he 
noted, including most 22-to-45 day “excur­ 
sions.” For instance, you can fly New York- 
London roundtrip for $313, or about $19 less 
than last summer. 
A seasoned traveler himself. Halsey consi­ 
ders bargain hunting to be part of the fun of 
the game. Here are some suggestions he 
passed along: 
Consider visiting countries where the dol­ 
lar devaluation has had little or no effects 
on travel costs. Austria, Greece, Portugal, 
Spain and Yugoslavia are among countries 
still rated as “good buys” by travel profes­ 


sionals. Also Mexico and much of South 
America where the dollar’s value has not 
changed. 


Remember that hotel accommodations, 
transportation, etc. usually cost less and are 
more readily available in the so-called off­ 
season months. For example, Paris in the 
spring, London in the fall, the Caribbean in 
the summer, and Scandinavia in the winter. 


Check on packaged tours. Wholesale and 
retail tour operators offer thousands of 
economical all-inclusive package deals for 
groups and individual travelers designed to 
fit most travel budgets. 


In connection with packaged tours, Halsey 
said, American Express, will hold the line 
on previously-published 1972 prices for the 
land portions even though they are based on 
the pre-devalued dollar. Air fares will have 
to comply with IATA schedules. 


“THIS YEAR’S tours were planned early 
in 1971 and bulk contracts for hotel space, 
local sightseeing, restaurants and other 
features were drawn in 1971 before the 
dollar devaluation,” he said. “But American 
Express has always held to published prices 
which means we will stick to prices shown 
in our Europe tours book for 1972.” 
Some major operators and hotel chains 
already are passing along the difference.

BUT SINCE mid-1971 Mexico 
has made it simple and legal 
ior you to buy a lot, a villa or a 
condominium apartment, and 
you will receive title almost as 
il you were a Mexican citizen. 
The purpose in liberalizing the 
law' was to attract more foreign 
capital to accelerate the indus­ 
trial and tourist development of 
Mexico and already the results 
are beginnng to show. Real 
estate offices, such as the one 
in the Acapulco Hilton Hotel, 
are booming with A m erican 
and Canadians with checks in 
hand to buy property . . 
especially income properties 
such as efficiency apartments 
in

condominium 
“Apart-hotels" which the owner 
can occupy free when he wants 
to vacation in Acapulco and are 
maintained and rented for him 
at all other times.

James Keogh is a longtime 
writer and editor for the Oma­ 
ha World Herald and Time 
magazine, who became special 
assistant to President Richard 
M. Nixon in 1971. In ‘‘President 
Nixon and the Press,” he writes 
with a bias acquired in the 
latter position; but he attacks 
tellingly an opposite bias held 
by many in the news media. 
Keogh puts the ‘‘adversary 
position” of government and 
press in some historical per­ 
spective. But he cites chapter 
and verse to show that‘‘the 
obsession with the negative” by 
the latter has become greater 
during the Nixon administha- 
tion. 
This results, claims Keogh, 
from overwhelming “ liberal- 
left” orientation of those writ­ 
ing and handling the news, plus 
an intrusion of slanted com­ 
ment into news columns and 


onto news programs that is a 
throwback to the “ personal 
journalism” of a century ago. 
The inflexibility of their own 
outlook blinded many journal­ 
ists to the prospect that there 
would be a high degree 
01 
initiative, open-mindedness and 
flexibility in the Nixon adminis­ 
tration,” he contends — and 
marshals evidence to support 
this contention. 
Keogh is more scholarly, bet­ 
ter informed and a much better 
writer than John R. Coyne Jr., 
whose book on Spiro Agnew and 
the ‘‘liberal-left” , “ The Impu­ 
dent Snobs,” appeared a few 
weeks ago. Together, the two 
volumes may be taken as evi­ 
dence that the “ middle of the 
road” is starting to talk back.

Snow's

THE M ALCONTENTS by C.

C. P. Snow’s new novel — his 
first since completion of the 
“ Strangers and Brothers” se­ 
ries 
is about the young 
rebellious, soeially-conseious in­ 
telligentsia of Great Britain. 
By and large, Snow’s youthful 
graduate students — they call 
themselves “ The Group” — are 
believable. Their excuses for 
violence are as old as revolu­ 
tion and, of course, the end 
always justifies the means. 
But the most sympathetic, 
convincing characters are not 
the students. Rather, they are 
their patient, protective, long- 
suffering parents. 
Snow is an old hand at keep­ 
ing a secret and his suspense is 
carefully plotted. Will the stu­ 
dents plan to destroy the repu­ 
tation of a public figure suc­ 
ceed? Or will they be exposed 
and prosecuted for having ob­ 
tained evidence illegally? 
But the suspense comes a 
cropper via suicide — or is it 
murder? — and the great 
scheme is sidetracked. What 
results is lenghty introspection 
and debate about loyalty, guilt, 
honor and the nature of betray­ 
al. 
This is a thoughtful, though 
wordy, novel about a contempo­ 
rary problem. It should be of 
intense interest to parents of 
brilliant young adults.

That is important, for there is 
an ugly tendency on the part of 
too m any who have left Middle 
America to relocate upon one of 
its coasts to look back at their 
old homes with disdain or con­ 
descension. There is no justifi­ 
cation for such snobbery. True, 
while the small towns of the 
Midwest and Southwest have in 
some cases changed very little 
in the four decades that have 
passed since the events of “ A 
Streetful of People” supposedly 
took place, and while there is 
still unlikely to be found there 
the cultural advantages and so­ 
phistication of the big cities and 
the eastern and Pacific sub­ 
urbs, this means simply that 
life there is different — not 
necessarily inferior. 
A couple of years back we 
were sitting on the half-century- 
old porch swing at our p aren ts’ 
home in the southwestern Kan­ 
sas town where they had lived 
virtually their entire lives, and 
which had gained nothing in 
population in all that time, and 
we w ere a w a re v a g u e ly of 
something strange and unset­ 
tling. Sudenly we realized what 
it was: 
We had been seated 
there in the twilight for 10 or 15 
minutes without hearing a sin­ 
gle obtrusive sound other than 
some 
birds twittering — no 
a u to m ob ile horns, no tru c k s 
backfiring, no planes overhead, 


not even the seemingly om ni­ 
present power mowers. It was 
the kind of peace and silence 
one could find in few other 
places in America today. And 
as we looked around us, the air 
was clear and unpolluted. Small 
wonder the neighbor woman 
across ihe street, seemingly al­ 
ready 
elderly when we were 
growing up, was soon to cele­ 
brate her 100th birthday in good 
health. 
Winston Estes is aw are that, 
while many of us were lured 
away from these towns by the 
restlessness that is a p a rt of 
America, those who chose to 
rem ain and settle for less in the 
way of material things have not 
really been shortchanged. They 
have certain advantages, 
in­ 
cluding an orderly pace in life, 
that are at least as valuable as 
symphony concerts and shop­ 
ping c e n te rs. R eco g n itio n of 
this is as much a part of E ste s’ 
delightful book as its depiction 
of the distinctive flavor and 
c haracter of these com m unities 
and their inhabitants.

One Turf Farmer

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Tii my scheme, the lawns on 
either side of our view-window 
living room are m ore than 
patches of grass on which to 
snooze or play croquet on a 
sunny day. 
They're summer-time exten­ 
sions of the dining and living 
rooms. 
They’re air conditioners and 
also outdoor rocking-chair gath­ 
ering places. 
Even 
more, 
th e y ’re m ic ro -farm s from 
which I harvest fragrant crops 
every time the grass is clipped. 
An expert lawn-master would 
probably rate ours as the most 
neglected lawns in the neigh­ 
borhood because the turf is a 
hodgepodge of grasses, clover, 
(iichondra and even vetches, 
the one groundcover tough 
enough to survive in the Ber­ 
muda grass that invaded the 
sunny third of the front lawn. 
“ Why don’t you plow up the 
mess, sterilize the soil and start 
I over again?” a lawn expert 
asked recently. 


BUT I ’M NOT about to follow 
his suggestion. What with three 
showers a week guaranteed by 
our make-your-own-rain system 
and monthly feedings of lawn 
lood, the turf stays green and 
cool and springy underfoot and 
it yields a weekly crop. 
I hat s where the turf farming 
concept comes in. The grasses 


and clover lap up the plant food 
I spread. Much of the nutrient 
finds its way into the mower 
bags of clippings. We spread 
this as mulch around roses, 
shrubs, fruit trees and vegeta­ 
bles. It works down into the 
soil. 
I hat’s about the easiest way I 
can think of, off hand, to turn 
fertilizer pellets into organic 
plant food. Let the turf do the 
work. 
Some years back when we 
first became turf farmers we 
irrigated the lawns by dragging 
hoses around and moving sprin­ 
klers from spot to spot. Some­ 
how there were always dry 
areas the sprinklers didn’t cov­ 
er. It was a messy, time-con­ 
suming chore. 
One day after The Watering 
Committee, had wasted half a 
day dragging hoses around 
(while I was loafing at the 
office) she asked sarcastically: 
“When is your scientific day­ 
dreaming going to come up 
with a better watering brain­ 
storm ?” The message came 
through clear and strong. 


AFTER PICKING up several 
hundred feet of second-hand 
pipe, I cut and threaded and 
hooked up lengths, screwed 
sprinkler heads into the Ts, and 
turned on the water. Home­ 
made rain fell on every inch of

the lawns. But the pipe was still 
on top of the grass instead of 
under it. Burying that pipe be­ 
neath the sod was anything but 
lazy gardening. But it was one­ 
time toil that liberated us from 
repetitive toil. 
.So in the long run it was 
indolent gardening. 
The nemesis to turf farming 
is the brown spot that shows up 
almost overnight. The first im­ 
pulse is to soak the brown spot, 
but grass experts tell me, 
“That’s exactly the wrong thing 
to do; either lawn moth weevils 
are chewing the grass roots, or 
fungus is making the grass 
sick, and both thrive on more 
water.” 
Sometimes in the evening I 
see tiny moths hopping on the 
grass around the brown spot. 
Where there are moths, there 
must be weevils from which 
they hatch. Loading the hose 
turf-gun with dibrom, I dunk 
the brown spot and the grass 
around it. 


IF THE GRASS doesn’t green 
up in a few days. I know it’s 
fungus trouble, which calls for 
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another medicine, a lawn dis­ 
ease control. 
In the warm summer months 
I husband our turf farm like the 
tomato patch or the tuberous 
begonias. In every square foot 
of lawn there are scores of 
plants crowding each other for 
space and food. They can 
starve in a hurry. What a heal­ 
thy turf needs most of all, I’ve 
learned from the turf farming 
adventure, is an ample and 
regular mealtime.

Was last summer a little too 
hot for comfort?

Before you make a move in 
an> direction, heed a few words 
of

In the first place remember 
Die m axim from your high 
school science class: heated air 
rises, cooled air falls. If vou 
follow this slogan you’ll be way 
ahead of the game. 
Install all cooling outlets near 


the ceiling, and as the cool 
ir 
falls to the floor, it will upread 
comfort all the way down. If 
you have a ducted heating sys­ 
tem, don’t try to combine it 
with cooling, the council warns. 
Unless the ducts were sized for 
cooling, the air won’t get out 
fast enough to do much good. 
Some people try to compen­ 
sate for small ducts by install­ 
ing large fans. This ra re ly 
works and usually causes loud 


vibration noise. 
Even if the ducts are large 
enough 
as long as the heating 
outlets are near the floor, only 
your ankles will be cool during 
the summer. 
If 
the 
cost of a 
separate 
overhead air conditioning sys­ 
tem is prohibitive, the council 
su ggests other a ltern a tiv e s. 
Add insulation, especially in the 
attic. It will keep the warm air 
out during the summer, and 


conversely, it will keep the heat 
inside during the winter. 
Room 
air 
conditioners 
are 
another alternative to a central 
sy ste m . H ow ever, get units 
with good th e rm o sta tic co n ­ 
trols, and let them run all day. 
Otherwise, it may take all night 
to get the temperature down to 
your comfort level. 
An attic fan is a tried and 
proven way to cool off a hot 
house. 
By preventing a heat 


build-up, 
it 
keeps 
the 
house 
m ore 
c o m fo rta b le . 
Coupled 
with atfded insulation, it can 
work wonders. 
And finally, the council sug­ 
gests you rem em ber another 
science class slogan: light col­ 
ors reflect heat, dark colors 
absorb heat. Install two-sided 
window shades in rooms facing 
the sun. Have the light side 
face outward. It will reflect the 
rays and heat of the sun.

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Student-Inspired Inside-The Home Ideas 
Youth Solves Decorating 


Problems W/th Creativity 


After one month of working 
with some students from Wood­ 
bury College in Los Angeles, I 
feel inspired to get “with it” 
and do something creative 
around the house. 


Watching these design interns 
paint a wall, whip up draperies, 
nail blem ish-hiding c e d ar 
hoards to a badly plastered 
wall surface or install a vinyl 
floor covering, one feels like 
Whistler’s Mother, sitting and 
rocking away the precious 
hours! 


The student designer comes 
up with fresh ideas while the 
rest of us settle for orthodox 
solutions to decorating prob­ 
lems. 


IN SIX O IT of seven room 
settings designed by this partic­ 
ular group of young planners, 
good architectural interest was 
added to rooms bare of detail. 
In one case a raised platform, 
!8 inches high, became the floor 
for a fireplace grouping. And 
changing that third of the floor 
space into a slightly raised 
sitting area made a tremendous 
visual change in the otherwise 
dull room. 


The student team chose a 
stock metal fireplace, covered 
the hearth in fake-brick tiles 
and carpeted the rest of the 
platform, stair treds and risers 
in deep shag. The steps became 
additional seating spaces for 
y o u n g ste rs playing chess 
watching television or toasting 
marshmallows. 


THE OTHER portion of the 
room contained a tufted love 
seat and matching sofa for 
more conventional pursuits.

SOVIET UNION PARENTS 
HA VE TV WORRIES, TOO 


By CH \RLOTTE SAIKOWSKI 
MOSCOW — Soviet children, too, are glued to the television set 
and parents and pedagogues are worried. 
It’s not a concern about excessive blood and gore, however. Soviet 
television is tightly controlled by the state, and except for the 
steady diet of war films. Russians see little violence. Sex likewise is 
k«*pt within chaste bounds. 
But even though Soviet program s are saturated with educational 
and cultural themes, alarm s are being sounded that television has a 
harmful influence on a child's upbringing, distracting him from his 
studies and group activities. 
Soviet studies show that many youngsters have less interest in 
reading books and that television often interferes with their 
homework. 
Among addicted children there is a growing tendency to watch 
sports events on television and to participate less in outdoor games 
with their peers Such viewers also do fewer chores in the home and 
are reluctant to take part in Young Pioneer and Komsomol 
activities in the school. 
These general findings are reported in a Pravda article by 
\ alentin V. Ksenofontov, a senior researcher in the U.S.S.R, 
Academy of Pedagogical Sciences. 
The article suggests that 
television raises all sorts of problems and conflicts in Soviet 
families, 50 per cent of whom now own a TV set. 
It also indicates that some Russians use television to keep their 
children off the streets and are not always satisfied with the quality 
of programs. 
“I saved my money.” the article quotes one mother as writing, 
"and bought a television set especially so that while I ’m at work my 
son would not pointlessly chase a football outdoors all day —and 
with bad children at that —and would acquire some sense. But there 
arer few programs for him and most of them are uninteresting.” 
Ksenofontov says that scholars have not yet thoroughly re­ 
searched the effects f television. But the negative influences noted 
so far are due not so much to the content of program s (which 
nonetheless could be improved) as to the fact that children view TV 
indiscriminately. 
I arents, he feels, are to blame for the Jack of discipline on this 
question. 
The pedagogue is against telling a child what program s he m ay 
and may not see, for this simply arouses opposition. R ather, he 
advises parents to plan television viewing along with a wjiole range 
of duties and activities in the home. 
Since work is the prime duty of man. he argues, the child should 
be made to^feel_ that his studies are im portant to the entire family. 
Similarly, he should participate in discussion of his paren ts’ job 
problems so that there is mutual understanding. 
“ It is clear that when parents respect the work of their child, he 
wi 
as a rule not be confronted with the dilemma of w hether to 
study or to watch television,” writes the author. “The most 
im portant thing will be his studies, his civic duty ” 
Ksenofontov also favors families working out together how they 
will divide their time as between household chores, public duties 
and entertainm ent and posting monthly and weekly schedules He 
also suggests they select program s that suit a child's interest and 
stim ulate his creativity. 
Such an approach, he concludes, will save children from “falling 
captive to the television set.”

Quick Comments On A Batch 
Of Fine New Columbia Classics

A large batch of fine classics 
from Columbia compels us to 
comment only briefly on a few' 
of them this week. 
Albums 
are 
now 
being 
recorded to fit a title someone 
has dreamed up, in much the 
way some recent non-fiction 
books have come about. “ Bach 
for Band" is the believe-it-or- 
not title of Columbia album M 
31126 featuring The London 
Symphonic Band conducted by 
Gerallt Leslie Williams. 
The title suggestion was fol­ 
lowed in great earnestness, for 
these pieces are not the rather 
mouldy-sounding arrangements 
of Bach for symphonic band 
from years ago, but spanking 
new recreations for an ensem­ 
ble of wind players. The sheer 
weight and richness of such 
works as the “ Toccata and 
Fu^ue in D Minor” or “ Sleep­ 
ers Awake” must be heard to 
be believed. 
A treat for the ears and a 
unique alternative to Bach-for- 
Moog, koto, jazz, and all the 
other recent transmutations. 


IN THE AREA of fabulous 
sound is a new recording of that 
fam iliar old pair, Respighi’s 
“ Fountains of Rom e” and 
“ Pines of Rome,” (Columbia M 
30829). The great popularity of 
Eugene Ormandy’s version of 
these 
Roman 
“ wide-screen 
soundtracks” has made it possi­ 
ble for Columbia to record the 


pieces again in 1972-quality ste­ 
reo, and the result is nothing 
less than smashing. 
Another Ormandy Philadel­ 
phia Orchestra entry is Colum­ 
bia M 31074 with Vaughan W il­ 
liams’ “ Fantasia on a Theme 
by Thomas Tallis” and two 
Elgar works 
“ The Enigma 
V ariations,” and “ Cockaigne 
Overture.” 
The “ Variations” is one of 
the towering achievements in 
British symphonic music, and 
the sound on William s’ “ Fanta­ 
sia” is as lush and lovely as the 
charming cover photo of the 
English countryside. 
Some releases of keyboard 
music of various sorts next: 


The third volume in Glenn 
Gould’s series of the Mozart 
piano sonatas is Columbia M 
31073, containing the sonatas 
numbers 8, 10, 12 and 13 in 
Gould’s distinctive harpsichord­ 
like treatments. The articula­ 
tion is so clean it sounds 
scrubbed! 
Chopin’s 
beautiful “ P re l­ 
udes,” all 24 of them, are 
played by Brazilian pianist Nel­ 
son F reire on Columbia M 
30486. Freire broke into the 
concert scene only last year 
and is already one of the most 
exciting pianists in the world. 
Both he and the audio engineers 
have achieved truly lovely 
piano sound on the LP. 
“ Funeral March for a Papa- 
gallo and Other Grotesqueries 


of Alkan” is the title of Roman­ 
tic-period specialist Raymond 
Lew'enthal’s album, M 30234. It 
comes with a bonus seven-inch 
L P in which Lewenthal plays 
and explains the strange piano 
pieces of this eccentric French 
composer. Alkan is far too 
weird to summarize in a few 
words, but'fans of Erik Satie 
will revel in this mnsic as well. 


TWO ORGAN LPs hold inter­ 
est next: The second volume of 
“ The Magnificent Mr. Handel” 
fe a tu r e s short f a n f a r e s , 
marches, overtures and other 
pieces from the English com­ 
poser’s operas and oratorios, as 
performed by E. Power Biggs 
with the Royal Philharmonic 
conducted by Charles Groves 
(Columbia M 31206). 
A treat throughout, and sparkl­ 
ing sound as well! 


The other organ album is 
Anthony Newman’s latest (M 
31127), which spotlights all 
three of the “ Chorales” for 
organ by Franck, as well as 
Bach’s “ Trio Sonata No. 4 in E 
M inor,” and “ Fantasy and 
Fugue on B-A-C-H” by Liszt. 
Newman’s technique is stagger­ 
ing and the sonics on both his 
harpsichord and organ LPs pre­ 
serves the brilliant sound. 


The “ Chorales” have always 
been favorites of mine and this 
version is most welcome, show­ 
ing Newman’s taste in the more 
subtle areas of interpretation.
